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TURKISH OUTRAGES. 


An Armenian Physician Furnishes 
Further Details of Crime. 


HORRIBLE SCENES OF BUTCHERY. 


The Powers Called Upon For 
Prompt Action. 


Loxponx, Dec. 1.—Dr. G. Thoumain, 
who was one of the Armenian physicians 
at Herrick college, Marsovan, Asia Minor, 
and who was sentenced to death and 
forced to undergo disgusting tortures, 
being finally released through the inter- 
vention of Great Britain in July, 1893, has 
furnished the latest details of the Turkish 
eutrages which have just come into his 
possession. Dr. Thoumain writes: 

“Tt was necessary that the blood of 
thousands should be shed in orderto bring 
the Armenian question on the tapis. But 
it is almost impossible to get full details, 
the guilty Turk preventing every possible 
escape of news 

“However, I have learned the following: 
The chief of police of Moosh, which is the 
headquarters of the Sassoon district, went 
with a number of gen d’armes to the vil- 
lage of Tehurig and nailed the head man 
and others head downward to posts, beat 
them and drenched them alternately with 
hot and cold water 

“The chief of police then attempted to 
dishonor the wife of one of his victims, 
andthe unfortunate woman, seizing a 
knife, plunged it into the chief of police’s 
brain, whereupon the gen d’armes made a 

General Attack Upon the Peasants. 

“A stubborn struggle resulted, in which 
many of the peasants were wounded and 
40 of them were taken to prison at Moosh. 
The whole village of Tchurig was charged 
with sedition, and the gen d’armes, nat- 
urally, were not reprimanded, as they 
were only carrying out the orders of their 
superiors 

“The Armenian villages on the plain, 
Moosh and Bitlis, in the vicinity of 
Sassoon and Van, have been fired and 
their streets made to run with blood. 
From Marnig over 100 oxen and 1000 
sheep have been driven off, and the same 
has occurred at Colossig and Havabirig

THE CITY SHOCKED. 


Sylvester Brown, an ex-Councilman 
and Prominent Citizen 


KILLED ON THE RAILROAD. 


He Stepped in Front of an Express 
Train—Sketch of Life 


Mr. Sylvester Brown of Wollaston was 
struck and instantly killed by the inward 
Newport express at 5.23 o’clock Friday 
evening as he was crossing the track at the 
Wollaston station. 

Mr. Brown had been attending a school 
convention at Boston and came out on the 
4.50 p. M. train which reaches Wollaston 
at 5.15. Healighted from the train, and, 
as was his wont, crossed the tracks and 
called ‘at the post-office for his mail, 
Getting his mail he met a friend at the 
office and stopped for a short chat. He 
then started for home and had just reached 
the depot when the outward South Dux- 
bury express, No. 793, due at Wollaston at 
5.22 passed. Not stopping to think 
whether there was an inward train due 
then he stepped upon the track to cross. 
The Newport express, No. 732, due at 
Wollaston at 5.22 came suddenly upon 
him, and, before he could realize what had 
happened he was struck by the locomotive 
and instantly killed. 

Dr. Gilbert, the Medical Examiner, was 
notified and the body was removed to Fay’s 
undertaking rooms. 

The anouncement of Mr, Brown’s death 
fell like a pall over the entire city. His 
death comes as a public bereavement. The 
various high offices which he held brought 
him in contact with a vast number of 
people, who learned to esteem him for his 
rare persona! qualities of mind and heart. 

He was courteous and faithful in the 
discharge of every trust committed to his 
charge. He was a man of quick and ten- 
der sympatbies and strong friendships. 
He loved his neighbor as himself, and was 
prompt and generous in promoting the 
welfare and happiness of his pupils and his 
feliow-men of what ever rank and station. 
In this capacity he won for himself a per- 
sonal popularity that was as wide as it was 
deep and lasting. 

In public life he was intelligent, earnest 
and unselfish in his efforts for the general 
good. He was a man of strong feelings 
and had an intense hatred of anything like 
corruption in public affairs. He detested 
sham and was in the strictest sense a plain, 
blunt man. His indefatigable industry 
was a marked trait in his character and it 
was well matched by an indomitable per- 
sistence. But above all things he wasa 
MAN. 

Mr. Brown was born in Bow, N. H., in 
1848. From the country district schools he 
entered Colby academy at New London, 
and graduated in 1871. The same year 
he became principal of the Dunbarton, N. 
H., bigh school. In 1872 he was appointed 
master in Manchester, N. H., andin 1876 
became principal of the Quincy schoo) at 
Atlantic. Two years later he was trans- 
ferred to the Willard school. In 1879 he 
went to a Brookline school, but in April, 
1880, on the retirement of Col. Parker, he 
became the second superintendent of the 
Quincy schools. 

This position he filled to the entire satis- 
faction of the School Committee, and his 
resignation in 1883 to accept a position in 
the Prince school, Boston, Mass., was re- 
gretted. In December of the same year he 
was elected master of the Martin school of 
Boston. From 1884 to 1891 be was a mem- 
ber of the Quincy School Committee, being 
chairman three years. At the 
Wollaston and Democratic 
caucuses held recently, he was nominated 
to serve again the School Committee 
for three years. The past summer he was 
the instructor of language and grammar at 
the New Hampshire Summer Institute. 

Mr. Brown was a member of the Rural 
lodge, F. & A. M. of Quincy; a member of 
Wollaston lodge, K. of H., president of the 
Wollaston Unitarian society; president of 
the Unitarian Sunday School association of 
Norfolk County. He was also actively in- 
terested in land improvement companies at 
Lawrence, Worcester and Springtield.

SAVED BY A GALE. 


A THANESGIVING STORY BY M. QUAD.

On the night of Nov. 22, 1878, the bank 
of Davids & Davids at Cartersville was 
robbed of bonds, cash and notes of the 
face value of $200,000. It wasa private 
bank in atown of 4,000 people, but the 
town was the center of a rich agricultural 
community. Nearly every farmer had 
money in bank or invested in bonds, and 
the bankers were trustees or administra- 
tors for several estates. They were broth- 
ers and both well off, and so it came about 
that their vaults held rich pickings for 
robbers. 

On the morning of Noy. 23 a horse 
which had been rendered helpless by hard 
riding was found in the streets of Char- 
lotte, a village 28 miles west of Carters- 
ville. About midafternoon an officer who 
had been tracing the bank robber appeared 
in Charlotte and identified the horse. It 
was plain that the man had come that 
way, but it was not so plain which direc-

try, but no trace of him could be found. 
At midnight, with most of the searchers 
camped on the highways and in the fields, 
still believing that the robber was hidden 


in the woods, snow began to fall and the | 


wind to rise, and at daylight a gale was 
sweeping over the country. 

Uncle Jim, as everybody called the old 
man whose real name was James White, 
had lived for mawy years in the outskirts 
of the village of Charlotte. He was what 
people call a ‘fated man.’’ He married 
in 1860 and had just got settled in a home 
when the house took fire and burned 
down, and he lost everything. The next 
year his wife was killed by accident. Six 
months later he was badly hurt while at 
work. When he recovered, he enlisted as 
a soldier, but had only reached the front 
when the accidental discharge of a cannon 
deprived him of his right arm and most of 
his left hand. He had not been home two 
months when he was run over by a vehicle 
and so injured that his left leg had to come 
off at the knee. With his pension money 
he bought an acre of ground, with a poor 
old house and a tumble down barn on it, 
hoping to make his living by growing 
fruits and vegetables, and for a time he 
got along reasonably well. 

Then his health gave out, his pension 
was stopped on the grounds that he had 
given a wrong date in his application, and 
on Thanksgiving morning, which dawn- 
ed bleak and drear enough for the happi- 
est in the village, Uncle Jim had two call- 
ers. 

One was from a villager who held a 
mortgage on his real estate and had called 
to tell him that it must be foreclosed, and 
the other was a county official who tried 
to tell him in a kindly way that the mat- 
ter had been talked over and it had been 
decided to send him to the poorhouse for 
the winter. 

When the callers had gone their ways, 
Uncle Jim sat down and ate his meager 
breakfast and looked out of a back win- 
dow upon the dreary landscape and reflect- 
ed and wept. Fate had followed him for 
years and downed him at last. The cli- 
max had now come, and as the old man 
sat down to face it alone he could find 
but one way out of it. He would never go 
to the poorhouse, and he would never hob- 
ble around the country as a professional 
mendicant. The alternative was suicide 
and he would accept it. While other vil- 
lagers prepared their Thanksgiving dinner 
or satin the churches and listened to the 
sermons prepared for the day his dead body 
would be swinging at the end of a rope in 
the old barn onthe back end of his lot. 
Yes, he would hang himself. He ha not 
entered the barn fora month, but he knew 
there was a stout rope coiled on a peg out 
there, and the beams and braces offered 
better chances to secure the free end than 
ahook in his humble cabin. After an 
hour’s thought Uncle Jim got up, put on 
his hat, looked around to bid his home 
farewell and started for the barn. He 
knew that a gale was sweeping over the 
country, but he did not realize its strength 
until clear of the house. Half way be 
tween the kitchen door and the barn a sud- 
den gust caught him upand flung him 
down, and at the same instant the old 
barn tumbled in with a crash. 

The old man got up dazed and bewilder 
ed. The fall of the bara frightened hiin 
and temporarily drove away all thoughts 
of suicide. He had turned to re-@iter the 
house, when he heard faint cries for help 
from the debris of the barn, and in a state 
of great amazement he hobbled out of the 
wreckage to investigate. He soon discoy- 
ered & man held down by beams and 
planks, and as he worked to release him 
he came across a satchel. The man had a 
broken leg and soon after being found be- 
came unconscious. Uncle Jim, almost 
helpless and very badly frightened, shout- 
ed for help, and it was an hour after the 
victim of the accident had been released 
shat his identity was known, awd people 
toid the old ex-soldier that fortune had 
émiled on him at last. 

The bank robber had not hidden in the 
woods. Instead of going beyond Charlotte 
he had secreted himself in Uncle Jim's old 
barn to wait for pursuit to cool and a fa- 
vorable moment to steal another horse. 
Davids & Davids had offered a reward of 
$5,000 for the man and his plunder, and 
at noon of Thanksgiving day both were in 
the kitchen of the old cripple’s shanty 
home and being well guarded by officers 
of the law. The burglar, who turned out 
to be a professional of no mean reputation, 
was very badly injured, and it was m nths 
before he could be tried and given his just 
deserts, bat Thanksgiving’s sun had not 
gone down when Uncle Jim had been 
provided wit ll the comforts of life and 
had thanke d his God a s ore of times that 
the bitterness of poverty and the 
ax of mist rtune had arisen a gale to 
revent self murderand bring z iness

Secretary Lamont Recommends Reor- 


canes —_* 
ganization In a Measure. 


GUN MANUFACTURE UNDER WAY. 


A Better Class of Recruits Is 
Being Enlisted. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1..—The annual re- 
port of Secretary Lamont shows @ saving 
of $500,000 in salary and contingent ex- 
penses in the administration of the war de- 
partment at Washington, besides econo- 
mies in the recruiting service, rents, etc. 
Expenditures for the last fiscal year were 
$56,039,009; appropriations for the current 
year are $52,429,112, and estimates for the 
next year are $52,318,629. 

Beyond occasional calls for police duty 
near Indian reservations, the army each 
year will be relieved to a greater degree of 
surveillance over the tribes of the west. 

It was found necessary at times during 
the period from March to July in various 
places to employ a considerable part of the 
army to execute the orders of United 
States courts, otherwise successfully de- 
fied and resisted, to protect the dispatch of 
the United States mails and to guard the 
property of the government. 

The moyement of troops, thus necessi- 
tated, was the largest which has taken 
place since the close of the civil war. The 
extraordinary tasks imposed upon officers 
and men were discharged promptly, 
firmly and judiciously, attesting to the 
thorough efficiency of every branch of the 
service. 

On Oct. 1, the army numbered: Officers, 
2136; enlisted men, 25,772; of the latter, 
for various causes, only 20,114 were ef- 
fective. 

Increase of Force Suggested. 

Secretary Lamont earnestly recom- 
mends to establish the battalion forma- 
tion, now adopted by the armies of every 
other civilized nation. To effect that 
change, he recommends a return to the 
law of 1870, fixing at 30,000 the limit of 
thearmy. By the changes proposed, the 
army wifl be increased 20 per cent in effi- 
ciency, 16}, in numbers and only 6 per 
cent in cost of maintenance, 

The actual combative strength of the 
army Will thus become about 25,000, the 
number now contemplated by law, but 
which reduced by detachments and 
otherwise to about 20,000. It is proposed 
to add two companies to each of the 25 in- 
fantry regiments, and two batteries to 
each of the five artillery regiments. Neo 
increase in cavalry is proposed. 

The cost of the increased number of en- 
listed men would be $1,200,000 annually, 
but retrenchment has reduced the ad- 
ministrative expenses of the war depart- 
ment at Washington $500,000, and by ap- 
plying these economics to the benefit of 
the army greater strength may be obtained, 
at an increase of only $700,000.

The military encampment at West 
Point is commended, and Secretary La- 
mont advises that the president be em- 
powered to appoint annually 10 cadets at 
large.

The police authorities 
have received no description of Seeley as 
yet, but as far as they know he has not 
been seen in this city. Bench warrants 
have been issued from New York for 
Seeley’s arrest. Ten indictments have 
been found against him. Six of these are 
for grand larceny and four for forgery in 
the third degree.

High School Expenditures. 


A review of the expenditures under the 
appropriation made by the City Council of 
1898 for the building of a High school 
building is very interesting at this time. 
It seems to demonstrate in a very emphatic 
manner the extraordinary business ca- 
pacity which has been so freely claimed for 
the present executive of the city, does not 
include economy in expenditures, despatch 
in execution, nor a very large return as the 
result of the expenditure. 

On assuming the direction of the affairs 
of the city on Jan, 1, 1894, Mr. Hodges 
found an appropriation of $62,000 for the 
purpose of building a new High school, 
with contracts duly made for construction 
$45,500; for heating apparatus, $4,100, and, 
with superintendence provided for at a cost 
of $1,000, the only work remaining un- 
provided for was the removing of surplus 
earth *‘to be done by the city.” 

Now examine the actual operations 
the contracts above-named were carried 
out by the respective parties. The part re- 
maining “to be done by the city,” the re- 
moval of surplus earth, which is ordinarily 
among the first things to be done in con 
nection with a new building and which 
could very properly have been done in the 
early spring months, when the money paid 
out for it would have been of extra value 
to the workingmen of the city, was not 
done until the building was nearly com- 
pleted, and is in fact very far from being 
at this writing. For this work there has 
been charged to this appropriation already 
a large sum,—#$2617. 

The larger part of the material removed 
from the High school lot was spread on the 
surface of Hancock street, over a roadbed 
which was very rough but fairly hard and 
It is perfectly safe to

decently passable. 


that a good roadway cannot now be 
constructed at points until the 
ai thus spread on the surface has 
been removed. ‘The street was not in good 
condition before the work was done, but it 
is now 4 monumental disgrace. 

By order of the State Board of Inspectors 
(whether properly or improperly made), a 
tower was added to the structure at a cost 
$4,600. This addition was made without 
consulting the City Council, and while 
it is true that the School Board approved 
the plans from which the tower was built, 
it did not approve the change made, and 
was not brought into consultation with the 
City Council or State Board which ordered 
the addition to be made. Itis safe to say 
in this connection that if the matter had 
been submitted to the City Council, and in 
proper turn to the School Board, that if 
any change or addition was made, it would 
have been done in such way as to 
ruin the appearance of the build-

The Six Hundred Dollar Scare. 


The old saying that there are none so 
blind as those who will not see, applies 
with considerable force to those Demo- 
cratic croakers and politicians, who seek to 
blind themselves and the public tothe true 
reason for the payment of the six hundred 
dollars for the Lincoln school house plans 
to Mr. S. O. Moxon.

The extraordinary demand by the citi- 
zens for water service under a city admin- 
istration is a clear demonstration of the 
correctness of the position of Mr. Moxon 
(and others) that it was unwise for the city 
to spend perhaps several years in attempt- 
ing to obtain from the Legislature a right 
to erect a new water supply in competition 
with a private corporation, only at last to 
find that such right could not be obtained. 
In the meantime the city would surely 
have been a severe sufferer from the in- 
ability of the private company to extend 
its work to meet the demand for water for 
the use of its citizens, and for increased 
protection against fire.

During the first year of Mayor Hodges’ administration it went 
DOWN. For the first time in the history of the city a halt has been called.

First, the amount of maturing debt 
falling due this year; second, the amount of interest on this debt. The city was obliged 
to pay $20,000 on the water loan and $1000 on the park loan, both of which fel! due this 
year for the first time. Besides this there was $65,000 ordinary debt accrued for various 
expenses during the past five years. 

The total debt with interest due this year amounted to about $104,000. This had 
to be paid to preserve the city’s credit for prompt payment of debt. The necessary re- 
sult was that the money for the payment had to be raised by taxation. This is what 
makes the taxes higher. It was not caused by money spent this year by Mayor Hodges: 
it was caused by the extravagant expenditures of past administrations.

It was as the meeting was about to ad- 
journ for refreshments when a gentleman 
arose in the audience and requested the 
privilege of asking a question which was 
granted. The question was if elected would 
Mr. Moxon approve of the bill of Mr. Mc- 
Anarney against the Woodward Institute, 
and the second was how he stood on the 
contract labor question. 

Mr. Moxon arose immediately and in 
answering said: 

He desired to state that he stood before 
them unpledged and he intended to re- 
main so. In regard to the billof Mr. Mc- 
Apvarney that was a matter that did not 
come before the City Council and the only 
thing he knew about it was what he had 
seen in the papers. 

The best answer he could give on con- 
tract labor on public works was to direct 
them to his own business. He was in favor 
of doing away with sub contracts and he 
believed the public building work could be 
done in the same way and it was his pur- 
pose if elected to conduct the affairs of the 
city on business principles. 

It was useless to elect a Mayor and neg- 
lect to give him a backing in the Council. 
These remarks called forth applause and 
exclamations of good. 

Ex-Councilman Grindell called the meet- 
ing toorder and at that time there was 
present as dignitaries, Councilmen Bass, 
Bigelow, Clark, Johnson, Shackley and 
Anderson, ex-Mayor Fairbanks, ex-Coun- 
cilmen Thompson and Pratt and candidates 
Falconer and Sears. 

Ex-Councilman Thompson was intro- 
duced as chairman of the meeting, and he 
introduced as the first speaker, Stepben O. 
Moxon, Republican candidate for mayor. 

Mr. Moxon said in part, ‘‘A little more 
than six years ago Quincy was under a 
town form of government. ‘The affairs 
were in the hands of Selectmen. Their 
control was not always to Quincy’s advan- 
tage and people began to advocate a change 
and a city form of government was made. 
A change was soon perceptible. Streets 
were improved, better buildings were 
erected and Quincy began to grow, and 
among other things it became the owner of 
its own Water works. When we became a 
city we were free from debt but we were 
poor in streets and buildings, we were be- 
hind other places outside of Boston. We 
have now had another year of town gov- 
ernment although we have had a city 
charter, which has been thrown aside in 
many cases and under this method we can- 
not progress as we should. The executive 
should be called upop to follow the rules 
laid down in the city charter, He could 
cite instances where appropriations made 
for one purpose were used for another, 
This is not right. We should go forward 
and not backward. Among the changes 
was the High school, where there had been 
a clear departure from the plan called fcr 
by the Council elected by the people. Under 
a town form of government this was per- 
missable but not under a city form of gov- 
ernment,

has often been said that the temperance 
question has been worn thread bare and 
that nothing new could be said in its favor 
yet those who attended Sunday evening’s 
meeting at Hancock hall had the question 
presented to them in an entirely new 
light, andin a manner that carried the 
convictions that the speakers were sincere 
and knew whereof they spoke. 

Mr. Theophilus King presided and he is 
always entertaining. Everybody likes to 
listen to him, he is so straight forward in 
his statements. He always choses some- 
thing for a topic and on this occasion took 
the thought “ Birthright.” He told what 
it was, what a blessing it could be made, 
and how by the use of strong drink it could 
be made useless. It was something to be 
cherished and guarded. It was our birth- 
right that the streets of Quincy be kept 
clean from the saloon as they have been 
for thirteen years, and we will do it again, 
Let us see to it that these pitfalls are not 
on the right hand or on the left hand and 
be true to our birthright. 

Rey. Ellery C. Butier made his first ap- 
pearance outside of the pulpit in this city 
at this meeting and the manner in which 
he showed the evils resulting to young men 
from the use of strong drink before his 
hearers was strong and right to the point. 

Throughout the whole of his remarks 
there was a vein of bumor behind which, 
and through which the bad results from 
drink were apparent. He said he loved 
young men and liked to bein their com- 
pany. Nothing was so good for them as 
athletics yet when an athlete used strong 
drink his powers of endurance were gone. 
‘These were facts which no one could dis- 
pute and he cited several instances in sup- 
port of them. 

Rev. Walter Russell Breed was the last 
speaker and like those that preceded him 
he was earnest in his appeal for no-license. 
The question is how to meet it. We are to 
settle the question next Tuesday. It is 
not the question of how Boston is to deal 
with the question or how the prohibitory 
law is enforced in Maine, but how shall we 
carry on the warfare in our own city.

The Most Important Topic In the Comp- 
. ttroller's Annual Report. 


AMENDMENT OF THE BANK ACT 


s¥ifi Be Necessary to Relieve 
the Treasury of Burdens. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The report of 
James H. Eckels, comptroller of the cur- 
rency, submitted to congress today, gives 
full information in regard to the organize 


tion, supervision and liquidation of the 
national banks for the year ending Oct. 31, 
1804. 


It shows that during this period but 50 
banks were organized, with a capital stock 
of $5,285,000, the smallest number char- 
tered, as well as the minimum amount of 
capital in any one year since 1879. On 
Oct. 81, 1894, the total number of national 
banks in operation was 8756, with an au- 
thorized capital stock of $672,671,365, rep- 
resented by 7,955,076 shares of stuck owned 
by 287,542 shareholders 

On Oct. 2, 1894, the date of their last re 
port of condition, the total resources of 
the banks were $8,473,922,055, of which 
their loans and discounts amounted to $2,- 
007,122,191, and money of all kinds in 
bank $422,428,192. Of their liabilities $1, 
728,418,819 represented individual deposits, 
and $354,121,08% surplus and net undivided 
profits, and $172,331,978 circulating notes 
outstanding. The total circulation of na- 
tional banks on Oct. 31, 1894, amounted to 
$207,472,608, a net decrease during the year 
of $1,741,563, anda gross decrease of %8,- 
614,864 in circulation secured by bonds. 

During the year, 79 banks, with an ag- 
gregate capital of $10,475,000, passed out of 
the system by voluntary liquidation; 21, 
including two which failed in 1893, with a 
capital stock of $2,770,000, became insolvent 
and were placed in charge of receivers 

An Important Topic. 

The feature of the comptroller’s report 
is his discussion of the currency question 
and the defects which are said to exist in 
the note-issuing powers vested in national 


banks. On this subject he says: ‘‘No 
section of the law should be distributed 
which cannot be materially improved 


upon, andnoamendment engrafted unless 
such amendment will work out better re- 
sults than flow from the existing order of 
things. The present law, it must be con 
ceded, has been successful in every ma 
terial feature # ‘pting in the matter of 
bank note issues, and here the failure has 
been buta partial one. 


“It is probable that there could be no 
better plan for simply insuring the note 
holder against loss than the present re- 


quirement of a deposit of bonds to secure 
4 bank’s circulation, but it is equally cer- 
tain, however, that a method could be de- 
vised, not less safe in this respect, and in 
addition thereto possessing that which is 
essential and is now wholly wanting— 
elasticity. 

“The complaint, therefore, 
the present system is that, lacking in 
elasticity of issue, it fails to meet as fully 
as it ought the varving wants cf the coun 
try’s trade and commerce. This defect 
must attach to every scheme for a currency 
issued by the banks against a deposit of 
bonds, the market value of which fluctu 
ates, while the percentage of 
than the value of the bonds granted the 
banks remains unchanged. 

“Itis respectfully suggested that not 
only as good, but better results would be 
attained if the present bank act were 
amended by repealing the provision 
thereof requiring each bank, as a prerequi- 
site toentering the and issuing 
bank note currency government 
bonds. In lieu of provision should 
be substituted one permitting 
toissue circulating notes against their 
amount equal to at least 59 
per cent of their unimpaired capital 

The comptroller follows this suggestion

To the Congress of the United States; 

The assemblage within the nation’s legislative 
halls of those eharged with the duty of mak- 
ing laws for the benefit of a generous and free 
people, impressively suggests the exacting 
obligation and inexorable re sponsibility in- 
volved in their task. At the threshold of such 
labor now to be undertaken by the congress of 
the United States, and in the discharge of an 
executive duty enjoined by the constitution, 
I submit this communication, containing a 
brief statement of the condition of our na- 
tional! affairs, and recommending such legis- 
lation aa seems tgbe necessary and expedient. 

The hiatory bs our recent dealings with 
other nations, and our peaceful relations with 
them at this time, additionally demonstrate 
the advantage of consistently adhering toa 
firm, but just, foreign policy, free from envi- 
ous or ambitious national schemes and charac- 
terized by entire honesty and sincerity. 

Dealings With Belgium. 

During the past year, pursuant toa law of 
oongress, Commjssioners were appointed to the 
Antwerp industrial exposition. Though the 
participation of American exhibitors fell far 
short of completely illustrating our national 
ingenuity and industrial achievements yet it 
was quite creditable in view of the brief time 
allowed for preparation. 

I have endeavored to impress upon the Bel- 
gian government the needlessness and positive 
harmfuiness of its restrictions upon the im- 

ortation of certain of our food products, and 

ave strongly urged that the rigid supervision 
and inspection under our laws are amply suf- 
ficient t» prevent the exportation from this 
country of diseased cattle and unwholesome 
mivat 


Neutrality In Brazilian War. 


The termination of the civil war in Brazil 
has been followed by the general prevalence 
of peace and order. It appearing at an early 
stage of the insurrection that its course would 
call for unusual watchfulness on the part of 
thia government, our naval force in the harbor 
of Rio d+ Janeiro was strengthened. 

Precantion tended to restrict the issue toa 
single trial of strength between the Brazilian 
government and the insurgents and to adjust 
complications which attimes seemed imminent. 
Our firm attitude, of neutrality was main- 
tained t) the end. The insurgents received 
no enoouragement of eventual asylum from 
our commanders, and such opposition as they 
encountered was for the protection of our 
commerce and was clearly justified by public 
law. 

A serious tension of relations having arisen 
at the close of the war with Brazil and Portu- 
gal by reason of the escape of the insurgent 
Admiral Da Gama and his followers, the 
friendly offices of our representatives to those 
ouuntrias were exerted for the protection of 
the subjects of ‘either, within the territory of 
the other. Although the government of Bra 
zil was duly notified that the commercial ar- 
rangement existing between the United States 
and that country, based on the third section of 
the tarit® act of 1890 was abrogated on Aug. 28, 
1804, by the taking effect of the tariff law now 
in force, that government subsequently no 
tifled us of its intention to terminate such ar- 
rangenient on Jan. 1, 189,in the exercise of 
the right reserved in the agreement between 
the two countries. I invite attention to the 
correspondence between the secretary of state 
aud the Biasilian minister on this subject. 

Claims Against Chili. 

The commission organized under the con- 
ventiou which we had entered into with Chili, 
for the settlement of the outstanding claim of 
one guverninent against the other, adjourned 
at the eud of the period stipulated for its con- 
tinuance, leaving undetermined a number of 
Anierican cases which had been duly pre- 
sented. These claims are not barred, and ne 
gotiations are in progress for their submission 
to a new ¢ribunal. 


The Eastern War. 


On the 17th of March last, a new treaty with 
China in further regulation of emigration was 
signed, and on Aug. 13 it received the sanction 
of the senate. 

Ratification on the part of China and formal 
exchange are awaited to give effect to this 
mutually beneficial convention. 

A gratifying recognition of the uniform im 
partiality of this country toward all foreign 
states was manifested by the coincident re- 
questof the Chinese and Japanese govern- 
ments, that the agents of the United States 
should within proper limits, afford protection 
to ths auljects of the other during the suspen 
sion of diplomatic relations, due to a state of 
war. 

This delicate office was accepted, and a mis- 
eppreheusion, which gave rise to the belief 
that ou affording this kindly unofficial protec- 
tion our agents would exercise the same au- 
thority which the withdrawn agents of the 
belligerent, had exercised, was promptly cor- 
reeted. Although the war between China and 
Japan eadangers no policy of the United 
States, it deserves our gravest consideration 
by rea-oa of its disturbance of our growing 
commercial interests in the two countries, 
and the increased dangers which may result 
to our cifizens domiciled or sojourning in the 
interior of China. 

Aoting ander a stipulation in, or treaty with 
Gorea, (the first concluded with a Western 
power) [felt constrained at the beginning of 
the esuteoversy to 

Tender Our Good Offices 


to induse an amicable arrangement of the 
initial difficulty growing outof the Japanese 
demands for administrative reforms in Corea; 
but the unhappy precipitation of actual hostil- 
ities defeated this kindly purpose. 

Daploring the destructive war between the 
two most powerful of the Eastern nations, and 
anxious that our commercial interests in those 
countries may be preserved and that the 
safety of our citizens there shall not be 
jeopardized, lL would not hesitate to head any 
intimation that our friendly aid for the honor- 
able termination of hostilities would be ac 
ceptable So both belligerents, 

A couvention has been finally concluded for 
the settlement by arbitration of the prolonged 
dispute with Ecuador, growing outof the pro 
ceedings against Emilio Antos,a naturalized 
citizen of the United States. 


Friendly With France. 


Our relations with the republic of France 
contimue to besuch as should exist between 
hations4olong bound together by friendly 
sympathy and similarity in their form of gov 
ernment. The recent cruel assassination of 
the president of this sister republic called 
forth auch universal expressions of sorrow 
sud condolence from our people and govern: 
ment as to leave no doubt of the depth and 
tincerity of our attachment. 

The Cattle Embargo. 


eting apon the reported discovery of Texas 
fever in cargoes of American cattle, the Ger 
man prohibition against importations of live 
stock aud fresh meats from this country has 
been revived. It is hoped that Germany will 
s00n become convinced that the inhibition is 
Needless, as it is harmful to mutual interests. 
The German government has protested against 
that provision of the customs tariff act which 
impovzs « discriminating duty of one-tenth of 
one eeu) pound on sugars coming from coun 
tries paying an export bounty thereon, claim 
ing that the exaction of such duty is in contra 
Ventiou of articles 5 and 9 of the treaty of 
1323 with Prussia. In the interests of the com 
merce of both countries and to avoid even the 
Scousation of treaty violation, I recommend 
the repeal of 80 much of the statute as imposes 
that duty 

Protection of Seals. 


Early in the present year an agreement was 
reached with Great Britain concerning in 
structions to be given to the naval command: 
ers of the two governments in Behring Sea 
end the contiguous North Pacific ocean for 
their guidance in the protection of seal life in 
the waters mentioned. An understanding has 
@iso been reached for the payment by the 
United States of $425,000, in full satisfaction of 
all olaunswhich may be made by Great Brit 
ain for damages growing out of the contro- 
Versy asto fur seals in Behring Sea, or the 
seigure of British vessels engaged in taking 
seal in those waters. The award and finding: 
@f the Paris tribunal to a great extent deter 


reser 
mined the facta and principles upon which 
these claims should be adjusted. I am con- 
vinced that a settlement upon the terms men- 
tioned wou! * be an equitable and advantageous 
one, and I recommend that Provision be made 
for the prompt payment of the stated sum. 
Thus far only France and Portugal have signi- 
fied their willingness to adhere to the regula- 
tions established under the award of the Paris 
tribunal of arbitration. 

The Boundary of British Guiana 
still remains in dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuela. Believing that its early settle- 
ment, on some just basis alike honorable to 
both pai ties, isin the line of our established 
policy to remove from this hemisphere all 
causes of difference with powers beyond the 
sea, I shall renew the efforts heretofore made 
to bring about a restoration of diplomatic re 
lations between the disputants and to induce a 
reference? to arbitration, a resort which Great 
Britain so conspicuously favors in prineiple 
and respects in practice, and which is earnestly 
sought by her weaker adversary. 

About Hawaiia. 

Since communicating the correspondence in 
regard to Hawaii, and the action taken by the 
senate and house of representatives, the organ 
ization of a government in place of the pro- 
visional arrangement which followed the 
deposition of the queen has been announced, 
with evidence of its effective operation. The 
recognition usual in such cases has been ac- 
corded the new government. 

Convention Should Be Revised. 

Under our present treaties of extradition 
with Italy, miscarriages of justice have oc- 
curred, owing to the refusalof that govern- 
ment to surrender its own subjects. Thus far 
efforts to negotiate an amended conventign,our 
obviating this difficulty, have been unavailing. 

Progressive Japan. 

Apart from the war in which the island em- 
pire is engaged, Japan attracts Inercasing at- 
tention in this country by her evident desire 
to cultivate more liberal intercourse with us, 
and to seek our kindly aidin furtherance of 
her laudable desire for complete autonomy in 
her domestic affairs and full equality in the 
tamily of nations. The Japanese empire of to- 
day is no longer the Japan of the past, and our 
relations with this progressive nation should 
not be less broad and liberal than those with 
other powers. 

Our Mexican Cousins. 

Good will, fostered by many interests in 
common, has marked our relations with our 
nearest southern neighbor. Peace being re 
stored along her northern frontier, Mexico has 
asked for the punishment of the late disturb 
ers of her tranquilty. There ought to bea 
new treaty of commerce and navigation with 
that country to take the place of the one which 
terminated 13 years ago. The friendliness of 
the intercourse between the two countrics is 
attested by the fact that during this lcng 
period the commerce of each has steadily in- 
creased under the rule of mutual considera 
tion, being neither stimulated by conventional 
arrangements nor retarded by jealous rivil 
ries or selfish distrust. 


The Trouble at Bluefields. 


Prominent among the questions of the year 
was the Bluefields incident, in what is known 
as the Mosquito Indian strip, bordering on the 
Atlantic ocean and within the jurisdiction of 
Nicaragua. By the treaty of 1560, between 
Great Britain and Nicaragua, the former goy- 
ernment expressly recognized the a 
of the latter over the strip, and a limited form 
of self-government was guaranteed to the 
Mosquito Indians, to be exercised according to 
their customs, for themselves and other dwell- 
ers within its limits. 

Forsome months one,and during part of 
the time, two of our naval ships had been sta 
tioned at Bluefields for the protection of all «2 
the legitimate interests of our citizens. In 
September last, the government at Managua 
expelled from its territory 12 er more foreign 
ers, including two Americans, for alleged par- 
ticipation in the seditious or revolutionary 
Movements against the republic at Biuc- 
fields already mentioned; but through the 
earnest remonstrance of this government, the 
two Americans have been permitted to return 
to the peaceful management of their business. 
Our naval commanders atthe scene of .uese 
disturbances, by their constant exhilntion of 
firmness and good judgment, eontributed 
largely to the prevention of more serious con- 
sequences and to the restoration of peace and 
order. 

I regret that in the midst of these occur 
ences there happened a most grave and irri 
tating failure of Nicaraguan justice. An 
American citizen named Wilson, residing at 
Rama,in the Mosquito territory, was mur 
dered by one Arguello, the acting governor of 
the town. After some delay the murderer 
was arrested, but afterward escaped, and not- 
withstanding our repeated demands, it is 
slaimed that his recapture has been impos- 
sible by reason of his flight beyond Nicaraguan 
jurisdiction. 

The Nicaraguan authorities, having given 
notice of forfeieure of their concession to the 
canal company on ground: purely technical 
and not embraced in the contract, nave re 
ceded from that position. 

Leniency Toward Peru. 

Peru, lI regret to say, shows symptoms of dis 
$urbance, due probably to the slowness of her 
recuperation from the distress and of the war 
of 1881. Weakened in rcsources, her difficul 
ties in facing mternational obligations invite 
our kindly sympathy and justisy our forbear- 
ance in pressing long pending claims. I have 
felt constrained to testify this sympathy in 
sonnection with certain demands urgently 
preferred by other powers. 


Relations With Russia. 


The recent death of the Czar of Russia called 
forth appropriate expressions of sorrow and 
sympathy on the part of our government with 
his bereaved family and the Russian people. 
The sealing interests of Russia in Behring sea 
ere second only to ourown. A modus vivendi 
bas therefore been concluded with the im- 
perial government restrictive of poaching on 
the Russian rookeries and of sealing in waters 
which were not comprehended in the pro- 
tected area definedin the Paris award. Oc- 
sasion has been found to urge upon the Rus- 
sian government equulity of treatment for 
our great hfe insurance companies whose op 
erations have been extended throughout Eu 
rope. 

The Salvadorean Refugees. 

The government of Salvador, having been 
overthrown by anabrupt popular outbreak, 
certain of its military and civil officers sought 
refuge on board the U. 8.8. Bennington, then 
lying in a Salvadorcan port. Although the 
practice of asylum is not favored by this gov 
ernment, yet solely from considerations of 
humanity, they were afforded shelter by our 
naval commander, and when afterward de 
manded under our treaty of extradition with 
Salvador for trial on charges of murder, arson 
and robbery, I directed that such of them as 
had not voluntarily left the ship be conveyed 
to one of our nearest ports, wheres hearing 
§ould be had before a judicial officerin com- 
pliance with the terms of the treaty. 

On their arrival at San Francisco such a pro- 
ceeding was promptly instituted before the 
United States district judge, who held that the 
acts constituting the alleged offenses were po- 
litical, and discharged all the accused except 
one Cienfuegos, who was held for an attempt 
tomurder. Thereupon I was constrained to 
direct his release, for the reason that an at- 
tempt to murder was not one of the crimes 
charged against him, and upon which his sur. 
render to the Salvadorean authorities had been 
demanded. 

Spanish Injustice, 

Unreasonable and unjust fines imposed by 
Spainon the vessels and commerce of the 
United States have demanded from time to 
time during the last 20 years earnest remon 
strance on the part of our government. In the 
immediate past, exorbitant penalties have 
been imposed upon our vessels and goods by 
customs authorities of Cuba and Porto Rico 
for clerical errors of the most trivial character 
in the manifests or bills of lading. 

In some cases fines amounting to thousands 
of dollars have been levied upon cargoes or the 
carrying vessels, when the goods in question 
were entitled to free entry. Fines have been 
exacted even when the error had been de 
teoted, and the Spanish authorities notified be- 
fore the arrival of the goods in port. 

This conduct isin strange contrast with the 
considerate and liberal treatment extended to 
Spanish vessels and cargoes in our ports in 


fike cases, No satisfactory Settlement of these 
vexatious questions has yet been reached. 

The Mora case, referred toin my last annual 
message, remains unsettled. This claim, which, 
having been long ago adjusted, now only 
awaits payment as stipulated, but albefforts to 
secure payment of this settled claim have been 
unavailing. 

Americanized Armenians in Tarkey. 

In my last annual message I adverted to the 
claim on the part of Turkey of the right to ex- 
pel as persons undesirable and dangerous, 
Armenians naturalized in the United States 
and returning to Turkish jurisdiction. While 
this government acquiesces in the asserted 
right of expulsion, it will not consent that 
Armenians may be imprisoned or otherwise 
punished for no other reason than having 
acquired, without imperial consent, American 
citizenship. Three of the assailants of Miss 
Melton, an American teacher in Mosu!, have 
been convicted, and an ®appeal against the 
acquittal of the remaining five hav been takep 
by the Turkish prosecuting officer, 

Concerning Venezuela. 

Aconvention has been concluded with Vene 
zuela for the arbitration of a long disputed 
claim growing out of the seizure of certain 
vessels, the property of citizens of the U: ited 
States. Although signed, the treaty of ex- 
tradition with Venezuela 1s not yet in force, 
owing to the insistence of that government 
that, when surrendered, its citizens shall in no 
case be liable to capital punishment. 


Maritime Legislation. 


The rules for the prevention of collisions at 
sea, which were framed by the maritime con- 
ference held in this city in 1889, having been 
concurrently incorporated in the statutes of 
the United States and Great Britain, have been 
announced to take effect March 1, 1895, and in- 
vitations have been extended to all maritime 
nations to adhere to them. Favorable re- 
sponses have thus far been received from 
Austria, France, Portugal, Spain and Sweden. 


Samoan Squabbles. 


In my last annual message I referred briefly 
to the unsatisfactory state of affairs in Samoa 
under the operation of the Berlin treaty, as 
signally illustrating the impolity of entang- 
ling alliances with foreign powers, and on 
May 9, 1894, in response to a resolution of the 
senate, I sent a special message and documents 
to that body on the same subject, which em- 
phasized my previously expressed opinions, 

The present government has utterly failed 
to correct, if indeed it has not aggravated, the 
very evils it was intended to prevent. It has 
not stimulated our commerce with the islands. 
Our participation in its establishment against 
the wishes of the natives was in plain defiance 
of the conservative teachings and warnings of 
the wise and patriotic men who laid the 
foundations of our free institutions, and I in- 
vite an expression of the judgment of congress 
on the propriety of steps being taken by this 
government looking to the withdrawal from 
its engagements with the other powers on 
some reasonable terms not prejudicial to any 
of our existing rights. 

Extracts From Carlisle's Report. 

The secretary of the treasury reports that 
the receipts of the government from all sources 
of revenue during the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1894, amounted to $372,802, and its ex- 
penditu 5,75 


s to $442,605,758.87, leaving a deficit of 
$60,803,260.58. There was a decrease of $15,052,- 

74.66 in the ordinary expenses of the govern 
ment, as compared with the fiscal year 1893. 
There was collected from customs $131,818,- 
630.62, and from interna! revenue $147,168,449.70. 
The balance of the income for the year, 
amounting to $93,815,517.07, was derived from 
the sales of lands and other sources. 

The value of our, total; du@able imports 
amounted to $275,190,086, being $146,657,625 less 
than during the precediag year. and the im- 
portations free of duty amounted to $379,795,- 
536, being $64,748,675 less than during the pre- 
ceding year. The receipts from customs were 
$73,586,496.11 less, and from internal revenue 
$18,885,539.98 less than in 1593. 

The total tax collected from distilled spirits 
was $85,250,250.25; on manufactured tobacco, 
$28,617 ,898.02, and on fermented liquors, $31,414,- 
788.04. 

Our ex>orts of merchandise, domestic and 
foreign, amounted during the year to $892,- 
140,572, being an increase over the preceding 
of $44,495,378. 

The total amount of gold ‘exported during 
the fiscal year was $76,808,061, as against $108,- 
680,444, during the fiscal years 18%. 

The amount imported was $72,449,119, as 
against $21,174,381, during the previous year. 

The imports of silver were $13,286,552 and the 
exports were $50,451 205, 

The total bounty paid upon the production 
of sugar in the United States for the fiscal year 
was $12,100,208.89, being an increase of $2,725, 
078.01, over the payments made during tle 
preceding year. The amount of bounty paid 
from July 1, 1894 to Aug. 28, 1894, Which was 
the time when further payments ceased by 
operation of law, was $906,180.84. The total ex- 
penses incurred in the payment of the bounty 
upon sugar during the fiscal year was $130,140- 
%&. Itis estimated that upon the basis of the 
present revenue laws the receipts of the gov- 
ernment during the current fis cal year ending 
June 30, 1895, will be $424,427,748.44, and its ex- 
penditures $444,427,748.44, resulting in a deficit 
of $20,000,000. 

On the first day of November, 1894, the total 
stock of money of all kinds in the country was 
$2,240,773,888, as against  $2,204,051,000 on 
Nov. !, 1808, and the money of all kinds in cir- 
culation, or notincluded in the treasury hold- 
ings, was $1,072,008,422, or $24.27 per capita, upon 
an estimated population of 68,887,000. At the 
same date there was held in the treasury gold 
bullion amounting to $44,615,177.55, and silver 
bullion which was purchased at a cost of $127,- 
779,988. 

The purchase of silver bullion under the act 
of July 14, 1800, ceased on Nov. 1, 1883, and up 
to that time there had been purchased during 
the fiscal] year, 11,917,688.78 fine ounces, at a 
cost of $3,715,521.2, an average cost of 30.7313 
per fineounce. The total amount of silver pur- 
chased from the time the law took effect until 
the repeal of its purchasing clause, on the date 
last mentioned, was 168,674,682.53 fine ounces, 
which cost $155,031 ,002.25, the average price per 
ounce being 0.9244. The total amount of 
standard silver dollars coined at the mints of 
the United States since the passage of the act of 
Feb. 28, 1878, is $421,776,408, of which $378,166.70 
were coined under the provisions of that act: 
$88,531,148 under the provisions of the act of 
July 14, 1890, and $5,078,472 under the act pro- 
viding for the coinage of trade dollar bullion. 

The total coinage of all metals at our mints 
during the last fiscal year consisted of 63,485,- 
220 pieces, valued at $108,216,780.08, of which 
there were $99,474,912.50 in gold coin; $758 in 
standard silver dollars, $6,024,140.30 in sub- 
sidiary silver coin, and $716,919.26 in minor 
coin. 

Fifty national banks were organized during 
the year ending Oct. 81,1894, with a capital of 
$5,285,000, and 79 with a capital of $10,475,000, 
went into voluntary liquidation. Twenty-one 
banks, with a capital of $2,770,000, were placed 
in the hands of receivers. The total number 
of national banks in existence on Oct. 81 last 
was 3756, being 50 less than on Oct. 31, 1806. The 
capital stock paid in was $872,671,365, being 
$0,578,401 less than at the same time in the pre- 
vious year,and the surplus fund and undi- 
vided profits, less expenses and taxes paid, 
amounted to $334,121,082.10, which was $16,089,- 
780 less than on Oct. 81, 1893, the circulation 
was decreased $1,741,563. 

The Militia. 

From the report of the secretary of war it 
appears that the strength of the army on Sept. 
80, 1894, was 2135 officers and 25,765 enlisted 
men. Although this is apparently a very 
slight decrease compared with the previous 
year, the actual effective force has been in 
sreased to the equivalent of nearly two regi- 
ments through the reorganization of the sys- 
tem of recruiting and the consequent release 
to regimental duty of the large force of men 
hitherto serving at the recruiting depots. The 
abolition of these depots, it is predicted, will 
furthermore effect an annual reduction ap 
proximating $250,000 in the direct expendi- 
tures, besides promoting generally the health, 
morals and discipline of the troops. 

The execution of the policy of concentrating 
the army at important centers of population 
and transportation, foreshadowed in the last 
@nnual report of the secretary, has resulted in 
the abandonment of 15 of the amaller posts, 
which was effected under a Plan which as- 
sembles organizations of the same regiments 
hitherto widely separated. This renders our 


«all forces more readily effective for any 
service which they may be called upon to per- 
form, increases the extent of the territory 
under protection without diminishing the se 
curity heretofore afforded to any locality, im- 
proves the discipline, training and esprit de 
corps of the army, besides considerably in- 
creasing the cost of its maintenance. 

While the maximum legal strength of the 
army is 25,000 men, the effective strength, 
through various causes, is but little over 20,000 
men. The purpose of congress does not, there- 
fore, seem to be fully attained by the existing 
condition. While no considerable increase in 
fhe army is, in my judgment, demanded by 
recent events, the policy of seacoast fortifi- 
cation, in the prosecution of which we have 
been steadily engaged for some years, has so 
far developed as to suggest that the effective 
strength of the army be now made at least 
equal to the legal strength. j 

Measures taken by the department during 
the year, as indicated, have already consider- 
ably augmented the effective force, and the 
secretary of war presents a plan, which I rec- 
ommend to the consideration of congress, to at 
tain the desired end. Economies effected in 
the dey artment in other lines of its work will 
offset, toa great extent, the expenditure in- 
volved in the proposition submitted. Among 
other things, this contemplates the adoption of 
the three-battalion formaticn of regiments, 
which for several years has been indorsed by 
the secretaries of warand the generals com- 
manding the army. Compact in itself, it pro- 
vides a skeleton organization, ready to be filled 
out in the event of war, which is peculiarly 
adapted to our strength and requirements; 
and the fact that every nation, with a single 
exception, has adopted this formation to meet 
the conditions of modern warfare, should alone 
secure for this recommendation an early con- 
sideration. 

It is hardly necessary to recall the fact that 
in obedience to the commands of the constitu- 
tion and the laws, and for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the property of the United States, .-d- 
ing the process of federal courts and removing 
lawless obstructions to the performance by 
the government of its legitimate functions, it 
became necessary in various localities during 
the year toemploy aconsiderable portion of 
the regular troops. The duty was discharged 
prompily, courageously and with marked dis- 
cretion by the officers and men, and the most 
gratifying proof was thus afforded that the 
army deserves the complete confidence in its 
efficiency and discipline, which the country 
has at all times manifested. The year has 
been free from disturbances by Indians, and 
the chances of further depredations on their 
part are constantly becoming more remote and 
improbable. 

The Law Department. 


The report of the attorney general notes the 
gratifying progress made by the supreme 
court in overcoming the arrears of its business 
and in reaching a condition in which it will be 
able to dispose of cases as they arise without 
any unreasonable delay. This result is, of 
course, very largely due to the successful 
working of the plan inaugurating circuit 
courts of appeals. 

A topic of much importance is the condition 
of the administration of the Indian Territory. 
Such amelioriations of present conditions asthe 
existing system will admit of ought not to be 
neglected. There should bea fd ‘ral court es- 
tablished for the territory with sufficient 
judges, and this court should sit within 
the territory, and have the same jurisdic- 
tion as to ter ritorial affairs as is now vested 
in the federal courts sitting in Arkansas and 
Texas. 

Another object of pressing moment referred 
to by the attorney general is the reorganiza 
tion of the Union Pacific Railway company, on 
a basis equitable as regards all private inter- 
ests and as favorable to the government as ex- 
isting conditions will permit. 

Eight years ago I urged upon the congress 
the location and construction of two prisons 
for the confinement of United States prison- 
ers. A similar recommendation has been made 
from time to time since. and a few years ago a 
law was passed providing for the selection of 
sites for three such institutions. No appropri- 
ation has, however, been made to carry the act 
into effect, and the old and discreditable con- 
dition still exists. 


The Postal Service, 


The report of the postmaster general pres- 
ents a comprehensive statement of the opera- 
tions of the postoffice departm:nt for thé last 
fiscal year. The receipts of the department 
during the year amounted to $75,080,4/9.04, and 
the expenditures to $84,224,414.15. 

The transactions of the postal service indi- 
cate with barometric ccrtainty the fluctua- 
tions in the business of the country. Inas- 
much, therefore, as business complications 
continue to exist throughout the last year to 
an unforeseen extent, it is not surprising that 
the deficiency of revenue to meet the expendi- 
tures of the postoffice department, which was 
estimated in advance at about $8,000,000, should 
be exceeded by nearly $1,250,000. 

The expenditures increase steadily, and 
necessarily with the growth and needs of the 
country,so thatthe deficiency is greater or 
less in any year, depending upon the volume 
of receipts. The postmaster general state; 
that this deficiency is unre ‘essary, and might 
be obviated at once if the law regulating rates 
upon mail matter of the second-class was 
modified. 

The total number of postoffices in the United 
States on June 30, 1894, was 60,805, an increase 
of 1408 over the preceding year. Of these, 3428 
were pre:idential, an increase in that class of 
68 ove‘ the preceding year. Six hundred and 
ten cities and towns are provided with free de- 
livery. Ninety-three other cities and towns 
entitled to this service under the iaw have not 
been accorded it on account of insufficient 
funds. 

The expense of free delivery for the current 
fiscal year will be more than $12,300,000, and, 
under existing legislation, this item of expen- 
diture is subject to constant increase. The 
estimated cost of rural free delivery generally 
is so very large that it ought not to be consid- 
ered in the present condition of affairs. 

During the year 830 additional domestic 
money order offices were established. The 
total number of these offices at the close of the 
year was 19,224 There were 14,304,041 money 
orders issued during the year, being an in 
crease over the preceding year of 904,306. “he 
value of these orders amounted to $138,796,- 
579.49, an increase of $11 ,917,145.84. 

The postmaster genera) renews the sugges- 
tion made in a previous report that the depart- 
ment organization be increased to the extent 
of creating a direct district supervision of all 
postal affairs, and in this suggestion I fully 
concur. 

The report shows most gratifying results in 
the way of economies worked out without 
affecting the efficiency of the postal service. 
These consist in the abrogation of steamship 
subsidy contracts, reletting of mail trans- 
portation oontracts and in the cost and 
amount of supplies used in the service, 
amounting in all to $16,619,047.42, 

There are now connccted with the postoffice 
establishment 82,461 employes, who are in the 
classified services The postmaster general 
states that another year’s experience at the 
head of the department serves to strengthen 
the conviction as to the excellent working of 
the civil service law in this branch of the pub- 
lic service. 

The Navy. 

Attention is called to the report of the secre 
tary of the navy, which shows very gratifying 
progress in the construction of ships for our 
new navy. Allthe vessels now building, in 
cluding the three torpedo boats authorized at 
the last session of congress, and excepting the 
first-class battleship Iowa, will probably be 
completed during the coming fiscal year. 

The cstimates for the increase of the navy 
for the year ending June 30, 189, are large, but 
they include practically the entire sum neces- 
tary to complete and equip all the new ships 
not now in commission, so that unless new 
ships are authorized, the appropriati : 
the naval service for the fiscal | iding 
June 80, 1887, should fall below the estimates 
for the coming year by at least $12,000,000. 

The secretary presents with much earnest- 
ness a plea for the authorization of three ad- 
ditiona! battleships and 10 or 12 torpedo boats. 
While the unarmored vessels heretofore au- 
thorized, including those row nearing com- 
pletion, will constitute a fleet which it is be 
lieved is sufficient for erdinary cruising pur 
poses in time of peace, we have now completed 
end in process of construction but four first 
lass battleships and but few torpedo boats. 


If we areto have a navy for warlike opera- 
tions, ofensive and defensive, we certainly 
ought to increase both the number of battle- 
ships and torpedo bouts. 

I recommend that provision be made for the 
canstruction of additional battleships and 
torpedo boats. The secretary recommends 
the manufa*ture not only of a reserve supply 
of ordnance and ordnance material for ships 
of the navy, but also asupply fer the arx} 
iary fleet.@ Guns and their appurtenances 
should be provided and kept on hand for both 
these purposes. 

During the past fiscal year there has been 
an unusual and pressing demand in many 
quarters of the world for the presen~e of ves- 
sels to guard American interests. 

In January last, during the Brazilian insur- 
rection, a large fleet was concentrated in the 
harbor of Rio de Janeiro. The vigorous action 
of Rear Admiral Benham in protecting the 
personal and commercial rights of our citizens 
during the disturbed condition afforded re- 
sults which will, it is believed, have a far- 
reaching and wholesome influence whenever 
in like circumstances it may become necessary 
for our naval commanders to interfere on be- 
half of our people in foreign ports. The war 
now in progress between China and Japan has 
rendered it necessary or expedient to dispatch 
eight vessels to those waters. 

I feel it my imperative duty to call atten- 
tion to the recommendation of the secretary, 
in regard to the personnel of the line of the 
navy. The stagnation of promotion in this 
branch of the service is so great as to seriously 
impair its efficiency. Young and middle-aged 
should, before the eve of retirement, be per- 
mitted to reach a grade entitling them to ac- 
tive and important duty. 

The system adopted a few years ago regulat- 
ing the employment of labor at the navy 
yards is rigidly upheld and hes fully demon- 
strated its usefulness and expediency. 


Secretary Smith’s Report. 


The reportof the secretary of the interior 
exhibits the situation of the numerous and in- 
teresting branches of the public service con- 
nected with his department. The public land 
disposed of during the year amounted to 10,- 
406 '00.77 acres, including 28,876.05 of Indian 
lands. 

itis estimated that the public domain stil! 
remaining amounts toa little more than 600,- 
00,000 acres, excluding, however, about 360, 
000,000 acres in Alaska, as well as military res- 
ervations and railroad and other selections of 
lands yet unadjudicated. 


amounted to $2,674,285.79, including $91,981.03 
received for India. lands, 

Itappears that the appropriation for the 
current year, on account of special service for 
the public lands and the timber thereon, is 
much less than those of previous years andin- 
adequate for an efficient perforinance of the 
work. I hope it will not be crippled by ineffi 
cient appropriation. 

I fully indorse the recommendation of the 
secretary that adequate protection be provided 
for our forest reserves, and that a comprehen 
sive forestry system be inaugurated. 

I concurin the opinion that the commis 
sioner of the general land office should be re 
lieved from the duty of deciding litigated land 
cases, that a non-partisan court should be cre- 
ated to pass on such cases, and that the deci- 
sions of this court should be final, at least so 
far as the decisions of the department are now 
final. 

Though the condition of the Indians show a 
steady and healthy progress, their situation ig 
not satisfactory at all points. Some of them 
to whom allotments of land have been made 
are found to be unable or disinclined to follow 
agricultural pursuits, or to otherwise bene- 
ficially manage their land. This is especially 
true of the Cheyennes and Arapahoes, who, as 
it appears by reports, have in many instances 
never been located on their allotments, and in 
some cases do not know where their allot 
ments are. Their condition has deteriorated. 
They are not self-supporting, and they live in 
camps and spend their time in idleness. 

Ihave always believed that allotments of 
reservation lands to Indians in severalty 
should be made sparingly, or at least slowly, 
and with the utmost caution. In these days, 
when white agriculturalists and stock raisers 
of experience and intelligence find their lota 
hard one we ought not to expect Indians, »n- 
less far advanced in civilization and habits of 
industry, to support themselves on the small 
tracts of land usually alotted to them. 

Iam convinced that the proper solution of 
the Indian problem and the success of every 
step taken in that direction depend to a very 
large extent upon the intelligence and honesty 
of the reservation agents and the interest 
they have in their work. An agent fitted for 
his place can do much toward preparing the 
Indians under his charge for} citizenship and 
allotment of their lands, and his advice as to 
any matter concerning their welfare will not 
mislead. 

The intelligent Indian school management of 
the past year has been followed by gratifying 
results. 

The appropriation for the current year, end- 
ing June 30, 18%, applicable to the ordinary 
expenses of the Indian service, amounts to 
$6,738,008.18, being less by $663,240.64 than the 
sum appropriated on the same amount for the 
previous year. 

Pensions, 

At the close of the fiscal year,on June 30, 
1804, there were 998,744 persons? on our pension 
rolls, being a net increase of 3582 over the num- 
ber reported at the end of. the previous year. 
These pensioners may be classified as follows: 

Soldiers and sailors, survivors of all wars, 
753,968; widows and relatives of deceascd sol- 
diers, 215,163; army nurses in the war of the 
rebellion, 4l4. Of these pensioners $2,089 are 
surviving soldiers of Indian and other wars 
prior to the late civil war, and the widows or 
relatives of such soldiers. 

The remainder, numbering 987,505, are re- 
ceiving pensions on account of the war of the 
rebellion, and of these 469,844 are on the roll 
under the authority of the act of June 27, 1sgu, 
The total amount expended for pensions dur- 
ing the year was $139,804,461.05, leaving un- 
expended from the sum appropriated $25,- 
205,712.65. The sum necessary to meet pension 
expenditures for the year ending June 30, 1895, 
is estimated at $140,000,000, 

The conm/ssioner of pensions is of the 
opinion that the year 1895, being the 8)th after 
the close of the war of the rebellion, must ac 
corting to all sensible human calculation, see 
the nighest limit of the pension roll, and that 
after that year it must begin to decline. 

The claims pending in the bureau have de 
creased more than 90,000 during the year. 

The barefaced and extensive pension frauds 
exposed under the direction of the courageous 
and generous veteran soldier now at the nead 
of the bureau, leave no room for the claim that 
no purgation of our pension rolls was needed, 
or that continued vigilance and prompt action 
are not necessary to the same end, 


The Census. Report. 


The completion of the llth census is now in 
charge of the commissioncr of labor. The 
total disbursements on account of the work for 
the fiscal year ending June 40, 1894, amounted 
to $10,365,676.81. The whole number of volumes 
necessary to comprehend the llth census will 
be 25, and they will contain 22,270 printed 
pages. 

Agriculture, 


The secretary of agriculture in his report 
reviews the operations of his department for 
the fiscal year, and makes recommendation for 
the further extension of its usefulness. He 
reports 4 saving in expenditures during the 
year of $600,000. A special study has been 
made of the demand for American farm pro- 
ducts in all foreign markets, especially Great 
Britain. 4 

There wasa falling off in American wheat 
exports of 15,500,0°" bushels, and the secretary 
is inclined to believe that wheat may not, in 
the future, be the staple export cereal product 
of ow .atry, but that corn will continue to 
advance in importance as an export on ac- 
count of the new uses to which it is constantly 
being appropriated. 

The amount appropriated for the weather 
bureau was $951,100. Of that sum $138,500 has 
been saved, As illustrating the usefulness of 
this service, it maybe here stated that the 
warnings which were very generally given of 
two tropical storms occurring in September 
and October of the present yoar, resulted in 
detaining safely in port 2305 vessels, valued at 
$86,288,913, laden with cargoes of probably still 
greater value.

As long, therefore, as no provision is made 
for the final redemption or the putting 
of the currency obligation, now used t rr 
peatedly and constantly draw from the gov 
ernment its gold, and as long as no better 
authority for bond issues is allowed than a1 
present exists,such authority will be utiind 
whenever and as often as it becomes sews 
sary to maintain a sufficient gold reserve, and 
in time to save the credit of our country snd 
make good the financial depletions of our g0¥ 
ernment.

Portland Aldermen Endorse the Mayor’s

PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 4.—At a meeting 
of the board of aldermen last night, Mayor 
Baxter requested the board to endorse his 
action in removing Officers Dana H. Miles 
and Fred Norton from the police force, for 
accepting bribes from liquor dealers and 
others.

The testimony was very lengthy and 
showed that Officer Norton had made a 
confession of his share in the business to 
Alderman Thompson Norton stated 
that he wished to make a ¢leanbreast o! 
the business, because he could not keep ik 
to himself any longer. He said his con 
science troubled him se that he thought 
he must tell someone about the matter 

Miles denied the whele story, but the 
board of aldermen approved of the mayor's 
action in removing the officers from the 
force and denied Miles’ attorney the right 
of having a hearing t was shown by the 
testimony that suspicion rests upon 
several other officers of the police force of 
accepting many for police protection. A 


thorough investigation of the whole police 
force may follow.

ADDITIONAL DETAILS 


‘Of the Atrocities Perpetrated Upon 


Armenians by Turks. 


HO MERCY WAS SHOWN VICTIMS. 


Confirmation of Stories of Out- 


rages and Slaughter. 


ATHENS, Dec. 4.—Twenty Armenian 


fefugees have arrived here from Armenia 


after a journey full of hardships and suf- 
fering. An interpreter questioned the un- 
fortunate refugees concerning the terrible 
events which occurred in Armenia, and of 
which they had in a number of cases been 
eye witnesses. 

With every mark of horror and indig 
nation the Armenians told the interpreter 
of the horrible scenes they had witnessed. 
The latter thoroughly cross-questioned 
them in order that there should be no 
doubt as to the accuracy of their stories. 
This party of Armenians is the first that 
have escaped from the districts where the 
massacres have occurred, and it is believed 
that even worse remains to be told, as the 
horrors recorded are understood to have 
lasted for along time after this party of 
Armenians fied from the blood-stained 
districts. 

Most of the persons escaped from Moosh, 
Bitlis and Sassoun, taking with them 
what little they could carry and making 
their way with the greatest difficulty to 
ghe Russo-Turkish frontier, and going to 
Erivan and Etchmiadzin, in the Russian 
dominions. 

Several Armenian women escaped from 
the villages with the party which has ar- 
rived here; but when near Erzeroum, they 
died from the effects of saber wounds in- 
filcted upon them before their escape. 

The Second Massacre. 

For about 18 months, the Armenian 
refugees say the province of Sassoun has 
been surrounded by Turkish troops, and 
nobody has been allowed to enter or to 
leave. About four months ago the Turk- 
ish authorities learned that the inhabit- 
apts of Vartemis, a village outside the 
frontier of Sassoun, were sending for the 
necessaries of life to the village of Dal- 
vorig. Such communication between the 
two villages being prohibited, the Turks 
massacred nearly all the inhabitants of 
Vartemis. ‘his was the second massacre 
to occur. The first took place about a 
year ago. 

One of the refugees, named Khadjik, 
states that his uncle and aunt were among 
the killed, the latter being violated previ- 
ous to being put to death He adds that 
an Armenian priest, named Kevont, was 
killed for refusing to celebrate Turkish 
rites in his church at Vartemis. The vil- 
lage contained 325 Armenian houses be- 
fore the Turks attacked it, but when the 
fugitives left only 25 houses remained 
standing. 

The Slaughter at Dalvorig. 

Dalvorig, it appears, is the largest vil- 
lage in the province of Sassoun, and its 
inhabitants, when they learned of the hor- 
rors perpetrated by the Turks at Var- 
temis, attacked the Turks on the frontier. 
The ‘Turkish commander eventually sent 
12 soldiers into Dalvorig in order to learn 
what had occurred. The Armenians, 
filled with indignation at the atrocities 
committed by the Turks at Vartemis, at- 
tacked this detachment of Turkish soldiers 
and put them all to death. 

When the Turkish commander heard of 
the death of his soldiers he determined 
upon avenging it in the most bloody man- 
ner possible. A strong force of ‘Turkish 
troops was sent to the village with artil- 
lery and the massacre began. The guns 
kept up acontinuous fire upon Dalvorig 
until practically not one stone was left 
standing upon another 

Worse Than Brutes.

The chief of the village of Cheneg was 
captured by the soldiers and bound to his 
two daughters All three were then 
scalded to death with boiling water. 


Kelichuezen. 


Schoolgirls Ravished. 

A detachment of regulars of the 
Turkish cavalry, after committing inex 
pressible horrors at the village of Sebg- 
hank, went tc the village school and 
ravaged the girls they found there. The 
cavalry men then devastated the building. 

Ibo Bey, a notorious Kurd brigand of 
the village of Djibran and a colonel of the 
regular army, went with a detachment of 
Turkish troops to the Armenian villages 
of Bahlou, Hatezgent and Komk, and at 
each place they committed every crime 
which it was possible to commit. 

After driving out the men, they col- 
lected the female children of Bahlou to 
gether, about 200in all, and after ravish 
ing them, they killed them all with guns 
and swords. After this massacre, the

BURNS I$ SHOCKED. 


Sections of New York Are Far More 
Filthy Than Whitechapel. 


VILE STREETS AND TENEMENTS. 


He Fails to See How City Can 
Escape Pestilence. 


New York, Dec. 4.—In an interview 
last night. John Burns, M. P. of England, 
said he had visited the Bowery, China- 
town and other parts of the city. “New 
York is dirty, filthy and’ presumably un- 
healthy beyond description,” said he. 
“The§ Whitechapel district of London is 
clean in comparison with the sections I 
have visited today. We have nothing in 
London approachable to the horrible con 
dition of your tenement houses. It would 
be impossible in London. The building 
act regulations in regard to light and air, 
which are rigidly enforced, would make it 
simply impossible for the existence of 
such habitations for human beings as ob- 
tain here. 


JOHN BURNS 


“Asfor your streets they are vile. I 
have seen more different kinds of pave- 
ments in two hours in this city than I ever 
saw before in all my life. It is frightful; 
itis shocking. Your tramway rails pro- 
ject so high above the street surface as to 
form veritable gutters for water and filth 
There dves not, so far as I have been able 
to discover, seem to have been the small- 
est engineering effort made to make the 
streets clean or the city healthy. 

“It would seem to me that your Tam- 
many, which has been in chargé of munic- 
ipal affairs and improvements for so 
many years, had entered into a deliberate 
contract to kill off the population. How 
you escape from great epidemics I do not 
understand.”’ 

Public Censor Needed. 

He thinks that the disgraceful height to 
which buildings have been reared in New 
York, is good proof of the the needs of a 
public censor. He holds that there ought 
to be supervising municipal board of arch- 
itects, which would insure a harmonious 
whole in the buildings of the city. 

The greatest display of good taste ana 
genuine artistic workmanship which he 
has been able to discover in this city, is 
shown in connection with the saloons. 
He has been greatly impressed by the 
splendor of the American bars, and speaks 
of the lavish use of onyx, bronze and brass 
in connection with these establishments, 
as exemplifying what could be done for 
the beautifying of the city were the same 
methods adopted in public as in private 
enterprises. . 

When shown a private statement to the 
effect that the Socialistic Labor party of 
this city had declined to accept him asa 
representative labor leader, Mr. Burns 
smiled and said: ‘That shows that the 
‘three tailors of Took y street’ are not con- 
fined alone to London.”

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ADDITIONAL DETAILS 


Of the Atrocities Perpetrated Upon 
Armenians by Turks. 


AQ MERCY WAS SHOWN VICTIMS. 


Confirmation of Stories of Out- 
rages and Slaughter. 


ATHENS, Dec. 4.—Twenty Armenian 
refugees have arrived here from Armenia 
after a journey full of hardships and suf- 
fering. An interpreter questioned the un- 
fortunate refugees concerning the terrible 
events which occurred in Armenia, and of 
which they had in a number of cases been 
eye witnesses. 

With every mark of horror and indig- 
nation the Armenians told the interpreter 
of the horrible scenes they had witnessed. 
The latter thoroughly cross-questioned 
them in order that there should be no 
doubt as to the accuracy of their stories. 
This party of Armenians is the first that 
have escaped from the districts where the 
massacres have occurred, and it is believed 
that even worse remains to be told, as the 
horrors recorded are understood to have 
lasted for along time after this party of 
Armenians fied from the blood-stained 
districts. 

Most of the persons escaped from Moosh, 
Bitlis and Sassoun, taking with them 
what little they could carry and making 
their way with the greatest difficulty to 
the Russo-Turkish frontier, and going to 
Erivan and Etchmiadzin, in the Russian 
dominions. 

Several Armenian women escaped from 
the villages with the party which has ar- 
rived here; but when near Erzeroum, they 
died from the effects of saber wounds in 
flicted upon them before their escape. 

The Second Massacre. 

For about 18 months, “the Armenian 
refugees say the province of Sassoun has 
been surrounded by Turkish troops, and 
nobody has been allowed to enter or to 
leave. About four months ago the ‘Turk- 
ish authorities learned that the inhabit 
apts of Vartemis,a village outside the 
frontier of Sassoun, were sending tor the 
necessaries of life to the village of Dal 
vorig. Such communication between Un 
two villages being prohibited, the Turk- 
massacred nearly all the inhabitants ol 
Vartemis. ‘his was the second massacre 
to occur. The first took place abouta 
year ago. 

One of the refugees, named Khadjik, 
states that his uncle and aunt were amoung 
the killed, the latter being violated previ- 
ous to being put to death He adds that 
an Armenian priest, named Kevont, was 
killed for refusing to celebrate ‘Turkish 
rites in his church at Vartemis. ‘The vil- 
lage contained 825 Armenian houses be- 
fore the Turks attacked it, but when the 
fugitives left only 25 remained 
standing 

The Slaughter at Dalvorig. 


houses 


Dalvorig, it uppears, is the largest vil- 
lage in the province of Sasseun, and its 
inhabitants, when they learned of the hor 
rors perpetrated by the Turks at Vuar- 
temis, attacked the Turks on the frontier 
The Turkish commander eventually sent 
12 soldiers into Dalvorig in order to learn 
what had occurred. The Armenians, 
filled with indignation at the atrocities 
committed by the Turks at Vuartemis, at- 
tacked this detachment of Turkish soldiers 
and put them all to death. 

When the Turkish commander heard of 
the death of his soldiers he determined 
upon avenging it in the most bloody man- 
ner possible. A force of Turkish 
troops was sent to the village with artil 
lery and the massacre began. ‘The guns 
kept upacontinuous fire upon Dalvorig 
until practically not one stone was left 
standing upon another. 

Worse Than Brutes, 

Selo, the bey of Initzoun, a Kurd, witha 
detachment of Kurdish cavalry, went with 
the Turkish soldiers to the village -of 
Semal and forcibly took the Armenian 
priest from his church after disgustingly 
defiling the sacred vessels and the priest’s 
hands. They then bound him ona donkey, 
after which the soldiers killed the priest 
and the beast he was bound to. The sol- 
diers then entered an Armenian house and 
violated a woman and her young daughter. 
From this village Selo forcibly took eight 
Armenian girls and sent them to his 
harem at Initzoun 

Further atrocities were committed by 
the Turks at the village of Keliehuezen. 
Before dawn this place were surrounded 
by soldiers, and while the inhabitants were 
still asleep it was set on fire. The soldiers 
entered the residence of a man named 
Arakel and tortured him and his wife both 
internally with red hot iron 

At Keliehuezen the soldiers killed the 
Armenian priest, who, with 20 other-ig 
mates of the house, was burned to death. 
the soldiers preventing anybody from es 
caping from the burning dwellings 

The chief of the village of Cheneg was 
captured by the soldiers and bound to his

two daughters. All three were then 
scalded to death with boiling water. 
Schoolgirls Ravished, 
A detachment of 25 regulars of the 


Turkish cavalry, after committing inex 
pressible horrors at the village of Sebg- 
hank, went to the village school and 
ravaged the girls they found there. The 
cavalry men then devastated the building 

Ibo Bey, a notorious Kurd brigand of 


the village of Djibran and a colonel of the | 


regular army, went with a detachment of 
Turkish troops to the Armenian Villages 
of Bahlou, Hatezzgent and Komk, and at 
each place they committed every crim: 
which it was possible to commit. — 

After driving out the men, they col 
lected the female children of Bahlou to 
gether, about 200 in all, and after ravish 
ing them, they killed them all with guns 
and swords. After this massacre, th 
Turkish soldiers regaled themselyes With 
wine and whatever else they could find in 
the village. 

The Kurdish regular troops from Kizap 
and Bahran entered the Armenian villages 
of Aliandzig~ and Agnteg. killed the in- 
habitants and wrecked their houses. 

The number of villages devastated in 
this manner is said to be over 32. ‘the 
Armenians fled in every possible direction 
but many of them were captured by «he 
Turkish troops before they could get away 
and were taken to prison ‘ Fi 

Khadjuk, who was the principal spokes-

HURTS HAVEMEYER. 


Sugar Trust President Thinks That the 
President’s Views Are Against Interests 
of Workingmen. 

New York, Dec. 4—President Have- 
meyer of the American Sugar Refining 
company, yesterday afternoon gave out the 
following signed statement: 

“If anyone will fairly and dispassion- 
ately ceysidcr the pregident’s recommen- 
dation about sugar, it Will become epparent 
that itcomes down to this: ‘The sugar 
company has taken action, the result of 
whioh is to deprive temporarily of work 
25,000 persons employed in the various in- 
dustries dependent upon the refining of 
sugar, together with the members of their 
families Irecommend such action as to 
deprive those persons of work perma- 
nently, If theindustry is languishing the 
proper course is to destroy it.’ 

“There are some things which can be 
established through a,demonstration. A 
comparison of the duty put by the tariff 
bill upon various articles will show that 
while the maximum protection accorded 
to sugar is 5 per cent, others and more 
favored articles receive protection up to 40 
per cent and 50 per eent. 

“Why this discrimination should be 
made against a large number of persons 
who hold the stock in the company and 
are employed in its refineries, it is impos- 
sible tosay. They protestagainst it. The 
answer to this protest in the president’s 
message is, that the present protection is 
inadequate, it ought w be removed alto- 
gether. 

“The country has already pronounced 
its judgment upon the mode in which the 
last congress dwelt with the interests of 
workingmen. It ought not to require 
much time for workmen to appreciate the 
fact that the president, in a bid for per- 
sonal popularity, is willing to strike a 
death blow at their interests. 


Grand Jury Ordered to Investigate. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 4.—A sensation was 
created in the supreme courtroom yester- 
day, when Judge Wilbur ordered the 
grand jury to investigate the cases of 
William Occleston and William E. Payne, 
two prominent residents of Pawtucket, 
who had been excused from jury duty. 
Judge Wilbur stated that he believed that 
they committed perjury when they testi- 
fied that they did not know the value of 
their property, and they should be at once 
indicted.

Varying Opinicns as to the President's 
Many Recommendations. 


IT IS ENDORSED BY DEMOCRATS 


While Republicans In General 
Find Much to Criticise. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—Speaker Crisp 
said last evening that he had no oppor 
tunity to examine the message carefully, 
and was not prepared to express an opiniop 
until he had done so. 

Mr. Reed (Me.) declared he had nothing 
to say with regard to the message, and 
Mr. Burrows (Mich.) had no comment to 
make, 

Mr. Dingley (Rep, Me.) said: “The 
president's recommendation that im- 
ported foreign built steamships be placed 
on the free list and admitted to American 
register isa curious reversal of the free 
raw material doctrine which the president 
has delighted to exploit. When com- 
pleted steamships are placed on the free 
list, consistency requires that every other 
manufacture go there. The cool manner 
in which the president announces that 
under the new Democratic revenue laws a 
deficiency exist,s and will continue to ex- 
ist during the fiscal year, and all the ad- 
ministration proposes to do is to continue 
tosell bonds to meet the deficit, is de- 
lightfully refreshing.” 

Mr. Tracey (Dem., N. Y.) said he would 
favor some sort of a banking scheme as 
suggested by the president, which would 
divorce the issue of circulating notes from 
the government, but he did not think any 
financial legislation would’ be enacted by 
this congress. 

Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.) strongly 
endorsed the president’s financial scheme, 
which, he said, had no relation with the 
silver question. ‘I think also,”’ said Gen- 
eral Catchings, ‘that the abolition of the 
differential duty on refined sugar recom- 
mended by the president will very likely 
pass. It will be difficult for a representa- 
tive or senator to refuse to vote on the 
bold proposition against the sugar trust.” 

Mr. Reilly (Dem., Pa.), speaking of that 
portion of the president’s message which 
refers to the Union Pacific railroad, says: 
“Itisa matter of great importance, and 
the interests of the government are 
enormous. In view of the fact that the in- 
debtedness of this company to the govern- 
ment is about maturing, the necessity of 
some legislation on the part of congress is 
apparent.” 

Western and Sonthern Sentiment. 


Mr. Outhwaite (Dem., O.) said it was 
an able presentation of the state of the 
government's affairs, and particularly 


commended the president's recommenda- 
tion for striking out the differential on re- 
fined sugar. 

Mr. Bryan (Dem., Neb.) said he was op- 
posed to any financial scheme which 
would give private individuals the power 
to issue money. 

Mr. Harter (Dem., O.) characterized the 
president’s banking scheme as astepin 


the right direction, but personally he 
thought it ought to go further. He ex- 


pressed his regret that the president had 
not suggested a plan for the graduai with- 
drawal of the greenbacks 

Mr. Springer (Dem., Ills.) said the 
president's suggestions in reference to the 
tariff are wise and timely. When pub 
lished, Mr. Springer would give Secretary 


y Carlisle's currency recommendations care- 


ful and earnest consideration, and would 
also call a meeting of the committee on 
banking and currency and arrange for the 
prompt consideration of the subject

BURNS IS 


Sections of New York Are Far More 
Filihy Than Whitechapel. 


VILE STREETS AND TENEMENTS. 


He Fails to See How City Can 
Escape Pestilence. 


New York, Dec. 4—In an interview 
last night. John Burns, M. P. of England, 
paid he had visited the Bowery, China- 
town and other parts of the city. “New 
York is dirty, filthy and presumably un- 
healthy beyond description,”’ said he. 
“The§ Whitechapel district of London is 
clean in comparison with the sections I 
have visited today. We have nothing in 
London approachable to the horrible con- 
dition of your tenement houses. It would 
be impossible in London. The building 
act regulations in regard to light and air, 
which are rigidly enforced, would make it 
simply impossible for the existence of 
such habitations for human_ beings as ob- 
tain here. 


JOHN BURNS 
“Asfor your streets they are vile. I 


have seen more different kinds of pave- 
ments in two hours in this city than I ever 
saw before in all my life. It is frightful; 
itis shocking. Your tramway rails pro- 
ject so high above the street surface as to 
form veritable gutters for water and filth 
There dves not, so far as I have been able 
to discover, seem to have been the small 
est engineering effort made to make the 
streets clean or the city healthy. 

“It would seem to me that your Tam 
many, which has been in charge of munic 
ipal affairs and improvements for 
many years, had entered into a deliberate 
contract to kill off the population. How 
you escape from great epidemics 1 do not 
understand.”’ 

Public Censor Needed. 

He thinks that the disgraceful height to 
which buildings have been reared in New 
York, is good proof of the the needs of a 
public censor. He holds that there ought 
to be supervising municipal board of arch 
itects, which would insure a harmonious 
whole in the buildings of the city. 

The greatest display of good taste anc 
genuine artistic workmanship which he 
has been able co discover in this ciry, is 
shown in connection with the saloons. 
He has been greatly impressed by the 
splendor of the American bars, and speaks 
of the lavish use of onyx, bronze and brass 
in connection with these establishments, 
asexemplifying what could be done for 
the beautifying of the city were the same 
methods adopted in public us in private 
enterprises.

Case As He Views It. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


In view of the continuous false state- 
ment circulated regarding the above, evi- 
dently because hitherto purposely uncon- 
tradicted, permit me for the present to 
give the principal points in it. 

On April 11, 1894, I was informed of 
dissatisfaction in the congregation. I 
offered to resign on receiving satisfactory 
information that should demand such. 
Tbe elders gave no such satisfaction. I 
consulted a ministerial member of Presby- 
tery, he advised me to pay no attention to 
it, but let them come before Presbytery. 

At Presbytery meeting, April 17, 1894, 
the elders asked for a commission. This 
paper went into the hands of the judicial 
committee, was unconditionally withdrawn 
by the elders delegate and never came 
before Presbytery. 

Elders persisted in their opposition in 
face of this and I consulted the moderator 
of Presbytery, he appointed a congrega- 
tional meeting for May 31, to take a vote 
as to whether I ought to resign or the 
elders, At that meeting the congregation 
voted 125 in my favor and 38 against, 
moderator expressed his satisfaction but 
the elders did not resign. 

The elders arranged a congregational 
meeting secretly with two ministers and 
elders from Boston in violation of our 
form of government. 

Meeting was held July 11, I did not 
attend. These members of Presbytery by 
false and cowardly insinuations attempted 
to tune the members present against me. 
Only six persons expressed av opinion. 
They carefully avoided taking a vote. No 
record of that meeting came before the 
session for cfficial recognition. 

Regular meeting of Presbytery was 
held Oct. 2, It was agreed that the matter 
be left entirely in the hands of judicial 
committee. I appeared before the com- 
mittee and was informed that there was no 
papers before them, but my own, and one 
in my favor. Afterwards the committee 
brought in the following discusssion 
which was adopted: 

Presbytery of Boston. In the matter of 
of the First Presbyterian church of Quincy, | 
Mass., your committee have fully con- 
sidered the subject and beg leave to report | 
that they had before them a long and very | 
full statement of the difficulties and discord | 
in that church, signed by the pastor, Rev. } 
W. Steele, also a paper signed by a number 
of persons in the congregation expressing 
their confidence in the pastor, and their 
opposition to the elders of the church, also 
a letter of resignation of the pastoral rela-| 
tion to take effect next April, six months 
hence. 

On the other hand we had a paper signed | 
by a very large number of the congrega- 
tion, including apparently most of the 


substantial men of the church, asking that 
the pastoral relation be dissolved at once. 
No charges affecting the moral character 
of Mr. Steele are made but inability to co- 
operate with the officers and members of 
the church is alleged. We had personal 
conference with the two elders from the 
church and also with Mr. Steele, and after 
fully considering the facts brought to our 
attention we recommend: 

1. That the resignation of Rev. William 
Steele be accepted to take effect this day. 

2. That the church be instructed to pay | 
him promptly any salary now due him and | 
also the salary to November 1, 184, at the | 
rate heretofore paid him. 

3. ‘That Rey. Luther H. Angier be ap-| 
pointed to declare the pulpit vacant next | 
Sabbath, October 7, and supply the pulpit | 
for one month. 

In making these recommendations we 
believe we are promoting the peace and 
prosperity of that church, and also doing 
what is best for the pastor, for whose 
future success and well-being we express 
our sincere wishes.” 

This decision was adopted in violation of 
Chapter 17 0f a form of government as 
follows: ‘* When any minister shall labor 
under such grievances, as that he shall 
desire to leave to resign his pastoral charge, 


have, why the Presbytery should not 
accept the resignation, and if any congre- 
gation shall desire to be released from 


their pastor, a simliar process, mutatis | 


mutandis, shall be observed.”’ 

The next meeeing of Presbytery would 
have been the third Tuesday in Aipril, 1895, 
the date of my resignation. An elder was 
retained on this committee against my 
expressed objection. He was one of those 
present at the congregational meeting of 
July 11. LI appealed to the Squod of New 
York on Oci, 16, in New York City. 
The following decision was given without 
allowing me one word before the com- 
mittee or anywhere else. 

‘“* Judicial case, No. 4.’’ Being the ap- 
peal of the Rey. William Steele from cer- 
tain action of the Presbytery of Boston. 
The judicial committee respectfully reports 
on the above case recommending that the 
said appeal be dismissed for the reason that 
the papers submitted disclose no jndicial 
action from which alone an appeal could 
be taken, but that the action appealed from 
was merely the exercise of the administra- 
tive and discretionary power of Presbytery. 
Signed, H. W. Congdon, Chairman for the 
Committee. 

According to our form of government 
““No lower church court bas power, dis- 
cretionary or otherwise, which is not sub- 
ject vo review and contro! by a superior 
court.”’

NO MORE M’KINLEYISM. 


It Has Been Repudiated and Republicans 
Accept the Country’s Decision, 
Chairman Rabcock. 


Says 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — Representative 
J. W. Babcock, who was chairman of the 
Republican congressional campaign com- 
mittee, says that po attempt will be made 


by the Republicuus to reyive the McKin- 
ley bill. 
“That bill,” he continued. “did not have 


the suppert of one Hepublican in five 
when it pressed. It was responsible for tt 
Repulican defeat in 1890, and that defa 
Was one of the strongest expressions of the 
Intelligence of ‘ie American Z uple. 

“This widespread intelligence is one of 
the most gratifying things to me as an 
American citizen. Our people will cross 
party lines at any time to rebuke their | 
own party when they think that it has not | 
dealt fairly with them. 

“There was a deep-seated prejudice 
against the McKinley bill. It was re- 
garded as too friendly to the manu- 
facturers and not sufficiently in the in- 
terests of the people, and they put the 
party out of power that was responsible 
for the legislation. The average Ayeri- 
can citizen believes in the principle of 
protection, but he believes still mere in 
the principle of fair play; and that princi- 
ple was violated in the McKinley bill.” 

“The present bill 18 not a Democratic 
bill,”’ said Mr. Babcock. ‘It is really a 
protection measure, for the Republicans 
added to it after it weht to the senate 
something like 250 amendments. It is 
not such a bill asthe Republicans weuld 
have framed, nor does it suit the wishes of 
the extreme Democrats. It is highly pro- 
tective in some particulars, more so than 
the McKinley bill, while touching the ex- 
treme of free trade in other directions. 

‘We shall have the house and senate and 
the president in 1896. Meanwhile we shall 
see how the present law works, and it will 
be time enough then to smooth out its 
crudities and make it what it ought to be.”’

Third. The advisability of any other 
system of entire or partial union of such 
municipalities for purposes of municipal 
administration. 

Chap. 446 is ‘An Act to provide for an 
investigation of the subject of a general 
municipal administration for the city of 
Boston adjoining municipalities.” 
The main idea of annexation is reported to 
have been abandoned but this should be 
understood at the hearing, as Qnincy is 
against annexation first and last.

DEMOCRATS BLOCKED 


Senate Will Transact No Important 
Business at This Session. 


PLANS FOR NEW BANKING BILL 


Already Being Outlined by 
House Finance Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Although there 
was nothing determined or settled in the 
Democratic senatorial caucus. concerning 
the proposed action on tariff, financial and 
other legislation, it is pretty safe to pre- 
dict that very little if anything will be 
done in the senate at the present session. 

Even if the Democrats were permitted to 
take up any of the important legiPazion 
recommended by the president and Secre- 
tary Carlisle, including popgun bills and 
the abolition of the differential duty on 
Sugar, itis exceedingly doubtfulif they 
could agree among themselves on these 
questions. 

But in the face of the fact that they have 
been notifled by the Republican leaders of 
vhe finance committee and in the senate 
that any attempt to secure modification 
or change in the tariff legislation, either 
in sugar or any other schedule, would re- 
sult in the opening up of the entire eco- 
nomic question, which would inevitably 
lead to fruitless and protracted debate, 
which might endanger one or more of the 
important appropriation bills, they will 
be compelled to abandon all moves in 
that direction. Such acourse might force 
an extra session of congress upon the 
country next summer. 

Law Won't Be Changed. 

Judging from the tone and drift of what 
occurred in the caucus, any and every at- 
tempt tochange the law of last August, 
even in its most insignificant details, will 
prove abortive. Prominent Democratic 
senators in caucus said that the country 
had declared itself on that point by de- 
feating every one of the prophets of agi- 
tation, and those who escaped the deluge 
will hardly dare to invoke it upon them 
selves by any contemptuous ignoring of 
the intimation. 

Opinion is very much divided as to the 
merits cf the plan proposed by Secretary 
Carlisle for reforming the currency, but 
even among those 


ley 


who recognize remedial 
lation as important, there is little 
hope that anything will be accomplished 
at the present session. It is probable, 
however, that a bill will be formulated 
embodying some of the features of the 
treasury scheie. 


Congressional Proceedings. 

The house adopted a special order set- 
ting aside a day, after the morning hour, 
for the consideration of the railroad pool- 
ing bill, the order to continue till the bill 
should be disposed of, but not to interfere 
with conference reports or appropriation 
bills. The railroad and shipping interests 
are greatly interested in this measure. Be- 
fore the discussion of this bill began, the 
house passed three bills only. 

rhe senate showed the first signs of an- 
imation, and there were several brisk de- 
bates. Mr. Vest’s efforts to secure a 
change in the rules in order to expedite 
business, was the chief event of the day. 
The usual dulness of discussion of rules 
was offset by the prevalent feeling that a 
cloture rule would have much todo at 
this particular time with pending tariff 
bills, affecting coal, iron and sugar. 

Mr. Vest was formerly opposed to 
cloture, but yesterday he announced his 
conversion, and said cloture was impcra-

“Dievey” Comstock, Who Has Just Died 

Tn aJail at Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Dec. 6. — Edith Arm- 
strong, otherwise ‘*Dovey’’ Comstock, who 
Was the cause of the murder of T. 
W. Larbig by D. J. Meserole, in a 
flat at Brooklyn on June 21, 18¥1, and 
the chief witness in saving Meserole 
from the electrical chair, died in the 
county jail under the influence of 
opium and brandy. She first fell into the 
hands of the Jocal police in April, 1892. 
She used to hire a room, steal what she 
could and leave. She simply stole to get 
evough money to live on and furnish her | 
with opium. | 

When she was last arrested, on Nov. 24, 
for stealing a diamond ring from Emma 
Van Elsner, she said: “Opium has ruined 
my life. 1 am going to quit using it or 
die in the attempt.” 

She was last seen alive by a cell neigh- | 
bor, Edith waslying on her side. Her | 
lips were parched and fever raged in her 
blood, yet her hands were cold. In alow, 
weak monotone the woman sang ‘Nearer 
My God to Thee.” 

At the time of the Meserole murder she 
Was 31 years old and rather pretty. About 
eight years before she had married Walter 
Comstock. Four years after his marriage 
Comstock got adivorce from her on ac- 
count of her unfaithfulness. and her love 
for opium and brandy. He got the charge 
of their only child. 

She wenttolivein Brooklyn. and met 
young Meserole, and afterward Theodore 
Larbig.. While Meserole was away in Eu- 
rope she and Larbig practically lived to- 
gether, and when Meserole came back she 
let partof her flat to him witnout fully 
acquainting Larbig of the facts. It ap- 
peared at the trial that Larbig was beat- 
ing Mrs. Comstock, and that Meserole 
shot him down 

The trial was sensational, as the young 
inan came of one of the first families of 
Brooklyn. ‘Dovey’ Comstock cleared 
Meserole. The jury acquitted him. 

She then drifted to New York and con- 
tinued her dissipations. Meserole went in 
for religiomwand, after a bitter fight, was 
let into Plymouth church. He did a deal 
of mission work among convicts and 
founded the Ex-Convicts’ House of Indus- 
try at Flatbush avenue, of which he is 
now manager and treasurer. His life has 
been a model of correctness and piety 
since the trial

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FACTS IN THE CASE 


Concerning the Protest Against ‘‘Un- 
favorable” Treatment of Germany. 


THE MUCH-DISCUSSED SUGAR DUTY 


and the Conclusions Arrived 
at by Secretary Gresham. 


WasuHtneTon, Dec. 6.—The president 
yesterday sent to congress the statement 
of the German contention in reference to 
the discrimination against the importa- 
tion into the United States of German 
sugar, to which reference was made in his 
annual message to congress. The state- 
ment isin ‘he form of # letter from Secre- 
tary Gresham to the president. In sub- 
stance, this is a recital of German protests 
made Aug. 25 last, against the additional 
duty of 1-10th-of acent per pound im- 
posed by the Wilson act on sugars im- 
ported from bounty-paying countries. 

The protest is based on the fact that the 
measure is in violation of the most fa- 
vored nation clause, and really amounts to 
unfavorable treatment of German sugar. 
It would render the effects of the most 
favored nation clause illusory, and ex- 
pose the contracting parties to arbitrary 
duties. 

No protest was made against that para- 
graph of the McKinley law which imposes 
an additional duty on refined sugar com- 
ing from bounty-paying countries, appar- 
ently for the reason that only about $300,- 
000 worth of sugar was imported into the 
United States from Germany, an insignifi- 
cant amount, 

In discussing the German proposition, 
Secretary Gresham recites the favored 
nation clause of the treaty, and says those 
stipulations give either party the right, 
special engagements of reciprocity ex- 
cepted, to take duties levied by the other 
on articles, the produce or manufacture of 
any other country, and demand the same 
treatment for its own products and man- 
ufactures. 

Itis obviously no answer to say that 
certain discrimination duties apply equally 
to all countries that may happen to fall in 
a certain category; itis a 

Mere Argumentative Subterfuge, 
inconsistent with the clear intention of 
the treaty. 

The secretary refers at some length to 
negotiations between this country and 
Great Britain, about 1841, relative to rice 
importation, in which the United States 
then assumed a position, finally conceded 
by Great Britain to be correct, very similar 
tothat now taken by Germany in the 
case of sugar, and in fact the discrimin- 
ation in the present instance is even more 
pointedly at variance with the treaty 
stipulations. 

The secretary held that the payment of 
a bounty on exported products cannot be 
considered in the light of a discrimination; 
certainly not more so than the imposition 
of a protective or practically prohibitive 
duty on the importation of an article. 
The two measures are the same in princi- 
ple; the question as to which shall be 
adopted is 

A Matter of Domestic Policy. 

Each are intended to create national ad- 
vantage in production of manufacture, 
and as between the two the bounty is 
more favorable to the inhabitants of for- 
eign countries, since it tends to enable 
them to get cheaper articles at the ex- 
pense of the bouunty-paying governments. 

In conclusion, the secretary says that 
the additional duty levied on bounty-pay- 
ing sugar by the act of 1804, is a discrimi- 
nation, that it is an attempt to offset a 
domestic favor or encouragement to a cer- 
tain industry by the very means forbidden 
by the treaty. 

He assumes that the German govern- 
ment does not claim that the treaty (made 
with Prussia in 1828) affords any just 
ground for protesting against additional 
duties on sugar not shown to be the pro- 
duct or manufacture of Prussia. 


Gold Deficient In Weight. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.— Among the 
gold deposited with the assistant United 
States treasurer in this city for the Phila- 
delphia members of the Stewart syndicate 
for their share of the new bond issue, have 
been discovered several thousand light- 
weight half-eagles.

6th. Every such animal which, in the 
opinion of this Board or any of its members, 
is affected with tuberculosis, will be con- 
demned and slaughtered as provided in Sec- 
tions 45 and 53 of said Chapter 491 of the 
Acts of 184.

New York, Lec. 7.—The Chamber of

The Changes Desired by the Granite Man- 
ufacturers on March 1. 


An Interview with James McAdam of the Granite 


Cutters’ 


Union. 


Numerous rumors have béen reported in 
the daily papers of recent date of a pro- 
posed reduction in Quincy in the bill of 
prices now existing between the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association and the stone 
cutters, and considerable uneasiness has 
existed on the part of the latter as to just 
what the reduction would be. 

By the agreement now in force three 
months’ notice must be given previous to 
March, 1895, of any proposed change in the 
bill, which would mean that the notice 
must be given this month. 

Such a notice has been given the work- 
men by the manufacturers, and while the 
proposed bill provides a reduction in some 
lines of work, it is not the sweeping reduc- 
tion that was reported, as the average re- 
duction is 10 per cent. 

The ground taken by the manufacturers 
for the proposed change is that really its 
greatest competitor is Barre, Vt., where 
the bill of prices that is in force today, and 
has been for the past two years, is consid- 
erable lower than that of Quincy, and in 
order for Quincy to compete with Barre, 
the two bills, should, as far as possible, be 
alike. The proposed change is in this line, 
and aims to place the Quincy manufactur- 
ers on the same footing as Barre, although 
the price paid on some classes of work still 
remains higher in Quincy than Barre. 

The local manufacturers claim that in 
this matter the New England association 
has nothing whatever to do with the local 
association which makes its own agreement 
with the workmen. They claim, farther- 
more, that at the meeting of the New 
England association held in Boston, Nov. 
14, no vote was taken to reduce the bill of 
prices 15 per cent., and that practically all 
that was done was to adopt the nine-hour 
clause, and ‘‘that the standard rate of 
wages shall be 29 1-2 cents per hour, but 
this shall not be so construed as to prevent 
any man who cannot earn the standard 
wages from working at a lower rate, or 
those who’can earn more from obtaining 
it.” But even this the Quincy association 
claims is not arbitrary with them. 

The Changes Proposed

The Ledger Interviews the Secretary of 
the Granite Cutters’ Union. 

Mr. James McAdam, secretary of the 
Quincy Branch of the Granite Cutters’ 
International Union, in an interview with 
a LEDGER reporter this morning, said : 

“‘Rumors which have been freely circu- 
lated of late, prepared the granite cutters 
of Quincy for a proposal to reduce the scale

of prices, but the changes desired are more 
radical than was anticpated. The pro- 
posed reduction is, generally speaking, 
fully ten per cent. except one or two items, 
on which it is conpiderably more. The 
standard rate of wages is slightly cut, and 
most objectionable of all the minimum is 
entirely abolished without which Quincy 
might as well have no price list at all, 

We consider the proposed changes un- 
called for because: 

1st,—The Quincy price list is as low as 
any in New England, and the average rate 
of wages does not exceed $2.00 per day, 
which in all conscience is not munificent. 

2d,—Even if a reduction was made, 
manufacturers would be no better off, nor 
would trade be likely to be improved: be- 
cause those who are figuring lew at present 
would then figure lower still, and thus no 
advantage would be gained by dealers, 
while workmen would be immeasurably 
worse situated than they have been for 
years past. 

It is contended by Quincy manufacturers 
that they cannot compete with dealers in 
Barre, Vt., but asa matter of fact, work 
cut for polishing, is the only item of any 
account upon which there is a difference in 
favor of Barre; and comparatively speak- 
ing the bill of prices in operation there, is 
higher than that of Quincy. 

The cheapness of Barre monuments is 
due to certain natural advantages possessed 
by the granite section of the country. It 
is easier quarried and much easier cut than 
Quincy, and under the almost general sys- 
tem of day work which preyails there, 
monuments can be manufactured at much 
less cost than they can in Quincy. 


But although Barre dealers have this 
advantage, the superiority wof Quincy 
granite for polishing purposes, more than 
offsets the difference in cost; and a buyer 
who wishes a Quincy monument will not 
be deterred from gratifying his taste bya 
trifling increase in the matter of price. 


The unsatisfactory industrial conditions 
which exist in Quincy, however, are not 
due, we believe, to the competition of 
Barre dealers, or to the scale of prices here 
being too high; but rather to the fact that 
existing agreements have not been lived up 
to by either manufacturers or workmen ; 
and in considering new agreements the 
first matter to be attended to should be to 
adopt some method whereby this evil can 
be abolished, or at least minimized. 

The granite cutters association of Quincy 
is satisfied with the existing price list; only 
some changes are desired in the agreements 
regarding the apprentice question, the 
working of overtime, and one or two minor 
matters, almost all of which are in the 
line of agreements already existing in 
Barre, and approved by manufacturers 
there, 

Although the bill of prices as revised by 
the Quincy manufacturers cannot be ac 


: rt. The 
time has now well-nigh arrive. when such 


barbarous methods of setling industrial 
disputes, as strikes and ’ockouts, shall be 
relegated to the obliviot: of the past, and 
more just and reasonab!e measures adopted. 


We are hopeful that when committees of 
the two associations meet in conference, 
the differences will be adjusted in a man- 
ner satisfactory to all parties concerned.

aORK FOR SENATORS 


SKELETON OF THE FORCE BILL 


Resurrected to Defeat the Ar- 
guments For Cloture. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 7.—At the close of 
yesterday’s Democratic caucus, Senator 
Faulkner, the secretary, gave out the 
following: 

“The Democratic caucas directed the 
‘steering committee’ to prepare an order 
of business which would present for the 
consideration of the senate the following 
subjects of legislation: A bankruptcy 
bill; a bill for the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal; a currency Dill; bills 
for the admission of Arizona and New 
Mexico; a bill involving the interests of 
the Indian territory; for the consider- 
ation of the joint resolution of the house 
of representatives for the election of 
United States senators by the people, and 
such other measures, including the ap- 
propriations bills, as the steering com- 
mittee may deem important; that in their 
report of the caucus the steering com- 
mittee shall provide the order in which 
the above subjects of legislation shall be 
considered.” 

The caucus was in session from 2 
o'clock until 4:20 p. m., and almost 
the entire time was devoted to the 
discussion of the first proposition of Sena- 
tor Daniel, instructing the committee on 
rules to bring in an amendment fora 
cloture, and the speeches were at times 
very spirited. 

Senators Vest, Vilas, Berry and George, 
made speeches favorable to the proposi- 
tion, while Senators Gorman, Morgan, 
Palmer, Harris, Pugh and others, opposed 
it with vigor and warmth. 

Considered the Future. 

The speeches were in the same vein as 
those which have been made in the senate, 
except that the speakers discussed party 
questions with more freedom, pointing 
out the facton oneside that the Demo- 
crats would soon be in the minority in the 
senate, and probably in need of the pro- 
tection which the present afforded, while 
on the other side the advocates of cloture 
urged the importance of the supple- 
mentary tariff bills, and admitted very 
frankly that there was no possibility of 
such action without arule for the limita- 
tion of debate. 

The opponents of a change evidently had 
the best of the argument from the begin- 
ning. It is understood that they even in- 
voked the ghost of the force bill, and 
urged that if the Republicans should get 
into power they would revive this meas- 
ure. 

Senator Gorman took the lead in press- 
ing the viewsin opposition to cloture. 
Senator Palmer, who had heretofore been 
an advocate of cloture, indicated a change 
of position, and made a vigorous protest 
against the adoption of the resolution. He 
said the Democrats would lose their ma- 
jority in the senate within a few weeks, 
and said it would be the acme of foolish- 
ness to tie their hands at such a critical 
time. The protest against the proposed 
change was so general that when a vote 
was taken. no one considered it necessary 
to ask for the ayes and nays. 

Gave Up the Battle, 

With the cloture provision defeated, the 
friends of the tariff biil gave up the fight, 
considering it unnecessary to make an at- 
tempt to revive theirconsideration in view 
of the opposition of a majurity of the Re- 
publicans, and because of the fact that 
any determined opposition under the pres- 
ent rules would insure their defeat. Hence 
it is that those bills do not appear in the 
official list of bills to be presented for the 
consideration of the senate. 

The order for the preparation of acur 
rency bill by the finance committee, car- 
ries with it instructions to take the rec- 
ommendations of the president and secre- 
tary of the treasury into consideration. 
The order is also broad enough to include 
ony other suggestions of a financial char- 
acter which may be presented, and the 
senators favorable to silver, who were 
present in the caucus, say that it is also 
understood that a feasible proposition for 
the utilization of silver is to be included 
inany currency scheme presented to or 
by the commiitee. 

No meeting of the stecring committee 
has yet been called, and there has conse- 
quently been no argument as to the order 
in which the bills agreed upon shall be 
taken up. 

Congressional Doings. 

The entire time of the house was occu- 
pied in the discussion of the railroad pool- 
ing bill, to which there appears to bea 
great deal of opposition. No action, how- 
ever, was taken on the bill. Messrs. 
Cooper (Fla.), Gresham (Tex.), Morse 
(Mass.) and Daniels (N. Y¥.) took part in 
the debate. 

The former directed his opposition te 
the section giving the railroads the power 
to carry questions relating to the revoca- 
tion of pooling orders into the courts, and 
offered a substitute giving the inter- 
state commerce commission absolute 
control of all peoling contracte Messrs 
Gresham and Morse favored the bill, while 
Mr. Daniels attacked it on the groung 
that that it would subvert the objects of 
the interstate commerce law, 

Representative Draper of Massachusetts 
introduced a bid] making compulsory the 
use of automatic couplings and arrange 
ments for steam heating. 

The senate had a brief session and then 
adjourned over until Monday. Mr. Vea? 
had intended to urge action on his plan to 
secure cloture in the senate, but there was 
no disposition smong the senators to set- 
tle the question at once, and Mr. Vest re 
lactantly let the question go over

per foot. 

It is human nature for anyone who 
wants to buy anything to get it as cheap as 
they can, and if two monuments are placed 
side by side, one of Barre granite for $500, 
and one of Quincy granite for $600, nine 
cases out of ten the purchaser will take 
that of Barre granite, for to him it looks as 
well and is apparently as substantial as 
the Quincy, as far as he knows, and then 
again many manufacturers had rather sell 
the Barre monument for they can make 
more money out of it.

If Quincy 
manufacturers would talk Quincy granite, 
first, last and always, more would be used. 

The interview with Mr. McAdam pub-

As it is now a manufacturer can put on 
as many apprentices as he likes; which the 
cutters claim is a detriment to the men. 

What the cutters want is to limit the 
number of apprentices to one to every four 
journeymen. 

The regular meeting of the Cutters’ 
Union will be held next Wednesday even- 
ing, but what action they will take is not 
known. Itis probable that a committee 
will be appointed to meet a like committee

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10.—The 300th anni- 
versary of the birth of Gustavus Adolphus, 
the great Swedish king, who died on the 
battlefield of Luetzen, Noy. 6, 1632, was 
celebrated here with a pomp and splendor |} 
which made it one of the greatest festivals | 
ever held in this capital. 

The celebration commenced Saturday | 
morning, when the public school children 
gathered in their respective schools, and 
then march to the various state church« 
each child carrying a small Swedish flag. | 
Later in the day memorial festivals were | 
held in all the high colleges, and in the} 
evening there were three celebrations on 
an immense scale, arranged by the | 
Swedish Patriotic society, in three of the| 
largest banquet halls in Stockholm 

Speeches were made by men famous in 
the service of their country, and patriotic | 
music was performed by the various bands | 
of the crack regiments. In addition, mace 
morial services were held in some of the |} 
churches.

viney Daily Ledger. FEDERATION THE SCHEME. 


Little Unity as to What Departments Should 
be Included, 


Difficulties as to How 


Created and Money Appropriated. 


It was a largely attended representative 
gathering which assembled at the hearing 
of the Metropolitan District Commission 
given in the Council chamber, City Hall, 
Monday evening. A list of those present 
would include the Mayor and most of the 
Councilmen and department officials, the 
ex-Mayors, ex-Councilmen and many who 
have been prominent in the town and city 
government, our prominent citizens and 
our business men. 

Chairman Rice of Quincy in opening 
said the commission had arrived at the 
conclusion that a general plan of annexa- 
tion was not desirable. That only two or 
three places wanted it and these Boston 
would not take. Annexation therefore 
would not be considered this evening but 
the scheme of federation. Information 
was wanted as to government of a federa- 
tion; how chosen, etc. It was the custom 
of the commission to have names suggested 

whose views were wanted. In response 
to this request these names were suggested: 
Mayor Hodges, H. H. Faxon, C, M. Bry- 
ant, ex-Mayor Porter, Councilman Moxon, 
R. F. Claflin, N. V. Titus, H. M. Feder- 
hen, ex-Mayor Fairbanks and J. O. Hol- 


den. 
Mayor Hodges 


Came to hear not to speak. Had not had 
time to give the subject study. Some 
things would be favorable. Sewers and 
and perhaps water. We sbould grapple 
with the sewer question, and may have to 
have more water. 

Would not favor annexation. It possi- 
bly might be a good scheme if thorough- 
fares came under a federation. Oa general 
principles people should elect metropolitan 
government, 

Councilmaa-elect Bryant was excused 
from presenting his views. 

Ex-Mayor Porter 
Was opposed to annexation but did favor 
metropolitan parks apd metropolitan 
sewers under present system. Also 
favored a metropolitan water system. 

Police and fire department should remain 

in hands of people of the cities. 

It wasa question with him if the old 
Hancock turnpike should not come under 
metropolitan contro]. Also thoroughfares 
like Washington street, Quincy avenue, 
School and Franklin streets. During the 
past eight years Quincy had expended 
$80,000 on Hancock street. 

Under federation our city might secure 
one contagious ward at its hospital, where 
another city obtained another and thas all 
benefitted. 

A board for government of district 
should consist of 5 or 7 appointed by the 
Governor so that each member should 
serve 5 or 7 years. He would have the 
money apportioned and levied by a separate 
commission appointed by the Supreme 
court. 

In reply to a question he said that he 
recognized that a State commission would 

| be irresponsible. 

He would have one board for all—parks, 
sewers, water, etc. 

Ex-Mayor Fairbanks 
Was strongly in favor of federation to con- 
sider the great qustions. City councils do 
not give time to these matters. During 
his administration he had worked to secure 
a board of survey but it had been passed 
over. 

Sewers was a great issue and a meéetro- 
politan board would give it attention and 
do the work cheaper. Would include 
water and parks, 

Would not include highways, police or 
fire department. Would not have a board 
of government of Mayors. 

Henry H. Faxon 

Did not agree with the last speaker on 
the police question. Would remove police 
as far as possible from people to secure 
good service. Would have Governor ap- 
point any board created. Five or seven 
members would be enough. They should 
have no other employment and receive 
$3500 each for service. 

Would favor a separate sewerage com- 
mission. 

Chairman Rice read a letter from the 
present sewerage commission to the effect 
that Quincy and adjoining towns had not 
been considered in a metropolitan system, 

Mr. Faxon would have Legislature act 
first on all work, 


Councilman Moxon 


Hardly thought federation of benefit to 
Quincy except for trunk sewers and high- 
ways. Quincy was all right for water. 
Parks should continue under metropolitan 
government, 
Goverament of district should somehow 
j be elected by people and every city and 
| town should have some representation. 
Would certainly take metropolitan water 
if cheaper. 
Rupert F. Claflin 


Thought a smal! commission appointed by 
| Governor would give better results than a 
| body elected. Believed Legislature should 
| pass upon appropriations for district. 
Herbert M. Federhen 

Was not in favor of one commission, 
Work would be too arduous. Would have

Senator Merrill 
Was the first one out-spoken for annexa- 
tion. Our interests were with Boston and 
the sooner annexation was effected the 
better for Quincy and the better for 
Boston. 

Something should be done to give Quincy 
@ sewerage system. Parks and highways 
would be improved by annexation. 

Would not have appropriations depend- 
ent on Legislature. Was not partial to 
commissions, and thought there were too 
many now. 

Councilman Shackley 
Would be sorry to ses government further 
removed from people. Did not favor 
commissions but thought them sometimes 
necessary. Federation was often an ad- 
vantage. A metropolitan board could 
build the thoroughfares better. 

H. T. Whitman was called for, but was 
not present. 

W. H. Glennon spoke on sewers and 
water and favored annexation as the only 
way to get improvements, 

Councilman Holbrook 


Endorsed the views of Senator Merrill in 
favor of annexation, believing the tax- 
payers would be benefitted by less taxes 
and more improvement. Favored a small 
executive body, perhaps one person, and a 
legislative body eipcted by the different 
cities. 

The hearing came to an abrupt end 
about 9 Pp. M. as the commissioners desired 
to return to Boston.

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WEKERLE’S TRIUMPH 


Premier's Religious Reforms Sanc- 
tioned by the King. 


DIVORCE OF CHURCH AND STATE 


Accomplished After a Most 
Bitter Political Fight. 


Bupa-PestH, Dec, 11.—There was & 
scene of unparalleled excitement in the 
reichsrath yesterday when Dr, Wek- 
erle, the Hungarian prime minister, an- 
nounced that the King of Hungary (Em- 
peror Francis Joseph) had given his sanc- 
tion to the ecclesiastical bills. 

The Liberals rose in a body and cheered 
wildly for several minutes. The house 
rapidly emptied, and the members 
pressed around and congratulated Dr. 
Wekerle and Herr yon Hieronymi, Hun- 
garian minister of the interior, who had 
gone to the lobbies. 

The Liberals have the highest hopes that 
the firm position they have maintained on 
the ecclesiastical measures will enable them 
to carry out further reforms. They have 
arrahged to hold a mass meeting on Thurs- 
day. On the evening of that day there 
will be a torchlight procession, and the 
city will be illuminated in honor of the 
victory they have won. 

Of Wide Scope. 

Tha ecclesiastical bills, to which the 
royal sanction has been given, include 
measures legalizing civil marriages, al- 
lowing the conversion of Christians to 
Judaism, granting religious liberty to 
Hebrews and removing the restrictions 
with regard to the children of mixed mar- 
riages. In fact, the bills provide for com- 
plete religious freedom in Hungary. 

All the measures, with the exception of 
that in regard to children of mixed mar- 
riages, were bitterly opposed by the Cleri- 
icals. Not only the Roman Catholics, but 
the Greek orthodox bishops, fought 
against the adoption of the measures. 

At one time it looked as though the op- 
position would win. The house of mag- 
nates rejected one of the measures. Cer- 
tain concessions were made by the govern- 
ment, after a ministerial crisis had been 
successfully overcome, and now, as the 
above dispatch states, the Liberals have 
secured a great parliamentary victory, 
the politico-relizious effects of which will 
be far reaching. Every effort was made 
by the ultramontane Clericals to defeat the 
measures by endeavoring to work upon 
the well-known piety of the sovereignty. 

A Newspaper’s Warning. 

The Magyar Allam, an ultramontane 
organ, declared recently thatit was im- 
possible for the apostolic King of Hun- 
gary to sanction these bills, adding: ‘‘The 
bleeding figure of the innocent Queen 
Marie Antoinette stands{between Francis 
Joseph I and the civil marriage law, which 
has its own origin in the French reyolu- 
tion.” The article concluded as follows: 

“Itis written that we shall hearken to 
the word of God rather than to that of 
man, and the Almighty will visit the sins 
of the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generations. Woe to the 
dynasty that challenges the judgment of 
God. Woe to the nation and to every man 
who renounces the faith of his fathers and 
forgets that one day we shall all have to 
render an account of our actions. 

“We lift our eyes with the deepest sym- 
pathy toward our lord and king at the 
difficult moment when a decision has to 
be taken. May the fortifying power of 
divine grace fill his heart with courage 
and enlighten his spirit, so as to enable 
him to oppose the demands put forth on the 
ground of a false interpretation of the 
constitution. 

‘May he remain faithful to his apos- 
tolic reputation, tohis oath and to the 
traditions of his august family, and by his 
decision restore the nation’s peace, secure 
the future of the fatherland, the stability 
of his own house and the salvation of his 
soul.” 

The king, however, viewed the subject 
from a different standpoint, and on the 
occasion of the recent visit of Dr. Wekerle 
to Vienna it was announced that the 
prime minister had secured the royal sanc 
tion to the ecclesiastical bills. 


Seeking British Intervention, 

TiFLIs, Dec. 11.—The Mschas, an Ar- 
menian newspaper, published a Constan- 
tinople dispatch stating that the British 
consul at Van, Turkish Armenia, has no- 
tifled the British foreign office of the mas- 
sacre of 6000 Armenians, and has asked 
Great Britain tointervene. The dispatch 
further states that the reports of six pow- 
ers have handed the porte a note in the 
Armenian language. The German am- 
bassador has presented a separate note to 
the porte.

Heavy Seizure of Liquor, 

Boston, Dec. 11.—A large liquor raid 
was made by the police at Commercial 
wharf yesterday afternoon, when 2400 gal- 
lonsof ale and porter were confiscated.

Italian Finances. 

Rome, Dec. 11.—The budget for 1895-96 
was presented to the chamber of deputies 
yesterday. ‘The deficit is estimated at 70,- 
740,000 lire. The sum of 27,000,000 lire 
will be raised by the duties on raw cot- 
ton and refined sugar; by a proportionate 
increase in the duties on raw sugar, palm 
oil, cocoons and grain, and by fresh tax- 
ation on match boxes and on the con- 
sumption of gas and electric light by pri- 
vate persons. 

Orders Got Mixed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — The recent 
movements of the cruiser Columbia, 
which puzzled the navy department, are 
found to have been due to a mistake of 
the cable company, which ordered the 
vessel to Kingston, instead of Bluefields. 
Fresh orders were sent last night order- 
ing the Columbia to Bluefields. 


Big Hotel Burned. 
CHATTANOOGA, Dec. 11.—The Southern 
hotel was burned yesterday. The fire was 
caused by the bursting of a gas meter.

I SOLID FOR SILVER. 


For Free Coinage. 
ANOTHER ONSLAUGHT FROM HILL 


Expected When the Income 
Tax Reaches the Senate. 


Voor-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Senator 
hees, chairman of the 
finance, furnished an interview yesterday 
whichin some degree confirmed the re 
port which bas been current about the 
Capitol since the beginning of the session 
that he would seek to secure legislation 
favorable to silver before the final ad 
journment the Fifty-third congress. 
He said: 

“I have nochange of views to express. 
Silver is the money of the constitution, 
and so specified in that great instrument, 
and should be coined on the same terms 
that gold is coined, ‘without discrimination 
against either metal and without charge 
for mintage.’ 

“I voted against the passage of the fa- 
mous Sherman act, and labored to secure 
its repeal, because it was the enemy of sil- 
ver coinage. The free coinage of gold 
means the free coinage of silver, to my 
mind. The plain working people have 
been benefited in the last hundred years 
more by silver money than by gofd money, 
and the whining cant of sordid avarice 
which we now hear, that gold is ‘sound 
money’ and silver is not, has the profound 
contempt of every man familiar with the 
history and the developments of his coun 
try. 

“As to the parity of the two metals 
when coined, even the small children of 
finance know that the purchasing power 
of a dollar is not fixed by the quality or 
quantity of the material which composes 
it, but by the law which makes it a legal 
tender in the payment of debts. When 
silver ts coined, therefore, at the ratio of 16 
tolin gold, or at any other ratio, and 
clothed with the authority of law, it has 
never failed to ba on a par with gold in its 
purchasing and its debt-paying power. 

“The coinage act of 1837 proved itself a 
wise and safe measure, and I believe that 
its re-enactment now would be an excellent 
thing. I care but little for the attitude of 
forcvign nations on this subject. We are 
not subject to their dictation, and for their 
disapproval we may compensate ourselves 
with the approval of our own people.” 

Senator Voorhees also announced him- 
selfin favor of the amendment of the 
rules of the senate to provide for 
cloture and against further effort at tariff 
legislation at the present time.

Three Councilmen. 


Recount for Mayor and 


Completed But No Change Expected. 


The Board of Registrars have reached 
the last ward in the recount of the votes of 
Mayor and Councilmen-at-large, but were 
enjoying dinner at City Hall when the 
DaiLy LEDGER went to press and the 
full result cannot be given in this edition. 

Mayor Hodges majority still stands at 28 
and that is where it is likely to remain. 

The standing of the Councilmen at large 
is unknown by the recount, as the Regis 
trars have not made a fiaal summary of 
Ward Three, Four, Five or Six. 

In most every ward some changes have 
been made, and Mr. Johnson is known to 
have lost some and Mr. Anderson has 
gained. How they balance is a mystery. 


The Registrars of Voters worked all day 
Wednesday on the recount, and at 6 
o'clock had completed taree wards, at 
which time they adjourned until this 
morning. 

In the three wards counted the only 
change in the Mayor’s vote was in Ward 
One, which as noted in Wednesday’s Lep- 
GER, reduced the majority of Mr. Hodges 
by two.

Right in the very business portion of 
Ward Four, and not more than fifty yards 
from the Willard school house, stands a 
large business structure, known as Far- 


num’s Block. On the ground floor are} 


three stores, one used for the sale of con- 
fectionery, cigars, etc., another as a public 
restaurant, and the third as a laundry. 
The second floor contains a number of 
sleeping apartments, the third floor is 
used as a public hall, while the basement 


is fitted with a steam-engine and machinery | 
for the manufacture of ice cream in the| 


summer time. In this basement are stored 
vegetables and other things for the use of 
the restaurant above. Everyone wil! see 
that itis avery public place and that a 
great many persons frequent the building 
every day. 

In a place of this description, and with 


diphtheria raging around us, rendering | 


necessary the closing and disinfecting of 
public schools, absolute cleanliness should 


prevail. But what do we find ? 


A visit to the basement reveals a horri- | 


yle sight. The floor is flooded to the 
depth of a foot with sewage from an ad- 
jacent cesspool, impregnating the atmos- 
phere with disease-breeding germs, and 
rendering the building an untit habitation 
for any human being. 

The residents of Quincy will be sur- 


prised to learn that this condition of} 


affairs bas existed for months. It is a 
wonder that an epidemic has not broken 
out and swept away half of our popula- 
tion. 

Appeals have been made to the agents 


of the building, to the inspector and other | 


members of the Board of Health, and, on 
two oceasions to Mayor Hodges. This is 
the second time it has been noticed by the 
LEDGER, and, we trust in the interest of 
decency and good health that something 


will be done immediately to remove this | 


nuisance from our midst. 

No one appears to know by whose au- 
thority the place can be purified and, if the 
above named officials are powerless to ef- 
fect a change in the sanitary conditions of 
the place, we would like to be informed to 
whom we can next appeal.

TO EMPLOY COUNSEL. 


The Last of the Beer Episode in Ward 
Two is Not Yet. 

The Republican Committee are deter- 
mined to probe the charges that have been 
laid at their door, that they were respon- 
sible for the beer that was furnished 
in several of the wards of the city at the 
recent municipal election. At a meeting 
held Wednesday evening, the matter was 
discussed at length, after which the com- 
mittee instructed President Fairbanks to 
proceed in the matter and employ the 
necessary counsel. 


ComMMENT {ON the ‘greater Boston’’ 
plan or the federation scheme is hardly 
necessary, as neither will amount to much 
this year or next. Metropolitan commis- 
sions created from time to time by the 
Legislature can secure joint action on 
sewers, parks, water, etc., as is found 
desirable. They have done much in this 
direction already, but somehow the towns 
south of Boston have not been favored 
like those onthe north. The latter are in 
a Metropolitan sewerage district while 
Quincy is not only out in the cold but her 
shores have to take the sewage of those 
favored. 

Why is not Quincy included in the 
sewerage district, as well as Milton, Hyde 
Park, Brookline, Newton, Watertown, 
Waltham, Belmont, Cambridge, Somerville, 
Arlington, Medford, Everett, Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Malden, Melrose, Stoneham, 
Winchester and Woburn ? 

But we are in one Metropolitan district, 
that of parks. The help of Quincy was 
wanted to pay for the expensive reserva- 
tions. 

The greater Boston plan should be an- 
nexation or no annexation. At present 
annexation does not seem desirable, and it 
would be better to wait until such time as 
it is.

How the Custom of Decorating a Spruce 
Has Spread to All Christian Nations—A 
Legend of Martin Luther—Memories of 
Tiny Tapers and Sweet Surprises. 


One may read in the folklore of the 
Rhine district of a mysterious tree that 
blooms only on the night before Christ- 
mas, and the old myth assures us we 
have only to go to a certain spot to find 
it all to be true. As the first authentic 
accounts of a Christmas gift tree are in 
the annals of this same Rhine neighbor- 
hood, may we not believe that the holy 
mystery supposed to be concealed in the 
blossoming tree was commemorated and 
perpetuated in the decoration of the 
Christmas spruce? At all events, it is 
in historical records of Strasburg from. 
the year 1605 we first read of a real 
Christmas tree. The man who has left 
the record writes: 

“During the Christmas holidays a 
spruce is set up in Strasburg homes, on 
which are hung horses of many colored 
paper, apples, consecrated wafers, clay 
cuckoos, sugar,’’ eto. 

The use of the tree spread very slow- 
ly during the 200 years following, and 
we next read of it in 1646 in a theolog- 
ical work called ‘‘Milk of the Cate- 
chism.’’ This time it is not mentioned 
lovingly, but the author inveighs 
against its use in the home in these 
words: 

‘“*Among other frivolities with which 
more than with God’s word the holy 
days are celebrated the Christmas spruce 
is found, which is set up in the houses 
and decorated with puppets and sweet 
things. Finally one shakes it, and so 
its blossoms fall. Whence comes this 
custom I know not. The whole thing is 
child’s play. Better would it be if one 
allowed the children to keep holy day 
around that spiritual cedar tree, Christ 
Jesus.’’ 

Next we hear of it from the stand- 
point of the jurist in 1737. In a very 
learned treatise ‘‘On the Gifts Bestowed 
on Our Redeemer’s Birthday”? a jurist 
striving for position of docent at Wit- 
tenberg speaks of the candle decked 
Christmas tree, under whose boughs the

tree was more frequently mentioned, 
and it was even the great Goethe who 
introduced it to the literary world in 
his ‘‘Sorrows of Werther.’? Goethe 
first saw a Christmas tree in 1765, when 
he was 16 years old, at the house of 
Theodor Korner’s grandmother. He 
says, ‘‘It was hung with all kinds of 
sweets, mangers holding the Christ 
child, the Virgin Mary and Joseph 
standing beside the oxen, asses and 
lambs. ’’ 

Do you remember Werther’s visit to 
Lotte on the Sunday before Christmas, 
when he finds her alone, preparing 
packages of presents for her small 
brothers and sisters? Just as he, suspect- 
ing nothing, pours ont his ecstasy over 
their friendship the door suddenly 
opens, and the Christmas tree bursts on 
his view, with its glimmering wax can- 
dles, its cakes and apples. 

Germany’s other idol, Schiller, does 
not himself write of any Christmas tree, 
but in a work by a friend of his we 
learn that at Christams time, 1789, he 
became betrothed to Lotte von Lenge- 
feld and withdrew from an engage- 
ment to ‘‘pass the holidays under the 
Christmas tree’’ with a family in Jena 
in order to be with her. 

The following Christmas he and his 
wife Lotte stood beneath a ‘brightly 
glowing tree’’ in their own home. 

The first time the Christmas tree was 
enshrined in verse was in 1805, just 
200 years from its first historic mention- 
From that year the custom of decorat- 
ing a spruce at Christmas spread rapid. 
ly all over Germany until about 1830 it 
went over the border into France and 
was introduced in 1840 by Helen, duch- 
ess of Orleans, into the Tuileries, 
Now over 40,000 trees are decorated 
annually in France. The French people 
observe the custom with all their char- 
acteristic enthusiasm and warm piety. 
They have a very pretty way of protect- 
ing the roots of the tree and planting 
it again after the holidays are over. 

The Christmas tree found its way into 
England through Prince Albert soon aft- 
er his betrothal to Queen Victoria, A pe- 
culiar English custom is that of passing 
& small tree round the table after the 
Christmas dinner, from which each per- 
son plucks the gift previously placed 
there for him or her. 

Nor are these the only countries to 
follow the Germans in their Christmas 
festivaL In Italy, the Netherlands, 
Russia and Scandinavia the little ones 
are made happy by the blooming of the 
Christmas tree. Indeed an old German 
legend ascribes the origin of the custom 
to Sweden, whence it was introduced 
into Germany at the time of the Thirty 
Years’ war. But this is only legendary 
and has no more claim to our beliof 
than that other legend of Martin Lnu- 
ther taking a forest tree into his house 
and decking it with numerous lights to 
ssaholing the glory of the starlit heay- 

In our own country the history o 
Christmas tree igs young, and pfs 
many foreigners think the only kind 
we have ever seen is one from which 
the poetic sentiment is fled, one made 
of iron and lighted by the pressing of a 
button with gas or electricity, we, who 
have our delightful memories of trim- 
ming the fragrant evergreen, of helping 
it blossom and bear fruit full of sweet 
surprises, and who have lighted the 
tiny tapers amid much merriment, not 
unmingled with tender awe at the 
thought of the Starlight whose rays 
have beamed upon us since that first 
Christmas long ago—we can testify to 
the beauty, the poetry, the warm glow- 
ing love, surrounding our Christmas 
tree, which blooms perennial in our 
hearts long years after the mystery cv.

Let us push 
him once for all ‘‘down the back entry 
of time’’ and have a little rest. 

I do not believe that these facts, 
many of them doubtful; these quota- 
tions; these gentle lessons, so many, 
many times exhumed and reprinted, 
are even read through by any one. Why 
feel obliged to follow on in the same old 
path?

Studs, Napkin Ring, Coods ment of Bland’s determination to devote 


the few months that remain of his con- 
gressional career to an effort to get a bill 
from the coinage committee providing for 
free and unlimited coinage of silver has 
had a disturbing influence on those Dem- 
ocrats who fayor and hope to pass Car- 
lisle’s reform bill. 

They fear that Bland and the extreme 
silverites will join with the Republicans 
and others who are opposed to Carlisle's 
scheme and defeat its passage before the 
holidays. Bland has thus far refused to 
disclose his views concerning the bill. He 
proposes to wait until he ascertains the 
exact provisions of the one that he pressed. 

The membership on the coinage com- 
mittee consists of 17, of whom nine are 
known to be in favor of the free coinage 
of silver. It is a singular fact that during 
the last session, whenever it was known 
that free silver was marked for considera- 
tion, one or more of the silver men failed 
to appear, and taking advantage of their 
absence, the opposition would resort to 
dilatory tactics and thus prevent action. 

It looks very much as if the sgme expe- 
rience will attend the meetings of the 
committee at this session. It is doubtless 
true that free coinage is numerically as 
strong in both branches as at any time 
within the last two years, but no one 
familiar with existing conditions will 
agree with Bland in his declaration that 
the chances of passing a free coinage bill 
are better now than they have heretofore 
been. 

Even if a bill could be gotten through 
both houses it would encounter a prompt 
executive veto. Hence there are many 
Democrats who do not believe in wasting 
the time of congress in contention over 
this question when it is impossible to ac- 
complish any satisfactory results. 

Our Foreign Affairs. 

The house committee on foreign affairs 
yesterday passed the resolution of Represen- 
tative Blair of New Hampshire, calling on 
the president for information as to what 
steps had been taken by thiscountry toward 
mediating in the war between China and 
Japan. 

A general understanding was reached 
that full information would be furnished 
during the coming month. The Blair res- 
olution will not be reported to the house 
for a week, as it was feared it might have 
a tendency to complicate the consideration 
of the Japanese treaty in the senate. 

The committee also urged unanimously 
the resolution of Representative Hitt of 
Illinois, asking for information as to the 
proposed payment of $425,000 as a result 
of the Behring sea trouble. 

Some Power Has Interfered, 

Considerable surprise is manifested here 
at the failure of the Chinese government 
to appoint an ambassador to conduct peace 
negotiations with Japan. 

The latter part of last week the state de- 
partiment received word from Minister 
Denby at Pekin that the Chinese goyern- 
ment would immediately make the ap- 
pointment, the preliminary arrangements 
for which had been conducted by the

Japanese or Chinese legation here, the be- 
lief is expressed jn some circles that a 
hitch of some kind has occurred tending 
to interfere in the appointment of the 
ambassador, 

It is suggested that some of the foreign 
influence so effective in China affairs has 
made itself felt with that government, 
and has succeeded in stiffening somewhat 
its attitude respecting the peace negoti- 
ations and caused it to hestitate about 
making an appointment. 

Congressional Doings. 

The house passed three appropriation 
bills—the urgent deficiency, fortifications 
and Military academy—and made fair 
progress on the pension bill. Mr. Cockran 
secured & record-making vote on the ap- 
propriation for the collection of the in- 
come tax by moving to recommit the bill, 
with instructions to strike it out, but his 
motion was defeated by 120 majority, the 
vote standing 49 to 169. 

The fortification bill passed carries $1,- 
879,057, which is $5,475,646 less than the es- 
timates, and the Military academy $497,- 
678, which is $127,372 less than the esti- 
mates. The pension bill, which today is 
being devoted to, carries $141,381,570, which 
is $200.000 less than the estimates and #10, - 
200,000 less than the appropriation for the 
current fiscal year 

The senate adjourned until next Mon- 
day. Practically all the time of the ses- 
sion yesterday was consumed in the dis- 
cussion of the bill to establish a national 
university at Washington and the Nicar- 
aguan canal bill. Senators Huntun of 
Virginia and Vilas of Wisconsin ad- 
dressed the senate in support of the 
former and Mr. Morgan practically con- 
cluded his speech on the latter. During 
the day he asked the senate that unani- 
mous consent be given, fixing a time fora 
vote on the bill, but this was refused.

WHILEWAY LINES 


Will Be Follewed by Newfoundland’s New 
Cabinet—Financial Conditions. 

Sr. Joun’s, N. F., Dec. 14.—The new 
government has assumed office, with Mr. 
Green as prime minister and attorney gen- 
eral. It is understood that the policy of 
the government will be on the lines of the 
previous Whiteway ministry. The feeling 
among the most intelligent people here is 
that the colony should accept the British 
government's suggestion of a royal com- 
mission to put the country’s finances on a 
firm basis. : 

‘’he rumor is reiterated to the effect that 
an appeal had been made to the imperial 
government for assistance. 

The local banks keep closed. No state- 
ment as to their liabilities has yet been 
published. A committee of the share- 
holders of each bank has waited upon the 
directors and asked for statements of the 
banks’ condition. The committees were 
informed that statements could not be 
completed before another week. 

Meanwhile the facts obtainable show 
that the banks are in an extremely bad 
condition, and especially the Commercial 
bank. 

Hon. Moses Monroe has issued an ap- 
peal to the shareholders of the banks and 
business people generally, asking them to 
combine, in the hope of securing an im- 
provement in the financial condition. 

He urged that experts from Canada be 
obtained to investigate the banks’ esti- 
mate of what it is possible to advance on 
the assets, so as to enable trade to face its 
pressing needs, and then endeavor to ob- 
tain help from a syndicate of banks to re- 
construct the whole financial fabric, as in 
the Baring liquidation. 


Labor Resolutions. 

DENVER, Dec. M.—At the cosvention of 
the American Federation of Labor yester- 
day a spirited discussion was precip- 
itated by a favorable report on the 
resolution asking congress to pass a 
law making it an offense, punish- 
able by fine and imprisonment, for any 
employer to employ, during a strike or 
lockout of his employes, aliens who have 
resided in this country less than one year 
who have notexpressed an intention of 
becoming American citizens. A substi- 
tute was offered that the resolution be 
referred to the incoming executive coun- 
cil, with instructions to secure legal ad- 
vice regarding such law if passed. A reso- 


lution against land monopoly was 
adopted.

RUSSIA'S HAND SEEN 


In Connection With Troubles Between 
Armenians and Turks. 


AN AMBASSADOR AT WASHINGTON 


Said to Be Engaged In Keeping 
Up the Strife. 


LEXINGTON, Mass., Dec. 8.—Dr. Cyrus 
Hamlin of this town, whose article in The 
Congregationalist on the Armenian trou- 
bles » year ago has been translated by the 
Turkish government and sent out to the 
European powers as a defense for the re 
cent atrocities committed upon the Ar- 
menians by the Moslems, was seen yester- 
day by a reporter. 

Dr. Hamlin was for years a missionary 
in Turkey, and knows something of the 
temper of the ‘Turks regarding Christians. 
He had aseven years’ contest with the 
Turkish authorities before he succeeded 
in having the famous Roberts college 
built in Constantinople. 

He said: “I'he Turks are capable of being 
incited to atrocious acts upon the intense 
Mahomedan feeling. They are capable 
of religious excitement that would lead 
them to the most horrible extent, without 
fearofarevolution. The danger is that 
the populace would become excited, and 
that the Armenians would be destroyei 
by amob. That has been my fear. 

“At the sametimeI have always said 
that the revolutionary movement is of 
Russian origin. Russian gold and craft 
govern it. ‘That is my opinion still. 

Revolution Impossible. 

“The Armenians are so scattered in 
Turkey that the very idea of a revolution 
on their part is absurd. The Turkish pop- 
ulation has been growing unfriendly to 
the Armenians for the past three or four 
years on account of their comparative 
prosperity. 

“The lurkish government is wholly in 
excusable for these atrocities. It has been 
published in the newspaper reports that 
word was sent from Constantinople to 
subdue the rebellion. It would be just as 
reasonable to guard the wolves of Kurdis- 
tan from the attacks of the lambs from 
the plains. ‘The Turkish government 
shows that it knows the weakuess of its 
position by its frantic efforts to hide the 
truth from Europe. 

“I have a strong suspicion that Navaro 
Yeni, the Turkish ambassador at Wash- 
ington, isin league with Russia. Heisa 
Greek. He belongs to the Greek church, 
and he isin natural league with Russia. 
I cannot see why the Turks have sent a 
Greek to represent them in America. 

Yeni’s Claims Kefuted. 

“Yeni has reported to the Turkish gov- 
ernment thut the Armenians in America 
are sending all arms through Persia into 
Turkey for revolutionary purposes. That 
is nonsense to anybody that knows any- 
thing about the matter. I venture to say 
that there has never been a rifle or apound 
ofammunition sent into Turkey by the 
revolutionists of America. The whole 
idea of the thing from the Russian view 
is to give a good occasion for Russia’s 
marching into the country and taking 
control. 

“Tam strongly opposed to Russia's go- 
ing in, for her government will be much 
worse than the government of Turkey, if 
you only set assassinations aside. 
will deprive the Armenians of their lan- 
guage on the Pan-Slavistic system.

Misrepresented by Turks, 

“I am profoundly disappointed at the 
folly and the wickedness of the Turkish 
government. And it’s using what I have 
written for purposes for which it 
never designed is exactly oppused to my 
views. That evident to people who 
read the whole article. You may depend

that the Turkish government has not pro- 


duced it in full. 

“The government can never 
exculpate itself from these atrocities by 
reference to uny proposed revolution by 
the Armenians. The Armenians are, per

the Musleins, armed and accustomed to | 
arms. Now, isn’tsuch a revolution an

“IT had hoped that in the present horrors 
the published report had been greatiy ex- 
aggerated, but later advices only seem to 
show a greater degree of barbarity. ‘The 
Turkish government has sent a commis- 
sion to investigate the affair, and at the 
head is a shah. who is known to be an en- 
emy of the Armenians.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The gold reserve 
yesterday took another downward plunge 
by the withdrawal of $4,875,000, leaving 
the net reserve at the close of business 
$96,341,884, or $3,658,116 below the $100,00v,- 
000 limit. 

Assistant Secretary Curtis, in speaking 
of the situation, thought that the heavy 
demand for gold during the last week was 
to meet dividend and other payments 
falling due on Jan. 1 of each year. Dur- 
ing the first two weeks of each December | 
sterling exchange always advanced, and 
very often to the shipping point, as is the 
case at present. 

After this week, Mr. Curtis thought the 
exportations of gold would materially de- 
crease, if they did not cease altogether. Of 
course, it Wasa matter of serious regret 
that our monetary system was such as to 
permit these withdrawals against our will, 
but, until congress took the matter in 
hand, nuthing could be done except to 
hand out the gold whenever demanded 

Carlisle's Bill May Fail. 

Secretary Carlisle, having been assured 
by his Democratic friends on the banking 
and currency committee and in the house 
that his currency reform measure would 
pass that body, is devoting all his spare time 
among his friends in the senate.

Months were spent by Robertson in the 
eorrectional institutions of this county, 
until life with him became a burden, and 
Mrs. Robertson finally resolved upon a 
divorce.

He went to his wife's house, demanded 
food and money.

Editerial Comment. 


THE STABBING affair as South Quin- 
cy only shows that there are growing up in 
our midst a crowd of boys, who if not 
checked in their present career will some 
day help to swell the number who fill the 
State prisons of the country. 

During the past year there have been a 
number of these young boys arraigned in 
court, and their crimes seem to form a 
kind of step ladder, running through the 
various stages such as being a stubborn 
child, larceny, setting fires, and the top 
round, bas been reached, by perhaps a 
murder. Is it any wonder then that parents 
should ponder and say, ‘‘ What shall we 
do with our boys ?”’ Itis a serious ques- 
tion and one that should be carefully con- 
sidered. 

Parents now-a-days are altogether too 
easy with their boys. In many cases they 
are allowed as much freedom as though 
they were of age, and the companionship 
into which they have been thrown nightly 
while on the streets has done much to 
bring about this change, for it is no uncom- 
mon thing to see even the smallest of boys 
puffing a cigarette, and to hear them utter 
oaths at the least provocation that would 
make an ordinary man blush. Yet these 
things are apparently allowed to go on 
without the least effort to check. 

Anyone who is about the Centre can tell 
you about a young boy not over 10 or 12 
years of age, who should be taken care of. 
He is a boy, who, instead of being at 
school, is roaming about the streets, loaf- 
ing in different places and riding on teams, 
singing songs of an obscene nature toa 
crowd of men who give their encourage- 
ment by contributing a few coppers, which 
the next moment find their way into the 
money drawers in our stores in exchange 
for tobacco or cigarettes, notwithstanding 
the 16-year law. This being so, is there 
any wonder that in all seriousness the 
question is asked: ‘* What shall we do 
with our boys ?”

THE LEADER GETS SIX MONTHS 


While The Others Will Serve 


but Half That Time. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Eugene V. Debs was 
found guilty of contempt by Judge Woods. 
Debs was sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment and the rest of the defendants 
to three months in jail, with the exception 
of McVean, whose sentence was sus 
pended. 

Attorney Darrow, representing the de- 
fendants, asked that his clients might re- 
tire for a consultation regarding what 


they should say, and after a brief recess 


the strike leaders filed back into court, 
ranging themselves before the bench. 


Attorney Darrow, speaking for them, ad- 
vised the court that Director McVean, one 


of the defendants, was out of the city dur- 
ing the strike. A lengthy argument be- 


tween attorneys followed over the proposi- 


tion to discriminate in McVean’s favor, 


which the court terminated by suspending 


sentence on McVean. 


EUGENE V. DEBS, 


In sentencing the other defendants, 


Judge Woods said punishment should be 


neither vindictive nor trivial. 

These men were in willful contempt, 
These men were the leaders of lawbreak- 
ers, and are responsible as leaders. Ignor- 
ant men who followed have been pun- 
ished. Mr. Debs is more responsible than 
any other. He is aman of marked ability 
and power over men. I feel constrained 
to discriminate between him and the 
others. The punishment against all de- 
fendants except Debs is three months in 
jail, and against Debs six months. 

The defendants did not appear_particu- 
larly crushed at the punishment. Debs 
bowed his tall, gaunt form, and whispered 
a few words to his sister, who sat near, 
and they both laughed heartily. Howard 
and Hogan exchanged smiling glanzes, 
and Keliher grasped his attorney’s hand 
and appeared to offer congratulations. It 
was evidentthat all had expected more 
severe sentences, and all wore a look of re- 
lief. 

Debs drew his people together and in- 
structed them to say nothing for publica= 
tion, setting them an example by refusing 
to discuss the case at all. After the mur- 
mur of excitement had subsided, the 
court announced that the punishment was 
not to take effect for 10 days, in which 
time the defendants’ attorney will prepare 
an appeal. 

The prospective prisoners, after a short 
consultation with their attorneys, left the 
courtroom. 

The defendants, with their official posi- 
tions in the American Kailway union, 
are President Debs, Vice President How- 
ard, Secretary Keliher, Treasurer Rogers, 
and Directors Burns, Elliott, Mc Vean, 
Hogan and Goodwin 

History of the Case. 

As one issue of the great Chicago Strike, 
a federal writ was issued on by 
United States Judges Grosscup and 
Woods, at Chicago, enjoining President 
Debs and others of the American Railway 
union from any interference or inciting of 
interference with trains carrying mails or 
engaged in commerce between state 8. 

On July 10 President Debs, Vice Presi- 
dent Howard and other officials of the 
Americany Railway union were arrested 
and arraigned be the United States 
commissioner on the charge of obstructing 
the United States mails and hindering the 
execution of the United States laws. 

The arrests followed a vigorous charge 
to the federal grand jury by Judge Gross 
cup and an indictinent by the grand jury 
for conspiracy against the the 
United States. lt was as a defiant re- 
sponse to this action that an order to quit 
work was issued by the two great lavor 
organizations as soon as the arrests 
made known. 

On July 19 the federal grand jury found 
indictments for contempt of court against 
43 individuals, among them being Debs, 
Howard and all the board of directors of 
the A. RK. U. ‘l'hey were arrested the next 
morning. They refused bail, and remained 
in jail until Sept. 25, after two postpone- 
ments of trial. when they were put on trial 
for contempt of court in violating the in- 
junction issued July 2 by Judges Woods 
and Grosscup. 

The question involved was 
courts shall assume the function of in- 
flicting summary punishment without 
jury trial for acts punishable by ordinary 
criminal proceedings.” The result of that 
trial is now evident in the dispatch above 
The result. of this great strike has not 
been without its obvious lessons as_ to the 
supremacy of the law.

GUILTY OF CONTEMPT 


Debs and His Associates Sentenced 


QUINCY DAILY LEDGER, SATURDAY, DECEMBER a 


CREEDEN’S CONG HOSON 


Caused a Decidedly Unensy Feeling 


In Gotham Police Circles. 

New York, Dee. 15.—Police Captain T. 
J. Creeden confessed before the Lexow 
committee that he had paid $15,000 to se- 
cure his captaincy. A few hours later he 
was suspended from the force by the 
board of police commissioners on recom- 
mendation of Superintendent Byrnes, who 
was instructed to prepare charges against 
him. 

The Lexow committee had agreed that 
Creeden should be granted indemnity 
from punishment for his purchase of the 
captaincy, and when the action of the 
police commissioners became known, they, 
as wellas Superintendent Byrnes, were 
subpcenaed to appear before the investi- 
gating body of the senate. 

Captain Creeden’s confession was the 
biggest sensation yet brought forth by the 
Lexow committee. ‘The startling facts 
essentially interwoven with this sensa- 
tional expose affix the taint of dishonor 
and corruption upon men who have held 
some of the most responsible offices in the 
gift of the community. 

The affair not only involves and im- 
plicates men who have filled some of tne 
most important positions in the police de- 
partment, but verifies and corroborates 
the gravest charges of official corruption 
that were ever prefcrred against the con- 
stabulary of New Yort city. 

The inquisitorial senators have almost 
reached the climax of their investigating 
labors. But public censure is not heaped 
on Creeden’s head. It falls on those who 
are supposed to have induced him to enter 
into the deal. 

Captain Creeden had served in the local 
police department for 380 years with honor 
and distinction. Heis a war-scarred vet- 
eran, whose record shows that he has 
been in 23 engagements of the civil war. 
In all his 30 years of police service, he was 
fined only six days’ pay for trivial and 
minor derelictions, and the captuin’s one 
fault was forgotten by the popular mind 
in sympathy for his present trying posi- 
sition and respect for his past deeds. 

Richard Croker has been invited to ap- 
pear before the committee and deny the 
charges made against him. In an inter- 
view, Croker was uniformly ailent. “I 
have nothing to say to this,’’ was the 
only reply he made to all inquiries.

During the past year there have been a 
number of these young boys arraigned in 
court, and their crimes seem to form a 
kind of step ladder, running through the 
various stages such as being a stubborn 
child, larceny, setting fires, and the top 
round, bas béen reached, by perhaps a 
murder. Is it any wonder then that parents 
should ponder and say, ‘‘ What shall we 
do with our boys ?”’ Itis a serious ques- 
tion and one that should be carefully con- 
sidered. 

Parents now-a-days are altogether too 
easy with their boys. In many cases they 
are allowed as much freedom as though 
they were of age, and the companionship 
into which they have been thrown nightly 
while on the streets has done much to 
bring about this change, for it is no uncom- 
mon thing to see even the smallest of boys 
puffing a cigarette, and to hear them ntter 
oaths at the least provocation that would 
make an ordinary man blush, Yet these 
things are apparently allowed to go on 
without the least effort to check. 

Anyone who is about the Centre can tell 
you about a young boy not over 10 or 12 
years of age, who should be taken care of. 
He is a boy, who, instead of being at 
school, is roaming about the streets, loaf- 
ing in different places and riding on teams, 
singing songs of an obscene nature toa 
crowd of men who give their encourage- 
ment by contributing a few coppers, which 
the next moment find their way into the 
money drawers in our stores in exchange 
for tobacco or cigarettes, notwithstanding 
the 16-year law. This being so, is there 
any wonder that in all seriousness the 
question is asked: ‘* What shall we do 
with our boys ?”’

CHRISTMAS MIRACLE. 


Once upon a time—it was so long ago 
that everybody has forgotten the date— 
there was a little boy named Wolff. 
| He was 7 years old. He had neither 
father nor mother and was left to the 
care of an old aunt, who was so cold 
hearted that she never embraced her 
nephew except on New Year’s day and 
‘was so pennrious that she heaved a deep 
sigh every time she served him to a 
dish of soup. Thé poor little fellow was 
naturally so good that he loved the old 
dame, only he had such a dreadful fear 
of her that he could not look at her 
without trembling.

succeed in her famous sweet dishes. 

And then the pupils also talked of 
what the Christ cbild would bring 
them, what he would put in their 
shoes, which all would take care to 
leave at the fireplace before going to 
bed. 

In the eyes of all sparkled the antici- 
pation of joy. They thought of the pa- 
per roses, the bags of nuts, the trumpets 
and drums, the laden soldiers arranged 
in battalions, menageries smelling of 
the varnished wood and purple puppets 
that could tumble and jump. 

Little Wolff knew very well from ex- 
perience that his old avaricious aunt 
would have him go to bed without any 
supper, but innocently he hoped that 
the Christ child would not forget him, 
for had he not been all the year as good 
and hardworking as possible?

INDUSTRIAL SITUATION REVIEWED. 


Condense2d Report of Canada’s 
Trade Conditions. 


New Yorks, Dee. 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.’ 
Review of Trade is enabled by the kind- 
nesg of several thousand manufacturers 


payrolls for November of this year, in 1593 | 


and in 1892, to make a very encouraging 

comparison of earnings for that month, 
} which shows an increase of total payments 
| of 15.2 per cent over last year, buta de- 
| crease of 18.3 per cent in comparison with 
1892. 

The accompanying statement of hands 
employed shows that in the same estab- 
lishments 10.2 per cent more persons were 
empyed than a year ago, but 8.6 per 
cent less than 1892. The average of earn- 
ings for over 250,000 hands is 4per cent 
larger than 1893, but 14}¢ per cent less 
than in 1892, and this statement takes no 
account of hours of workin the months 
compared orof the establishments not 
working at all this year. In some of the 
industries more hands are at work than 
in 1892, but in others the decrease is large. 
With the other statements which are now 
being received daily, a more exact com- 
parison will be possible. 

Review of Manufactures. 

The detailed reports regarding the chief 
industries are not altogether encouraging. 
The iron output increased during the 
month of November, and was 168,762 tons 
weekly Dec. 1, against 162,666 Nov. 1, but 
the increase in stocks unsold was 50,149 
tons, Which averages 11,700 tons a week, 
indicating that the increase in production 
during the month of November was not 
| supported by the demand for products. 
| Accordingly, prices have been declining. 

In boots and shoes the shipments con- 
| tinue to exceed those of last year, being 
185,899 cases for two weeks of December, 
| against 93,592 last year, New orders are 
| coming in fairly, but the endeavor of the 

manufacturers to obtain a slight advance 
in prices has caused hesitation, and in 
some quarters reduction or cancellation of 
orders. 
| The textile manufactures are on the 
| whole weaker, although sales of wool for 
| the past week, in part for speculative pur- 
poses, have been larger than one year or 
two years ago, and for two weeks of De- 
cember have been 9,610,200 pounds, against 
7,857,200 last year, and 10,628,500 in Ls¥z. 
Movements of Wheat. 

Wheat stocks in the United States have

J. Creeden confessed before the Lexow 
committee that he had paid $15,000 to se 
cure his captaincy.

History of the Case, 

As one issue of the great Chicago strike, 
a federal writ was issued on July 2, by 
United States Judges Grosscup and 
Woods, at Chicago, enjoining President 
Debs and others of the American Railway 
union from any interference or Inciting of 
interference with trains carrying mails or 
engaged in commerce between states 

On July 10 President Debs, Vice Presi- 


dent Howard and other officials of the 
American Railway union were arrested 
and arraigned before the United States 


commissioner on the charge of obstructing 
the United States mails and hindering the 
execution of the United State 

The arrests followed a vigorous charge 
to the federal grand jury by Judge Gross 
cup and an indictment by the grand jury 
for against the laws of the 
United States. lt was as a defiant re- 
sponse to this action that an order to quit 
work was issued by the two great lavor 
organizations as soon as the arrests 
made known. 

On July 19 the federal grand jury found 
indictments for contempt of court against 
43 individuals, among them being Debs, 
Howard and all the board of directors of 
the A. R. U. They were arrested the next 
morning. They refused bail, and remained 
in jail until Sept. 25, after two postpone- 
ments of trial, when they were put on trial 
for contempt of court in violating the in- 
j junction issued July 2 by Judges Woods 
and Grosscup.

Nesurrected if Germany Perstata 
in Her Discrimivations. 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 17.—In 
Gisinclination of congress te take up the 
sugar schedules of the tariff act, and the 
consequent improbability of any action as 
was recommended by the president look- 
ing to the repeal of the duty of one-tenth 
of one cent on sugar produced under the 
bounty system, the future action of the 
German government is being awaited 
with some apprehension here 

The speech of the German chancellor in 
the reichstag, in which he made astrong 
point of the discrimination imposed by the 
United States toward German sugar, is 
believed to indicate a strengthening of the 
policy which the government has ad: ted 
directed to the exclusion or severe restric 
tion upon American products sought to be 
luported into Germany. 

At present Mr. Runyon is working hard 
60 Secure an amelioration of the rigid or- 
ders of exclusion in the case of American 
cattle, and Secretary Gresham is in al- 
most daily consultation with the German 
minister here upop the same subject, as 
well as upon that of cottonseed oil, which 
has just suffered a severe blow from the 
increase of the linport tax to 206 per cent, 
practically exclusive. 

Up to this time no appreciable degree of 
success has attended these efforts of our

(lS FATE IN DOUBT. 


Carlisle's Currency Bill Will Meet 
With Stormy Opposition. 


THE STATE BANK PROVISION 


Will Lead to a Test of the 
Strength of the Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—It is learned 
that quite a number of Democrats are not 
disposed to allow the new currency scheme 
to be rushed through the house without 
thorough investigation. They think that 
ample time should be allowed for the con- 
sideration of a measure which proposes to 
reconstruct the entire banking system of 
the country. 

Chairman Springer only secured a bare 
majority to report it to the house. There 
are at least two Democratic members of 
the committee who believe that the bill 
should be amended in several particulars. 
The vote, it is understood, does not bind 
members of the committee touching their 
action in the house when the bill shall be 
taken up for consideration. 

It is customary when a bill is favorably 
reported for the majority which directed 
the report to stand by the action of the 
committee and resist all material amend- 
ments offered, butin this case the rule 
will be suspended and any member is at 
liberty to offer amendments in the house 
and to vote against the final passage of 
the bill if he should so desire. 

There is a strong desire on the part of 
the majority to pass the bill before holiday 
adjournment. Secretary Carlisle thinks 
it very important that the measure should 
be disposed of by the end of this week 

The time proposed for debate is regarded 
asample, in view of the important and 
valuable testimony taken last week and 
which will be printed in time to be avuil- 
able in the coming debate. 

Many Amendments Ready. 


There are a large number of amend- 
ments prepared, which will be offered at 
the proper time, and when they are in or 
der. The first, which is the most impor- 
tant, will be to strike ont the state-bank 
provision. This will receive nearly the 
solid Republican vote, and the vote of a 
number of Democrats; in fact, it will be 
the test of the strength of the bill. 

Another will be an authorization to the 
secretary of the treasury to issue a suffi- 
cient amount of low-interest bonds to re- 
deem the outstanding greenbacks and 
treasury notes of 1890 which are now so 
great a source of trouble to the treasury, 
as they are used in depleting it of its sup 
ply of gold. It is understood that the ad- 
ministration approves of this latter amend 
ment,

« dog, and as Antisthenes was of rough, 
shappish manners his followers came to 
be called dogs, and Diogenes, the most 
celebrated of them, appears to have been 
proud of the name. 

Diogenes was born about 412 B. C.

| After he became a philosopher he went | 


ote poorly clad, with a wallet in

which he put any food that was given 
him, and carrying a rough stick in his 
hand. He slept wherever he could find 
shelter; but, discovering a large cask or 
tub, he made that his dwelling place. 
He was very popular with the Athe- 
nians of every rank, constantly making 
witty or sharp remarks to them. Many 
stories, accepted by some historians and 
ridiculed by others, are told of Dioge- 
nes. One bright sunshiny day he ap- 
peared in the streets carrying a lighted 
lantern and peering into the face of ev- 
ery one he met, and on being asked why 
he did so he replied that he was ‘‘look- 
ing for an honest man.”’ 

Another time he was eating his div- 
ner in the market place when the peo- 
ple surrounded him, calling out ‘‘Dog, 
dog!’’ ‘*‘It is you who are dogs,’’ said 
he, ‘‘standing around me when I am at 
dinner.’’ On being reproached afterward 
for eating there he replied, ‘‘But it was 
in the market place that I was hungry."’ 

When asked what advantage he deriv- 
ed from philosophy, he answered, ‘‘At 
least I am prepared for every kind of 
fortune.’’ And when any one inquired 
of what country he was he used to say, 
“‘T am a citizen of the world.’’ 

A famous interview between him and 
Alexander the Great is said to have tak- 
en place at Corinth: 

“IT am Alexander the Great,’’ said 
the king. 

“T am Diogenes the cynic,’ replied 
the philosopher. 

“Can I oblige you in any way?’’ ask- 
ed Alexander. 

**Yes. You can stand out of the sun- 
shine,’’ answered Diogenes. 

This famous philosopher, whose his- 
tory in some respects reads like that of 
& modern tramp, was nearly 90 years old 
when his death occurred on the same 
day that Alexander the Great died at 
Babylon.

Mr. Bland’s plan does not 
with the existing national bank 
but instead of allowing banks to 
notes, as the Carlisle plan proposed, Mr. 
Bland proposes that the government issue 
the notes, calling them coin notes. These 
are to be redeemed in gold and silver coin, 
and the government is to coin both metals 

The Bland measure would have been 
offered as a substitute for the pending 
bill, but as Mr. Walker of Massachusetts 
has given notice of presenting a substi- 
tute embodying the Republican view of 
the subject, Mr. Bland’s plan will be of- 
fered in connection with a motion te 
strike out all after the enacting clause. 

The Bland bill provides for the free coin- 
age of silver and for the deposit of gold 
and silver bullion and the issuance of 
legal tender notes upon it. The bullion is 
to be subsequently coined and the coin 
notes are to be redeemed in gold or silver 
without discrimination, as may be most 
advantageous to the government. Pro- 
vision is also made for issuing coin notes 
on standard silver coin. All the out- 
standing gold and silver certificates are to 
be retired and coin notes are to be sub- 
stituted therefor. 

Provision is alsomade for the redemp- 
tion of outstanding greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes in gold and silver coin without 
discrimination. An emergency fund is 
created so that, in case of panic or money 
stringency, the secretary of the treasury 
may, on deposit of United States interest 
bearing bonds, issue to depositors of the 
bonds coin notes. Interest on such bonds is 
to go tothe government while they are on 
deposit, and, should they mature while on 
deposit, they are to be cancelled. 

Debate Was Dull. 

The debate on the Carlisle currency bill 
begun in the house yesterday, but the 
opening of the debate was a disappoint- 
ment. It lacked both spirit and interest 
and was devoid of sensational features 

Mr. Springer, the chairman of the bank 
ing and currency committee, who made 
the first speech in support of the measure, 
gave a plain statement of its objects, its 
details, and gave a review of the argu- 
ments in its favor on the lines of those 
contained in the report. 

Mr. Walker, the leader of the minorit 
of the committee, devoted most of his 
time to an elaboratiou of his own bill. He 
was incisive, emphatic and aggressive, and 
the house gave him close attention

Judge Carpenter Orders the Surrender 
of the Berliner Patent. 


Boston, Dee. 19.—The Bell Telephone 
company’s monopoly of the telephonic | 
business of the country will be most se- | 
riously affected by Judge Carpenter’s de- 
cision in the United States court yester- | 
day, declaring the company’s patent void, | 
and ordering that it be surrendered and | 
canosiled. 

The verdict is given in favor of the peo- 
ple of the United States in their suit} 
against the American Beli Telephone | 
company. 

The Berliner patent was the subject at} 
issue. This was to run 17 years, until} 
November, 1908, holding out of competi- | 
tion until that time any other companies | 

| 


which might seek to enter the field to com- 
pete in furnishing the people with tele-} 
phonic service at lower rates. 

The government counsel sought to an- 
nul the patent upon three grounds; first, 
because, as they allege, the original appli- 
cation did not describe the invention sufti- 
ciently; secondly, bezause the patent is} 
anticipated by a prior patent. granted to 
Berliner himself in 1881, in which the mi- | 
crophone is claimed in combination with | 
a receiver. 

The third and main ground is the delay | 
in the issue of the patent, which, though 
applied for June 4, 1877, was not granted 
till Nov. 17, 1891, a period of 14 years. 

The contention of the government has 
been that the Bell people intentionally de- 
layed the issue of the patent that they 
might prolong their monopoly of the tele- 
phone in the manner already indicated. 

The case was argued June 14, 15, 16, 18, 
19 and 20 before Judge Carpenter. The 
costs in the case are enormous; the rec- 
ord alone takes two large printed volumes 
and cost over #3000. By the court’s decree 
the costs are to fall on the telephone com- 
pany. An appeal will undoubtedly be} 
taken.

Illustrated In a Little Incident In Soath | 
Carolina’s Legislature. 

COLUMBIA, S. C., Dec. 19.—In the house 
of representatives yesterday Mr. Magill 
introduced a concurrent resolution recit- 
ing that President Cleveland was in the 
state, and that as a courtesy to the chief 
magistrate of the country he be invited to 
visit the legislature and be accorded the 
privileges of the floor. 

As soon as the resolution had been read, 
several members objected to its considera- | 
tion, and J. T. Duncan moved that it be 
laid on the table, as the legislature 
“should not honor a man for whom it had 
60 little respect.’

PORT ARTHUR'S PALL 


Must Be Satisfactorily Accounted For 
by Chinese Generals. 


MURDER AND PILLAGE BY JAPS 


Provoked by the Persistent 
Atrocities of ihe Chinese. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 19.—An imperial decree 
has been issued ordering Li Hung Chang 
to arrest Kung, the taotai of Port Arthur, 


| and the four Chinese generals who were 


in command at Port Arthur, and to send 
them to Pekin for trial and punishment 
for the loss of that important dockyard 
and fortress. 

Admiral Ting, who was in command at 
the disastrous naval engagement of the 
Yalu river, has been arrested for fai'ing to 
defend the dockyard of Port Arthur 
against the Japanese forces, 

The Chinese government has heard of 
the Japanese excesses at Port Arthur, and 
a strict inquiry is now proceeding. Some 
of the Japanese officers are now being 
tried by court-martial for not restraining 
their men after the capture of Port Ar- 
thur. 

Most of the foreign correspondents de- 


| clare that the excesses were excusable by 
| parallel cases which have occurred in the 


best European armies. 

The officials of Port Arthur report that 
the Japanese have made stringent reso- 
lutions for the protection of the inhabi- 
tants of that place, who are now said to be 
returning. Many of them are receiving 
food from the Japanese. 

The Port Arthur Atrocities. 

A Che-Foo dispatch on Noy. 28 an- 
nounced that Chinese fugitives declared 
that the Japanese sacked Port Arthur, 
shooting every one, old and young, and 
that pillage and murder were supreme 
for three days. The dead, they asserted, 
were barbarously mutilated, their hands, 
noses and ears being chopped off and other 
atrocities committed. 

No resistance, it was added, was offered 
by the people; but the @apanese soldiers 
scoured the country for days, killing all 
the Chinese they could find. All the 
streets of Port Arthur, the fugitives 
further declared, and the harbor, were 
filled with dead bodies. 

These reports of the Japanese atrocities 
at Port Arthur were, on the following 
day, confirmed from various sources. But, 
it was stated, they were provoked by the 
persistent atrocities of the Chinese. 

Changes In Japan’s Army. 

No news respecting the movements of 
the first Japanese army in Manchuria has 
been received this month, and the an- 
nouncement of asudden change of com- 
manders opens a new field of speculation 
as to its future operations. 

General Yamagata has resigned, and is 
succeeded by General Nezu, whose pro- 
motion from the grade of lieutenant gen- 
eral is understood to be an appropriate 
reward for his successful management of 
campaign. General Yam- 
agata’s retirement is said to be caused by 
sickness. 

The winter cold is already severely felt 
in Manchuria. At Hong Kong the tem- 
perature averages 5 degrees below zero. 
The Yalu river is frozen over, and can be 
crossed on horseback near Moukden. 

Figuring on the Future. 

Orders have been issued by the Japan- 
ese marine authorities that the Chinese 
ships of war are not to be molested here- 
after, except under circumstances of abso- 
lute necessity, as they are expected pres- 
ently to form a part of the Japanese navy 
To these instructions the immunity of 
the Chen-Yuen from attack may be per 
haps attributed, as that vessel is now - 
ing beached at Wei-Hai- Wei, in a position 
which might be reached without much 
difficulty by the Japanese long-range 
guns, but is thus far unmolested. 

The attitude of the Li family, the still 
powerful faction of which the viceroy is 
the center, is regarded with deep interest.

Chang had a great opportunity before him 
two months ago, and that, if he had 
chosen to act with promptness and ene rgy,

GOT INTO WET WATER. RIGHT NAME IS ELLIS. — 


Byron Coburn's Alleged Slayer Has Been 
Traveling Under an Alias. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., Dec. 19.—Information 
has been received here to the effect that 
James Lewis, now under arrest for the al- 
leged murder of Byron D. Coburn of Gor- 
ham, is James P. Ellis, who worked as & 
farmhand in Buxton and North Saco, 
and whe, while in South America, 
dropped the name of Ellis, assuming that 
of Lewis. 

Ellis came to Buxton about 14 years 
ago, being about 16 years old. He worked 
with Jonathan Lewis for several years, 
and then entered the employ of John Mil- 
liken, afarmer of North Saco. He left 
this place about six yearsago to go to 
South America. About four years after- 
ward a letter was received by his former 
employer, saying he owned a ranch and 
was prospering finely. 

Last July he appeared at the home of 
Mr. Lewis in Buxton, and stated that he 
had dropped his own name and was now 
known as James Lewis. He refused to 
tell why he had changed his name, but 
said he had good reasons for so doing. 
The next day he disappeared, and nothing 
more was heard from him till his arrest at 
Gorham. While in Buxton he never told 
where he was born, or where he had lived 
before coming to that town. He wasa 
great student of languages, taking special 
interest in Spanish. 


The Experience of a Well Known Wol- 
laston Gunner the Other Night. 

A good story is going the rounds at Wol- 
laston about a well known gunner of that 
place, and an experience he had a few 
nights ago while at Adams’ beach after 
ducks.

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LIKE DEFEAT. 
Carlisle's Currency Bill Meeting With 
Unexpected Opposition. 


THE WHITE METAL ADVOCATES 


Will Antagonize the Measure 
at Every Opportunity. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—An unexpectedly 
strong opposition to the Carlisle currency 
bill, now before the house, is disclosed by 
the list of those who have asked for time 
to speak on the measure. 

Two Jists have been made, one for mem- 
bers of the banking committee, who wish 
to be heard, and the other for members 
noton the committee. The committee 
list shows the members divided on party 
lines, except Representative Ellis (Dem., 
Ky.), who has asked for time to speak 
against the bill. The other list shows 14 
members who will speak for the bill and 
30 againstit. All of those for the bill are 
Democrats. Those against it: Democrats, 
18; Republicans, 7; Populists, 4, and 
Silver, 1. 

There is such a difference of sentiment 
among the Democrats in regard to the 
currency reform bi!l that it has been sug- 
gested thet a caucus should be held with a 
view of trying to reconcile conflicting 
opinions and also to consider and decide 
upon a course of action with regard to the 
disposition of the pending bill 

How Republicans Stand, 

The Republicans will vote against the 
bill beca®se they say it is unsafe as a cur- 
rency measure and unfair as a banking 
measure. The state bank privilege which 
it contains commends it to nearly all 
southern representatives. But many of 
them from the south and southwest are so 
completely carried away with the free 
coinage craze that they are apprehensive 
that if the pending measure should be car- 
ried through both houses it would not 
only prevent but defeat hereafter any leg- 
islation looking to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. Hence extreme advocates of the 
white metal, like Sangeet his adherents, 
are determined to antdonize the pending 
measure at every stage of its procedure. 

A canvass of the house is now being 
made, and should it show a majority in 
that body for the free coinage of silver 
Bland will move his bill which he has in 
preparation as a substitute for the pend- 
ing measure. While there may be a ma- 


jority in the house for free coinage, there 


are many southern Democrats who will 
not vote for the Bland substitute. 

Itis intimated that the Republicans 
might be induced to vote for the Bland 
scheme in order to kill the pending bill, 
and then vote against the Bland substi- 
tute, and thus defeat all proposed le gisla- 
tion on the currency question.

WEBSTER AND STARK. | 


of Days Gone by | 
Presented to Congress. 

Wasuingron, Dec. 20.—The statues of | 
Daniel Webster and General John Stark | 
were formally presented by the state of 
New Hampshire to the congress of the 
United States, today, for permanent ex- 
hibition in Statuary hall in the Capitol 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire 
had charge of the presentation of the 
Webster statue, and Senator Gallinger of 
the same state presented the Stark statue. 
The ceremonies were not a departure from | 
ceremonies customary on such occasions. 
There were speeches in the senate and 
house, just as there have been on many 
previous occasions of the same sort. 

The ceremonies begun with the reading 
of a letter from the governor of New | 
Hampshire to the president of the senate, | 
announcing in a few words that the 
statues have been purchased by the state 
and given into the custody of the archi- 
tect of the Capitol of the United States, | 
and that a formal acceptance of the same | 
is awaited | 

Resolutions were then offered by the | 
New Hampshire senators, for adoption by 
the senate, thanking the governor and the | 
people of New Hampshire, in the name of 
congress, for the statues, and referring 
in a few words to the services of Webster 
and Stark to the nation. Yhese resolu-| 
tions directed that the statues be assigned | 
a place in Statuary hall, in the old house | 
of representatives.

PRATT ON TRIAL, 
The North Weymouth Crank Who Has 
been Arrested for Horse Stealing. 

Franklin C. Pratt of Weymouth is again 
on trial at Dedham for stealing a horse 
from Stepben Penpniman & Son over a 
year ago. It is a singular case and is well 
told by the Herald today : 

On May 8, 1893, Pratt hired a horse and 
carriage of Stephen Penniman & Son of 
Quincy, for a short journey, Several days 


| passed and neither Pratt nor the team were 


heard from. The matter was placed in the 
hands of the Quincy police for investiga- 
tion, and Officer Ferguson was detailed on 
the case, 

The horse was finally recovered froma 
Boston firm of horse dealers, who had pur- 
chased it from Pratt. The Boston parties 
had sold the animal to down East parties, 
and after considerable trouble it was tinal- 
ly recovered and returned to its rightful 
owners in Quincy. 

After disposing of the horse, Pratt went 
to New York, where he created a sensation 
by engaging the celebrated law firm of 
Howe & Hummel to bring suit against 
Lawyer Edward J. Moran of Brooklyn to 
recover $5000 damages. 

Pratt’s Munchausen stories evidently at 
first made an impression on the eminent 
law firm, but they soon realized his true 
character and dropped him, 

Pratt, soon after this episode, returned 
to Weymouth and was placed uuder arrest 


|for stealing the Penniman team. He was 


indicted by the Norfolk grand jury and 


| placed on trial in the Norfolk superior 


court, for the crime. 

This was at the September term of the 
court of 1893. He set up a plea of insanity, 
and his mental condition was so repre- 
sented to the court that this plea was 
accepted, and the court ordered him com- 
mitted to the insane asylum at Taunton, 
but was subsequently removed to the 
insane department of the S!ate workhouse 


| at Bridgewater. 


After being confined in the Bridgewater 
institution for some time, he demanded his 
release on the ground that he was not 
insane, and through the influence of an 
aunt he was examined by medical experts 
who pronounced him sane. 

He was released from the workhouse on 
this showing of the physicians, but was 
immediately taken to the Dedham jail to 
await his trial for the crime 1eferred to 
above. 

In the mean time his wife, who is a 
most estimable woman, and greatly re- 
spected, secured a divorce from him, 
owing tothe abusive treatment to which 
he subjected her in his crazy tantrums.

Scotch Terms and Customs. 


Everybody knows that the word mac | 
(pronounced in Gaelic machk) means | 
s0n, so that, for example, MacDonald | 
literally means the son of Donald. But | 
it is not generally known that when a} 
woman is spoken of the highlanders | 


substitute for mac the feminine nich, 
which means daughter; that the voca- 
tive of mac is vichk (we spell phonet- 
ically), which always replaces mac 
when a person is addressed, and that 
the nominative plural is michk (sens) 
or claun (children). Sir Walter Scett’s 
ignorance of Gaelic freauently led him 
into error upon these points, both in his 
poetry and in his novels. 

The meaning of the Gaelic word clan, 
as just stated, is children, and the obe- 
dience which clansmen owed to their 
chief was considered by them rather as 
the affectionate obedience due by chil- 
dren to a father than as that due by sub- 
jects toa ruler. They believed them- 
selves to be all blood relations descend- 
ed from a common ancestor, of which 
their chief was the living representa- 
tive. The clansman who hesitated to 
save his chief’s life at the expense of 
his own was regarded as a coward who 
fled from his father’s side in the hour 
of peril. On the other hand, the chief 
was expected at all times to acknowl- 
edge the meanest of his clan as his re- 
lation and to shake hands with him 
wherever they might happen to meet. 
Subordinate to the chief and generally 
related to him were the chieftains and 
tacksmen. —London Spectator.

Settlement In Sight. 

LonpDox, Dec. 21.—A correspondent of 
the Times states that the affairs of the 
British East Africa company appear to be 
approaching a settlement. The govern- 
ment, he adds, favors making a payment 
of £200,000 to the company for the complete 
cession of the latter’s rights on the coast 
and in the interior. The company states 
that it has spent £450,000. Several alterna- 
native schemes are being discussed, and 
it is believed that a settlement is not far 
distant. 


Credentials Were Defective. 

Lonpoy, Dec. 21.—In a leader this morn- 
ing, The Timessays that the tone of the 
letter of Li Hung Chang to Mr. Detring 
was so remarkable that it could hardly be 
expected that Japan would enter into ne- 
gotiations. It adds that it is evident that 
Mr. Detring had no credentials from the 
emperor of the direct and pcsitive kind 
that would have been required in any ne- 
gotiations with a European state. 


An Alleged Hypnotizer. 

MUNICH, Dec. 21.—Czestans Czynfki, a 
teacher of languages, was placed on trial 
here on a number of charges, among them 
being one of having hypnotized a lady 
and then marrying her, in order to obtain 
her fortune, and has been found guilty of 
forgery and of offending against public 
order. The court sentenced him to three 
years’ imprisonment and to five years’ 
deprivation of his civil rights. 


A Hot Cricket Game. 

SypDNEY, Dec. 21.—What is pronounced 
to be the most remarkable cricket ever 
played before in any part of the world was 
concluded here yesterday. Stoddart’s 
All England eleven played against All 
Australia. inthe first inning All Aus- 
tralia scored 586, of which Gregory made 
201 runs. The Englishmen won the match, 
which lasted four days, by a score of 762 to 
762, winning by 10 runs. 


Believed to Be a Hoax. 

Paris, Dec, 21.—There is no truth in the 
story giving what is alleged to be the text 
of an Anglo-Italian agreementin regard 
to the Soudan and Morocco by which Italy 
is to occupy Khartoum and to take poses- 
sion of Morocco, with the exception of 
Tangiers, which was to be, according to 
the story, a British possession. The whole 
matter is looked upon as a hoax, 


Campania’s Fast Time. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 21.—Steamship Cam- 
pania, from New York, made the passage 
to Queenstown in 5 days, 9 hours and 18 
minutes, reducing her best previous east- 
ward record by 1 hour and 29 minutes, 
The Campania came within 40 minutes of 
equalling the best eastward record made 
by her sister ship, Lucania, 


Statesman Lied. 

HANOVER, Dec. 21.—Herr Leuss, a mem- 
ber of the reichstag, was convicted of per- 
jury in denying charges of adultery in the 
divorce proceedings brought by Dr. 
Schautz against the latter’s wife. Leuss 
was sentenced to three years’ penal servi- 
tude and flye years’ deprivation of his civil 
rights. 

Will Be Accepted. 

VIENNA, Dec. 21.— Dr. Wekerle, the 
Hungarian prime minister, has tendered 
the resignations of himself and his cabi- 
net to King Francis Joseph. His majesty 
has as ye. made nod reply tothe commu- 
nication, but he will doubtless accept the 
resignations. 


Dr. Balfour's Letter Discredited, 
LONDON, Dec. 21.— There is not the 
slightest reason to suppose that Robert 
Louis Stevenson is alive. The letter which 
Dr. Balfour has written, saying that he 
believes Mr. Stevenson is not dead, ie 
merely personal opinion.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 21.—The government 
announces that it ‘vill propose a consider- 
able reduction in the sur-tax on sugar.

SypDNEY, Dec. 21.—It is stated here that 
the real Sir Roger Tichborne has been 
found in an insane asylum at Paramatta 
under the name of William Cresswell. 


Out of Prison. 

NEw YORK, Dee. 21.—Ex-Justice Richard 
V. B. Newton of Gravesend will be re- 
leased from the Kings county penitentiary 
this morning, having completed his nine 
months’ imprisonment for participation 
in the McKane election frauds. He mar- 
ried a Coney Island girl a little while be- 
fore he became a convict, and when he re- 
joined his wife today he saw his bouncing 
baby for the first time. 


Summoned to Conrt, 
HAVERHILL, Mass., Dec. 21. — Sum- 
monses were issued upon all of the hotel 
keepers of the city holding licenses to ap- 
pear in court to answer to charges of il- 
legal selling. The raid has caused con- 
sternation among the proprictors. 


GOLD BUGS’ HANDS 


Said to Be Visible In the Plans For the 
Deteat of Carlisle’s Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Secretary Car- 
lisle was again at the Capitol yesterday in 
consultation with the Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee and other friends in 
the house, explaining certain provisions of 
the bill which are being objected to by the 
bankers in New York and the east. 

These bankers do not hesitate to assert 
that the Carlisle currency plan is the cause 
of the disturbed condition of the gold mar- 
ket in the aioney centers. They think it 
remarkable that the secretary should at 
one moment call for bonds to supply the 
treasury with gold and at the next urge 
logislation, the very fear of which began 
to cause withdrawal of gold. 

It is asserted by leacing Democratic 
representatives who favor the secretary’s 
currency plan that there is a conspiracy 
among the bankers to create an unfavor- 
able condition of affairs by withdrawing 
gold from the treasury and hoarding it, 
and thus make it appear that the cause 
for this was the apprehension of the 
adoption of this currency plan. This is 
pointed to by facts that show that a good 
deal of gold is finding its way into bank 
vaults, 

Some of the bankers in their communi- 
cation assert that the effect of the pas- 
sage of the pending bill would be to pre- 
cipitate a financial convulsion far greater 
than that which occurred in the summer 
of 1893. One prominent banker expressed 
the opinion that if the plan were adopted, 
the circulation of the national bank notes 
would practically come to an end. 


SAM BROWN’S “BOMB” 


Failed to Have the Desired Effect Upona 
Toledo Bank President. 

TOLEDO, Dec. 21.—A shabbily attired 
young man entered the Second Nation¢i 
bank, and walked directly into the private 
office of George W. Davis. Inquiring if 
Mr. Davis was president of the bank, and 
receiving an affirmative reply, the stranger 
said: “Well, I'm a poor man and want 
some money.”’ 

“You cannot have it, sir,” Mr. Davis re- 
plied. 

The stranger pulled from his pocket a 
round package, and holding it above his 
head, shouted: “This isa bomb. If you 
don’t give me money, I’ll smash it on the 
floor and kill both of us.’ 

Mr. Davis jumped to his feet and or- 
dered the man out of his office. The noise 
brought the clerks to the rescue, and the 
man was secured and taken to the station 
house, where he is held on suspicion. He 
gave the name of Sam Brown, born in 
Russia, but residing in New York city. 
The bomb was a large orange, wrapped in 
paper. 


At His Old Tricks. 

Sr. Mary’s, O., Dec. 21.—John L. Sulli- 
Yan reached here yesterday. Members of 
his company groomed him all they could 
before his appearance last night, after 
which he cut loose again. While waiting 
on the depot platform at Lima yesterday 
Sullivan assaulted Officer Wingate and 
Expressman Devoe. The latter ran into 
his office for a gun, when members of the 
Sullivan company hustled the pugilist out 
of the way. Sullivan started on his spree 
early in the week and has been uncon- 
trollable. 


Politics Eliminated. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., Dec. 21.—A most 
rigid inquiry into the affairs of the Com- 
mercial bank will be held. The trustees 
anticipate that the winding up will be 
completed within a couple of months, 
unless legislative intervention is secured. 
Allthe bank’s debtors who have over- 
drawn their accounts will so far as possi- 
ble be compelled to make immediate pay- 
ments. Party politics are being excluded 
from tie settlement of the bank's affairs. 


A Poor Showing. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 21.—Official trade returns 
for the first five months of the present 
fiscal year reveal continued depression. 
The falling off in trades total amounts to 
nearly $10,000,000. The total imports, 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1893, show a decline of 87,219,817. Total 
exports show a decrease of $2,314,758, or a 
total decrease of both imports and exports 
of $9,584,575, equal to 223,000,000 for the 
year. 

Weavers Becoming Restless, 

New BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 21.—A meet- 
ing of the Cotton Weavers’ Protective as- 
sociation @f this city has been called for 
the purpose of reviewing the condition of 
the cotton goods trade and to consider the 
advisability of making an early demand 
for a restoration of the scale of wages paid 
previous to the cutdown of last August, 
which resultea in the big strike. The 
meeting will probably vote to make some 
demand. 


Defaulting Teller Tait’s Case. 

New York, Dec. 21.—John R. Tait, the 
defaulting teller of the Chemical Na- 
tional bank, was arraigned in court yester- 
day. His counsel alleged insufficiency of 
grounds for the indictment, and the argu- 
ment was set down for next Monday. It 
is said that Tait is suffering from incip- 
ient paresis. 


In the Interest of Stockholders. 
New YorRK, Dec. 21.—Messrs. Stern- 
berger, Fuld & Finn have been reqnested 
by stockholders of the Whisky trust to 
issue a generai appeal to stockholders to 
combine for mutual protection, and are 
prepared to assist in forming a stock- 
holders’ protective committee. 
Canadians Clamoring For Bread. 
MONTREAL, Dee. 21.—The crowd of un- 
employed, who two days ago clamored for 
bread at the city hall, returned yesterday. 
They were received by astrong force of 
police to prevent them getting into the 
hall. ‘The aldermen promised that the 
city would give them work.

THE LATEST OF YEAR 
The Fire Depariment Order Caused 
Long Debate in City Council. 


VOTE TO PURCHASE SCHOOL LOT 


Several Other Important Matters Before 
the Gity Fathers Last Evening, 


The City Council handled matters in a 
business-like way Thursday evening. Im- 
portant subjects received the consideration 
due them, and the full discussions pro- 
longed the meeting until about 11 o’clock. 

Twenty-one members were in attendance, 
the absentees being Councilmen Babcock 
and Litebfield. 


Communications. 


The Board of Registrars reported the re- 
sult of the recount of votes for Mayor, 
Councilmen at large, and Councilmen in 
Ward Three. The LepGER has already 
noted the changes, 

Mayor Hodges forwarded a communica- 
tion of the Commissioner asking a transfer 
of $300 from lights to streets. To Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

The Mayor also forwarded the following 
communication from the Principal Asses- 
sor: 

We desire to call your attention to the 
fact that the duties of the Assessors are 
growing more arduous every year, and by 
recent legislation a portion of the duties of 
the Board of Registrars of Voters has been 
transferred to them. Although the asses- 
sors constitute one of the most important 
and responsible boards of the city, it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to induce proper and 
suitable citizens to serve in that capacity, 
because the time expended is so great and 
the salary so small, and we respectfully ask 
you to increase the salary of the Principal 
Assessor to $600 per annum, and the Ward 
Assessors to $350 per annum. 

Councilman Bigelow offered an order 
amending the ordinance as asked, which 
was given one reading and referred to the 
Committee on Salaries, 

Auditor Hall reported the appropriation 
for interest exhausted, and that for election 
expenses not sufficient. To Committee on 
Finance. 

The Mayor forwarded a petition of Mrs. 
John La Pierre for increase in award for 
damages caused by widening of Fuller's 
lane from $750 to $1200. Referred. 

Petitions of William Symonds for State 
Aid, and Electric Light Company for 
location of pole on Chestnut street were 
referred. 

Reports. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for location of poles on Spear street. 
To second reading. 

The same committee reported an order 
for relocation of Quarry street, which was 
given one reading. 

Reference to the next Council was report- 
ed on the petition for closing Miller stile, 
and acceptance of Miller Stile road. Ac- 
cepted, 

The Committee on Streets reported that 
the order for extention of Walker street 
ought to pass. The rules were suspended 
upon motion of Councilman Moxon and 
the order unanimously passed, 

The Committee on Salaries reported 
amendment to ordinance concerning sal- 
aries providing $3 per building for inspec- 
tion of plumbing. 

Fire Horses and Men, 


A long discussion was opened by the re- 
port of the Committee on Finance, that 
the order ought not to pass, providing 
horse and harness and two permanent 
men for Hose 3 and 4, 

Councilman Federhen inquired if the 
committee objected to the loan or the idea 
itself. 

Councilman Moxon said the committee 
were opposed to expenditure. 

Councilman Federhen was surprised. 
The trend was toward permanent men and 
horses, and they were expected on the 
completion of new hose houses. While Chief 
desired two men he believed one enough, 
The carriage weighed 3,800 and it was out 
of the question for men to pull, and we 
could not depend on a horse now. 

Couscilman Baker believed all wards 
should have permanent men and horses. 

Councilman Moxon said Chief Williams 
had appeared before the committee and 
advocated two permanent men for al) 
pieces. Ward Two, however, needed 
them the feast, as central apparatus coy- 
ered it. Mr. Moxon showed by figures 
that permanent men and horses for all 
pieces would increase the tax rate 
each year. 

Councilman Shackley inquired as to 
value of horse on streets ; but Chairman 
Holden could give no information. 

Councilman Robbins favored permant 
men and horses in Wards 2, 4, 5 and 6, 

Councilman Holbrook opposed report 
Believed horses could be profitably used on

Counciiman Adams believed they cit 
thus be utilized, but would effect no saving 
in department of public works. »But can 
we afford it?

Councilman Rooney was not in favor of 
mixing street and fire departments, bat 
would rather do that than go without. 
Thought street sprinkling could be done 
by the horses and men. 

Councilmen Bigelow bad come to the 
conciusion that Ward Two was well 
covered, in fact he had been told that no 
company was needed at Quincy Point. 
Dorchester was no better covered than 
Wards One, Two and Three now are, 

Councilman Johnson thought there was 
no question but Ward Two needed a fire 
company, and it was of no use without a 
horse. 


Councilman Federhen thought che Chief | jog, Dec. 27, by Mr. Frederic A. Lyman, | 


had made contradictory statement. To 
him he had advocated using the steamer 
less and outlying companies more. It 
looked as if Ward Two could not get any- 
thing, and that the only way to secure any- 
thing was by a deal with other wards as 
was too often the custom. 

Councilman Moxon said emphatically 
that the assertions of deals was an insult. 
He knew of no deals while he had been 2 
Councilman. Would vote for order if 
horses could be utilized. 

Councilmen Shackley thought the ser- 
vices of men and horses on streets would 
offset increase of 37 cents in tax rate. 

The adverse report of the committee was 
rejected, and it was voted 14 to 6 as fol- 
lows, to lay orders 172 and 173 on the table: 

YeAs,—Adams, Anderson, Baker, Bige- 
low, Clark, Holbrook, Holden, Lennon, 
McKeon, Moxou, Robbins, Shackley, 
Snow and Waterhouse—14 :

The report relative to order 174, concern 
ing salaries was not accepted. 

Orders 172, 173 and 174 were then taken 
up for action. 

Councilman Moxon offered a substitute 
for the three, increasing the appropriation 
to $1,500 and providing horses, carts and 
men for al] wards. 

Councilman Federhen raised the point 
that the order could not be a substitute, 
and it was ruled out of order. 

Councilman Baker moved amendments 
to order 172 which sought to accomplish 
the same thing, buat each was lost. 

Order 172 took second reading. 

Order 173 for transfer of horse in Ward 
Four from Street to Fire Department was 
passed. 

Order 174 concerning salary of new per- 
manent men was lost. Later this was 
reconsidered, and laid upon the table. 

Order 172 was amended to provide for 
cost of horse from receipts from sale of lot 
in Ward Two, and the order was passed 
11 to 10 as follows : 

YeAsS,—Barker, Bass, Federhen, Hol- 
brook, Johnson, Lamb, McKeon, O’Brien, 
Rooney, Shackley and Sullivan—11. 


Nays,—Adams, Anderson, Bigelow, 
Clark, Holden, Lennon, Moxon, Robbins, 
Snow and Waterhouse—10. 


New Business. 

Councilman Adams offered an order that 
the Mayor be authorized to issue a deed to 
the Commonwealth for land of the Adams 
Temple and School Fund, taken for the 
Metropolitan Park Commission. The price 
received to be $5,000. Passed. 

Upon motion of Councilman Moxon it 
was voted that when the Council adjourn 
it be until Thursday evening, Dec. 27. 

Councilman Lennon offered arm order 
that the Commissioner of Public Works 
cause the Electric Light & Power Co. to 
remove its poles from the inside to the out- 
side of the sidewalk on Liberty street, be- 
tween Quincy streets and Brooks avenue. 


Passed. 

Upon motion of Councilman Holden the 
order granting a location to the street rail- 
way on Franklin street was taken from the 
table, and upon motion of Councilman 
Moxon it was recommitted. 

School Lot at Rail. 

Councilman Shackley for the Committee 
on Public Buildings reported that a lot of 
land could be procured on the south-east 
corner of Willard and Robertson streets. 
There were two lots which he described 
which could be purchased for $2500 each. 
He considered the Sargent lot however the 
best, and that could be purchased for $3000. 
Report accepted. 

Upon motion of Councilman Shackley, 
the order relating to the purchase of school- 
house lots in West Quincy was taken from 
the table. 

Councilman Moxon was opposed to the 
Sargent lot. He had the opinion of four 
experts that it would cost considerable to 
remove the ledge on the lot. The lowest 
figure was $4,000 and the highest $5,000. 

Councilman Shackley said he had lived 
among those rocks tor 40 years and he 
could not see the obstacles.

Dr. Parkhurst Talks Plainly to the 
Lexow Investigating Committee. 


CREEDEN’S $15,000 CONTRI BUTION 


Shared by Martin, Voorhis and 
Reppenhagen. 


NEw York, Dec. 21. — Policeman 
Mooney, formerly attached to Captain 
Creeden’s command, yesterday testified be- 
fore the Lexow committee that Reppen- 
hagen had told him that ex-Assemblyman 
Martin and Police Commissioner Voorhis 
were each to receive $5000 of the $15,000 
paid by Captain Creeden to secure his an- 
pointment. The remaining $500) Reppen- 
hagen is alleged to have saved for himself. 

Rev. Dr. Parkhurst was present yester- 
day, and full of indignation, because of 
the failure up to this tirue to call Superin- 
tendent Byrnes to the witness stand. ‘*My 
views on that subject are easily under- 
stood,’’ said the doctor. ‘Byrnes should 
certainly be made to take the stand. He 
is the impersonation of the police depart- 
ment, the very man who should be made 
to tell, like any other witnesses, what he 
knows of the crimes alleged here.”’ 

It has been stated that when Superin- 
tendent Byrnes was called as a witness 
before the committee he would be 
tioned simply as an expert in police mat- 
ters. It was said that he would be asked 
to suggest remedies, and would co-operate 
with the committee to effect legislation 
that would remedy the conditions now 
complained of. 

The outline of what is said to be the in- 
tention of Mr. Goff and the committee re- 
garding Superintendent Brynes has evi- 
dently stirred Dr. Parkhurst to his inner- 
most depths, and for a time it looked as 
though there would be a clash between 
the doctor on one side and Mr. Goff and 
the committee on the other. 

Dr. Parkhurst’s Determination. 

“To call him to the chair,’ said the doc- 
tor, ‘and not question him as to his char- 
acter, is simply placing a stamp of ap- 
proval op his official acts.” 

It was predicted in the courtroom that 
unless the superintendent was handled as 
the doctor thought he ought to be, with- 
out gloves, that the reverend gentleman 
would practically bolt the whole proceed- 
ings and leave in the minds of Mr. Goff 
and the committee no doubt as to what he 
thought of their action. 

Before the session Mr. Goff and Senator 
Lexow had a conference outside the court- 
room. When they entered the room Dr. 
Parkhurst held a short but earnest~ con 
sultation with Mr. Goff. When the con- 
ference was ended they both shook hands 
cordially, and the doctor wore a confident 
smile. 

Police Captain Strauss — like Captain 
Allaire — who testified before the com- 
mittee Wednesday and yesterday, made a 
flat denial of all of the charges Lawyer 
Goff hurled against him. He denied posi- 
tively that he had ever paid a cent for his 
appointment as captain, and knew noth- 
ing whatever about the collection of black- 
mail in his precinct. 

He admitted having promised to make 
Policeman Waliensten, a cousin of his, a 
wardman, if he secured his appointurent 
as captain, and that he had borrowed 
2000 from that officer a few days before 
his appointment was made.

TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


The Senate Will Look Into the Charget 
Preferred Against Clark. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The senate hel¢ 
a brief executive session yesterday t 
permit Senator Harris of Tennessee to 
enter a motion for a reconsideration of th« 
vote by which the nomination of Judg 
Clark te be a district judge of Tennesse: 
was confirmed. Mr. Harris said that hi 
had been informed of serious charge: 
against Mr. Clark, which he though 
should be investigated while there was ye 
opportunity. This opinion was found in 
the fact that the time for reconsideratiup 
had not elapsed since his confirmation 
which took place on the 18th inst. 

Senator Harris’ motion was agreed t 
by general consent, and the matter wa: 
referred to the judiciary committee for in- 
vestigation. It is understood that the 
charge made against Judge Clark is that 
the firm of which he is a member accepted 
fees from both sides of a case in court 
The senate adopted the resolution for re- 
consideration, with the understanding 
that its action did not imp ly acceptance o 
the charge, but merely desired to investi 
gate itin the interest of the government! 
and of Clark himself. 

Fourteen speeches in connection with 
the presentation to the United States by 
the state of New Hampshire of the marble 
statues of General John Stark and Danie 
Webster were delivered in the senate 
The only legislative business of any im- 
portance transacted was the passage of 6 
bill making deficiency appropriations for 
the census bureau and the department o! 
justice for the current fiscal year. 

The debate on the currency bill was 
comparatively dead in the house on ac: 
count of the exercises in connection with 
the acceptance of the statues of Webster 
and Stark. Messrs. Sperry and Brosius 
championed and opposed the measure, re 
spectively. The former was opposed te 
various features of the bill, but declared 
his intention of voting for itif nothing 
better could be secured. 


Baby Farm Unearthed. 

HARTFORD, Dec. 21.—At a special meet- 
ing of the state board of charities, Secre- 
tary Whittelsey presented a detailed re 
port of ababy farm he has recently dis- 
covered at North Canaan, about a mile 
from the Massachusetts line.

claims of British sealing vessels, the fo! | 


lowing: 

The undersigned is directed by the presi- 
dent tocommunicate to the house of rep 
resentatives copies of the correspond “ne 
exchanged on the subject covered by th< 
resolution, in which will be found a state 
mentof the claims filed by Great Britain 
for damages sustained by British subject- 
by reason of seizure of their sealing ves 
sels in Behring sea, or of being warned t& 
cease operations therein. 


The Paris tribunal of arbitration held | 


that the United States had no right o 
protection of property in the fur seals in 
Behring sea outside of the ordinary three 
mile limit. 

Article 8of the convention of Feb, 20 
1892, whereby the questions which hau 
arisen between the two governments 
concerning the jurisdiction and rights o 
the United States in the waters of Belr 
ing sea, which were submitted to arbitra 
tion, recited that the high contracting 
parties had been unable to agree upon a 
reference which would include the ques 
tion of the liability of each fo 
the injuries alleged to have been 
sustained by the other, or by its citizens 
in connection with the claims presented 
and urged by it, and that being solicitou 
that this subordinate question should no 
interrupt or longer delay the submissio:. 
and determination of the main questions 
they have agreed that either may submi 
to arbitration any question of fact iv 
volved in said claims, and 

Ask For a Finding Thereon. 

Under this article the arbitrators unani- 
mously found that a number of British 
sealing vessels were seized in Behring sea 
or warned therefrom by cruisers of the 
United States on the days and at th: 
places in the special finding mentioned. 
leaving for future determination the ques 
tions as to the value of the said vesseis or 
their contents, and the question as to 
whether the vessels mentioned in the 
schedule were wholly or in part the actual 
property of citizens of the United States 

Ifthe plan of settlement raised by thu 
president in his annual message is not ac 
ceptable to congress, the remaining con 
troverted questions must be determined 
either by the organization of a joint com- 
mittee or by negotiations between the twu 
governments. 

Experience has shown that interna- 
tional commissions are slow and expen- 
sive. Should such a course be resorted to, 
the evidence would be found mostly on 
the Pacific coast, widely scattered, and

that the award was proposed by this gov- 
ernment. The amount is considerably be 
low the damages claimed by Great Britain, 
exclusive of interest for a number of years 

If this agreement does not meet the 
approval of congress, and the disputed 
questions are submitted toany interna- 
tional committee, it is believed that the 
amounts allowed and the expense for the 
tribunal, including witnesses and the tak- 
ing of their testimony, will largely ex- 
ceed $225,000. 

In view of tho facts, and what may be 
reasonably expected as the resultof a 
commission, the undersigned submits 
thataprompter final settlement of the 
vexatious controversy by an appropriation 
of the lump sum agreed upon is advis- 
able. W. Q GRESHAM.

Action in the 
case of the Boston theater was suspended 
The case of the Hollis Street theater has 
gone over for future consideration. 


Rembert Was Incompetent. 

W£ASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The sensational 
story telegraphed from Atlanta, in which 
the inference was given that Ed Rembert, 
the Atlanta deputy collector of internal 
revenue, had been removed from office be- 
cause of his connection with the white- 
caps, is declared by Commissioner Miller 
to be untrue. Rembert was removed, he 
said, because of incompetency.

BASEBALL FINDINGS. 


Barnie Reinstated and Pfeffer Rejected 
by the National League. 

New York, Dec. 21.—A special meeting 
of the National Baseball board was held at 
the Fifth A@mue hotel yesterday. Sev- 
eral weeks ago this body virtually black- 
listed Messrs. Barnie, Pfeffer and Bucken- 
berger for hing interested in the pro 
posed new phofessional American associ. 
ation. At asuhsequent meeting Bucken- 
berger was reinstated, the board exon- 
erating him from caarges of treachery. 

The board also desired to reinstate 
Barnie and Pfeffer, and with that objeet 
| in view the meeting was held, at the con- 
| clusion of which it was announced that 
| Barnie was reinstated, but that Pfeffer’s 
disability would be continued. 

While the board removed the suspension 
imposed on Barnie, it called the attention 
of all parties identified with the national 
agreement to the fact that Barnie declined 
to put himself on record as owing allegi 
| ance to the national agreement, and that 
they could give due notice of that fact and 
act accordingly. Barnie regarded this as 
virtually a request, if not a demand, that 


give him recognition or employment. 

The findings were shown to Barnie. On 
reading them, he said: “I see they have 
reinstated me. I can act for myself in the 
| future.”’ 

“You have reinstated me,’’ said he to 
Byrne, “after insinuating to the clubs 
|; that I should not be employed. Upon 
what evidence was this decision reached?” 
Byrne declined to answer. 

“You have joined here today,’’ said 
Barnie, “to pull me down because I would 
not sign the document Mr. Young asked 
me to. I wouldn’t sign it even if I were 
to be suspended. You know that I have 
always been an honest member of the 
League, and that is more than I can say 
for you.” 

“Here, gentlemen,” said Mr. Barnie, 
addressing the reporters, “is the state 
ment Mr. Young wished me to sign, but 
which I refused to do.” 

“And you took acopy of it,” shouted 
Mr. Byrne, indignantly. 

“Certainly,” wasthe reply. ‘When J 
left Mr. Young, I not only submitted it te 
my lawyer, but copied it.” The docament 
read as follows: 

To the National Board of Baseball Clubs; 

GENTLEMEN—In appearing before you to 
make answer to certain charges made agains? 
me, and request{hg this board to remove the 
disability imposed upon me by its action of 
Noy. 19, '94,in declaring mg ineligible to be 
identified with any National agreement club, 
I desire to say that I was one of the framers of 
the original National agreement, and firm in 
the belief that the interests of the National 
game can best be subserved by the main 
tenance of the National Agreement of Profes- 
sional Baseball clubs,I wish to declare my 
allegiance to the said National agreement 
club, now and for the future. 

“I never asked for a hearing,’’ said 
Barnie, “because it was unnecessary, as 
my actions were open and straightforward. 
They learned no evidence against me, and 
give this decision to destroy my business, 
while they are afraid to suspend me.’ 

It is stated that Barnie will institute an 
action against the board for conspiracy in 
endeavoring to deprive him of a livelihood. 


Drink Brought Disgrace. 

New YORK, Dec. 21.—Edward L. Briggs 
pleaded guilty to the charge of grand 
larceny before Judge Martine and was 
sentenced to one yearin the penitentiary. 
The prisoner's father, a clergyman, had 
been for years president of the Auburn- 
dale (Mass.) seminary. The prisoner had 
studied for the ministry, but had thrown 
away his chances through drink. For 
several years he was principal of the Rut- 
gers school, a select uptown institution. 


A Dastardly Deed. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec. 21. — Mrs. 
Mary Harrington, aged 65 years, an ec- 
centric and very wealthy woman, was ter- 
ribly assaulted in her own house by an un- 
known individual, whom she supposes to 
be one of her former tenants. She was 
savagely beaten and her clothing was 
nearly torn from her body. It is supposed 
that her assailant was looking for money. 
Mrs. Harrington generally carries large 
sums about her person.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


fhe Artistic Selection of Wall Paper and 
Coloring For Woodwork. 

“T have no sympathy with the com- 
mon idea that you decrease the apparent 
height of your room by deep friezes. 
Suppose you do suffer from the optical 
delusion of losing six inches. Is there 
not a sense of quaintness and comfort in 
a room that is low? At any rate, we 
all feel how pleasant and cozy are the 
old farmhouses with low timbered ceil- 
Ings. This sense of snugness is well il- 
lustrated at the chateau of Blois, where 
the timbered ceilings of the rooms are 
comparatively low and are colored a sea 
green blue, to which is superadded an 
abundance of colored and stenciled or- 
nament,’’ says a writer in The Decora- 
tor and Furnisher, the source of the fol- 
lowing: 

All papers used in staircases and oth- 
er apartments where the light is defec- 
tive should have their ornament bold 
pnd strong, delicate combinations of 
tones being reserved for rooms well 
lighted. There is a tradition that all 
ceilings should be light in scale. Well, 
many should be, but they may be sno 
cessful in deeper and richer tones. 

Remember the blue of a summer sky 
cometimes as a suggestion. Gold on or- 
dinary papers, when perfectly flat, is not 
always pleasant. The true glory of gold 
refuses to express itself except on un- 
dulating surfaces, where its metallic 
luster is developed. 

In coloring the surrounding wood- 
work of rooms it isa comparatively safe 
rule to select a tint from some section 
of the ornament in the wall paper. In 
selecting wall, frieze and ceiling papers

it is well that the wall paper should be 
the darkest in tone, the others ascending 
in the scale of light and each having the 
same tint of color running through, but 
in varying degrees. This is recommend- 
ed as avoiding an effect of disturbed 
harmony, but possessing a color instinct 
daring arrangements of contrasts may 
be accomplished with success. 

It is an error to think that ona ground 
of strong color our pictures suffer. If 
we take care that our areas of color are 
flat and contain some sense of broad 
unity in the whole scheme, this will not 
occur. These backgrounds may be as 
strong as you like if the parts are well 
balanced and each color of pretty near 
the same depth cf tone. Gold or black 
picture frames are a sufficient separa- 
tion. 

The old Venetians reveled in the full- 
ness of tones. Why should we not fol- 
low their example and take sugg¢stions 
from their source of inspiration, which 
was the barbaric splendor of eastern 
color? We all recognize and admire the 
redundant richness of color as found in 
Persian fabrics, Japanese lacquers and 
Moresgue tiles. If this wealth and bril- 
liancy isa delight in sunnier lands, it 
should be doubly welcome to us, where 
the needs of the joys of color are all the 
greater. 

In a delightful nursery frieze the re- 
peat consists of two panels, each con- 
taining two attractive children whisper- 
ing secrets to one another. It is certain- 
ly a wide awake idea for the delecta- 
tion of the rising generation. 


The Tyrant Potato. 

‘Personally I should not care if I 
never saw another Irish potato,’’ said I 
to a friend. ‘‘And nobody in my family 
cares particularly for them, yet some- 
how, like every other housekeeper, I feel 
obliged to keep them on hand and have 
them in one shape or another upon the 
dinner table every day.’’

“On the contrary, I believe they pre- 
fer almost any other vegetable. Cold 
potatoes are invariably among the left 
overs. ”’

LONDON’S REIGN OF TERROR. 


A Mysterious Veiled Woman In Black and 
Her Thirst For Blood, 

Two ladies of.the writer’s family 
were making calls just after dusk yes- 
terday in Kensington. They had some 
difficulty in finding the new address of a 
friend, and not seeing a policeman stop- 
ped to inquire the way to Queen’s Gate 
Terrace of a group of four women who 
bappened to be approaching. Before 
they had time to speak two words of 
their question the four women turned 
and fled, with every evidence of sudden 
terror. The ladies walked on a few 
steps, met two more women and at- 
tempted to make the sameinquiry. The 
second couple seemed seized with even 
greater alarm than the first group. 
They gathered up their skirts, ran across 
the street and away without waiting to 
hear the question. 

This extraordinary power to put Brit- 
ish maids and matrons to flight by a 
word so amused the two American 
women that they tested it once or twice 
more, With the same result, except that 
one woman retained sufficient self pos- 
session to call back, ‘‘Don’t know,’’ 
over her shoulder as she ran away. 

The incident furnishes striking proof 
of the literal reign of terror now pre- 
vailing in one of the most fashionable 
quarters in London by reason of the se- 
ries of strange crimes about which the 
cable has already told yousomething. A 
mysterious veiled woman in black, whose 
mania is to stab others of her sex, has 
appeared no less than five times within 
aweek in a district less than a half 
mile square, and although scores of de- 
tectives are lying in wait for her she is 
still at large. In each case she has ap- 
proached her victim with an inquiry 
about a certain street. Her first victim 
lost an eye, and the second was stabbed 
in the neck, narrowly escaping a fatal 
wound. The fear of her was now wide- 
spread, so that the others she accosted 
fled before she could strike them. There 
is some suspicion that she is a small 
man in disguise, as all describe the per- 
son as having a gruff voice, but the po 
lice believe it is a woman, and that she 
is undoubtedly insane. — London Letter

A MARTYR GAPTAIN,

RoME, N. Y., Dec. 22.—Rome’s alleged 
defaulting mayor, Samuel Gillett, gave 
himself up to the authorities last evening. 
He called at the common council chambers 


and announced that he had received a card 
stating that the aldermen were to meet 
and name his successor, and thinking it 
advisable to save them that trouble he 
had decided to give himself up. Deputy 
Marshal Céndon placed the mayor under 
arrest.

Give Them Away. 

Something should be done, and done im- 
mediately to put a stop to cigarette smok- 
ing among small boys. The extent to 
which this habit has grown has become 
alarming, and unlessa check is made we 
shall have a generation of cigarette 
smokers, 

Until one makes it a business to look 
into the matter no idea can be formed of 
the number of boys who are victims of this 
habit, yet it is a fact that nearly balf of the 
young boys who are attending school in 
Quincy have acquired the habit and smoke 
whenever they can find money to buy 
cigarettes witb, or some one who Will treat, 

These boys have no difficulty, providing 
they have the money, of purcbasing all 
the cigarettes they want. To be sure there 
is a law against selling tobacco in any form 
to a boy under 16 years, but in face of 
that law there are dealers in Quincy who 
are so greedy for the almighty dollar that 
they do not hesitate or refuse to sell any 
boy, who has five cents, a box of cigar- 
ettes. 

And the boys! They know as well as 
the storekeeper that every time a man sells 
them a bunch of cigarettes he violates the 
law; but they will not betray him, On 
the contrary they will tell any amount of 
lies, that the party who is administering 
to them the slow poison may be protected 
from the punishment at the hands of the 
law which he deserves. 

One day this week Mr. Faxon found 
that through the acts of boys he was minus 
something like twenty-five panes of glass 
in one of his houses on Water street, and 
while at the Adams school building trying 
to find the boys who broke the glass be 
learned the extend to which cigarette smok- 
ing in that building is carried on. 

Later with the assistance of Principal 
Nowland a number of the boys were inter- 
viewed to ascertain to what extent the 
boys were indulging in the abit. In 
nearly every instance the boys interviewed 
admitted after considerable questioning 
that they smoked. Only two or three of 
them would tell where they purchased. 

The answers given by some of the boys 
served to show that they were on the road 
to ruin and would ultimately bring up 
behind the prison bars unless checked in 
their mad career. Some of the boys said 
they picked them up on the streets and 
smoked them ; others said they had them 
given to them, and smoked every day, but 
the climax was reached when one boy 
made the sage remark, ‘“‘If I told the 
man’s name he would not sell me any 
more.”’

Another Railroad Proposed to Con- 
nect Quarries and Sheds 


WTH N.Y, NH & WR R 


Land Bonded on Granite Street by a 
Leading Granite Firm of the City, 


Although business in the granite indus- 
try is unusually quiet, the manufacturers 
are active and on the lookout to further 
their business, which of course means just 
so much more for the workmen. 

During the past few days there have been 
rumors of a movement on the part of some 
of the manufacturers to obtain better trans- 
portation facilities, and while in part some 


of the rumors are known to be true, the 


others are only in the wind. 

The first rumor is that the Craig & 
Richards Granite Company is to move its 
cutting sheds from their present location 
on Water street, to Granite street near the 
works of Swithin Bros. 

While it is not known for a fact that this 
firm is to remove its works, at present, it is 
a well established fact thatthe firm have 
bonded part of the Veazie property. The 
property bonded is situated on the south 
side of Granite street, just east of the 
Veazie block. 

The next rumor is in regard to a spur 
track that will connect the sheds in this 
locality with the main line at or near the 
Quincy Adams station of the N. Y., N. H. 
& H.R. R. 

At present the only way the firms in 
this locality have of shipping their goods 
is by team over the road to Boston, or to 
Quincy Adams where for the want of 
proper facilities it is sometimes necessary 


to wait hours before the use of the derrick 
/ can be obtained. 

The scheme on foot, is to start among 
the quarries on ** the Common” and from 
there in a southerly direction to the main 
line near Quincy Adams, taking in Swith- 
en Bros. sheds, the new sheds of Craig & 
Richards and others along the line. 

If this project is carried through, its 
benefits will be great, and a new impetus 
will be given to the granite industry in 


this section.

RACE WAR IMMINENT 


Georgia Farmer’s Murder Avenged by 
Killing Seven Negroes. 


MOBS ARMED TO THE TEETH. 


Blacks Said to Have Planned 
Wholesale Murder. 


QUITMAN, Ga, Dec. 24—With seven 
negroes dead and armed mobs of whites 
and blacks in near proximity to each 
other, the outlook for a race war in this 
county isstartlinginits certainty. The 
excitement is the result of the murder of 
Mr. Joseph Isom, afarmer. Seven negro 
lives were taken Saturday and Saturday 
night to pay the penalty, and this seems 
to be only the beginning of the end. 

It had been discovered that a number of 
negroes had conspired to kill every man 
in the posse that arrested Jerry Jeffreth, 
for the killing of T. Moulden, a few weeks 
ago, and that the killing of Isom was 
the commencement to carry out this aw- 
ful conspiracy. What the outcome of this 
will be in the next 24 hours cannot be 
foretold. No action has been taken to 
stop the action of the mob so far. 

The names of the killed are: Sam 
Taylor, Eli Frazier, Sam Pike, Harry 
Sherad and three whose names could not 
be learned. No white men have been 
killed so far. 

A Reign of Terror. 

A reporter visited the scene last even- 
ing. Every crossroad was picketed with 
sentinels and every man in the county is 


armed to the teeth. When one of these 
excitements occur, King Terror rules 


in the homes of whites as well as blacks, 
and this is suchacase. There were prob- 
ably 500 men under arms, covering an area 
of about five square :niles. 

Abouta mile from the home of Isom 
were about 300 whites, all well armed and 
breathing all kinds of vengeance. A mile 
farther was a crowd of negroes of about the 
same size, armed with Winchester rifles, 
pistols, axes, clubs and every available 
weapon, Waiting for the whites to attack 
them. They intrenched in and around 
a lot of negro cabins in the midst of a thin 
grove, and the last information is that the 
whites are advancing on many sides. 

It is understood that the Waverleys, 
Pike, Jim McLelland and a negro named 
Herring were the others of the seven 
lynched. The county is comparatively 
sparsely settled, and the facilities for se- 
curing information are very meager. Pike 
is the negro who killed Isom. He has 
been in hiding near where the trouble has 
occurred, and the authorities do not con- 
sider it probable that he has been caught. 

Captain Tillman, father-in-law of Isom, 
was doing everything in his power to 
restrain the whites. He had sent hurried 
messengers all over the country, summor- 
ing to his aid conservative men, in the 
hope that he could prevent further blood- 
shed. It will be impossible to know how 
well he succeeded. 

Whites Won't Talk of Peace, 

Details of the killing are meager. 
lor, Frazier, Pike and Sheard were to- 
gether about sunset Saturday night. They 
regarded as four of the ringleaders 
of the conspiracy to kill and burn, and 
were especially sought for. A half dozen 
whites, one of whom is said to have been 
Isom’s brother-in-law, came upon them 
suddenly and ordered them to submit to 
arrest. 

One of the negroes answered with a shot 
that struck one of the whites, and four 
blacks were shot down in their tracks. 
The other three were caught, one at a 
time. 

Many of Isom’s neighbors, who were 
interviewed, will not listen to any peace- 
ful talk. They declare they must stamp 
out the gang thathad sworn to murder, 
and that spirit seems to predominate.

HITT HAS OBJECTIONS 
fo the Payment by Uncle Sam of ¢ 
Claims Fer Behring Sea Seizures. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24. — Secretary of 
State Gresham’s communication to eon- 
gress relative to paying #95,000 for Beb- 
ring sea seizures is occasioning much dis- 
cussion among those who have been giving 
attention to the subject. Representative 
Hitt of Illineis, who introduced the reso- 
lution calling for the informatien, is not 
yet satisfied that the United States should 
pay the lump sum of $425,000 for the seiz- 
ure, ashe says the positive evidence al- 
ready adduced shows this amount to be 
extremely excessive. 

Mr. Hitt points out that the claims as 
filed foot up to $489,000, which is a little 
more than the amount of the proposed 
compromise. It is also shown that of the 
18 ships claiming damages 10 were Ameri- 
can ships. Some of these American seal- 
ers were flying the British flag merely for 
the sake of avoiding detection. Mr. Hitt 
urges that it is not for Great Britain to 
collect alleged damages to American ships. 

The claims of these American ships are | 
included in the settlement of $425,000, al- 
though Mr. Hitt says the United States 
should deal with its own ships in its own 
way, and not through Great Britain as an 
intermediary. 

After deducting $357,000 for “probable

earnings, and further deducting the 
claims of the American ships, Mr. Hitt 
holds that there is very little of the origi- 
nal claim left, and that $425,000 is far in 


excess of what it ought to be.

A HUNDRED KILLED. 


Seafaring Men Met Death In the Gale 
Off Great Britain’s Coast. 


MANY TOWNS BADLY DAMAGED. 


Floods Play Havoc In Parts of 
Holland and Germany. 


Lonpon, Dec. 24—Reports received 
from various parts of Great Britain show 
that the gale is abating. The storm 
raged with the greatest fury all day Satur- 
day. Telegraphic communication with 
Scotland is completely interrupted, while 
the wires to the midland counties and 
Ireland are more or less damaged. 

There is hardly a town of any size but 
reports personal casualities and loss of 
property. Manufacturing towns in the 
north and west suffered badly. Roofs 
were torn off and chimney stacks col- 
lapsed, crashing through adjoining build- 
ingsand killing and injuring a number 
of working people. In many places the 
residents were afraid to venture in the 
streets during the prevalence of the storm. 

A number of fishing boats are missing. 
Three boats were swamped o& Stornoway, 
and their 22 occupants drowned. 

Much damage was done to houses in 
Dublin an@ the suburbs of that city. Peo- 
ple in the Donegal hills are reported to be 
suffering terribly, their cottages

The four-master County of Kinross, for 
Hartlepool, was seen off that port lying on 
her beam ends and apparently sinking. 
Her crew were gathered in the stern with 
life belts on. 

The exact number of deaths is unknown, 
but it is expected that the list will not be 
much less than 100, 

The American ship Kennebec, from Port 
Blakeley, which had discharged her cargo 
at Belfast, broke adrift, and sunk a tug 
and damaged another vessel. 

The Storm In Holland, 

AMSTERDAM. Dec. 24.—Heavy floods have 
been caused by the storm in Holland. The 
rivers Maas and Rotte rose 12 feet, inun- 
dating parts of Rotterdam. Boats were 
used in the streets and in the market 
places. In several places the water suc- 
ceeded in breaking through dykes, and 
the country in the vicinity of the breaks 
was flooded. Nine houses collapsed. At 
Utrecht several persons were drowned by 
the capsizing of a boat. Telegraphs and 
telephone wires were everywhere broken. 
The bark Caroline went ashore near Eg- 
mond-Aau-Zee. Part of her crew were 
drowned. 

Belgian Villages Flooded, 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 24. — The storm has 
caused much damage throughout Belgium. 
Many of the Belgian fishing fleet are 
missing. The town of Dendermonda was 
inundated by the overflowing of the Den- 
der river. The inhabitants were aroused 
by the tocsin and escaped, but the prop- 
erty loss is great. The villages of Aug- 
dem, Denderville, Mespelacre, Appels and 
Baesrode were also inundated. 

Hamburg’s Flood. 

HAMBURG, Dec. 24.—The river Elbe has 
overflowed its banks and inundated the 
lower portion of the town.

NEWSPAPER ADVICES FROM JAPAN 


Give Interesting Details “on- 
cerning the Eastern War. 


YorROouAMA, Dec. 24.—General Kasura on 
Dec. 19 attacked General Lung’s position 
seven miles west of Haiti-Cheng. The 
position was defended by 10,000 Chinese, 
who were routed after four assaults. 

A dispatch from Antonhg says that the 
Japanese force consisted of four regiments 
of infantry and five batteries of artillery.

GEORGIA’S RACE WAR 


Brought About by the Cold-Blooded 
Murder of a Bailiff. 


SMALL ARMY OF WHITE PEOPLE 


Determined to Rid the District 
of Lawless Characters. 


QUITMAN, Ga., Dec. 26.—The northern 
portion of Brooks, portions of Worth, 
Berrien and other counties adjoining, 
have large numbers of negroes, mostly 
brought from North Carolina for the pur- 
pose of getting turpentine from the pine 
trees which abound there. These negroes 
live in camps 

When Bailiff Maulijn of Brooks sought 
to arrest a negro charged with some triv- 
ial offense, some two weeks ago, be was 
confronted by armed men with Winches- 
ter rifles and pistols. ‘The bailiff found it 
safest not to attempt the arrest, and turn- 
ing his horse's head started to ride away 
Two negroes named Jeffreys fired on him 
and killed him instantly. 

The citizens aided the officers, and, af*er 
much chasing, captured the two Jeffreys 
and confined them in the Brooks county 
jail. Itis said that a number of negroes, 
under the leadership of Waverly Pike, 
formed an oath-bound organization to 
kill every man concerned in the arrest of 
the Jeffreys. In pursuauce of this plot, 
Joseph Isham was killed a few days after- 
ward and Henry Eilman was marked as 
the next victim. 

The Cause of the Present Outbreak 
is twofold. First, the arrest of Waverly 
Pike and bringing him to trial for the 
murder of Isman, and, secondly, to break 
up the gang of outlaws who have shot 
down good citizens. 

The white people who have formed 
themselves into a small army have this 
purpose in view. So far it is supposed 
that the following negroes have been 
killed; Sam ‘Taylor, Eli Frazier, Harry 
Sherrod, Sam Pike, George Fritz 

A neg uamed McColl and two others

That a critical point has been reached, 
however, is shown by the fact that the ne- 
groes display a ten lenecy to stand by men 
of their own race and aid them by force, 
if need be. It may be necessary to face a 
racial war sone day The result, of 
course, would be doubtful. The power of 
organization of the white man is superior 
that of the negro, and, in case of a racial 
war, the whites would have exclusive com- 
mand 

Such a struggle, however, would be far 
from ending the negro question. The 
root of the trouble lies principally in the 
fact that negroes multiply more rapidly 
than the whites, who insist on ruling, no 
matter at what cost. Against such uni- 
versal conviction there is no appeal, nor 
is it possible to say that this conviction is 
devoid of justification. 

Hayti and Liberia do not furnish favor- 
able evidences of the capacity of the negro 
to govern, and the negro press of the south- 
ern states does not afford any indication 
that the black population of the territory 
possesses either discretion or enlighten- 
ment, 

The idea of settling the negro question 
by the ultimate fusion of the racesis un- 
tenable. In many states of the Union mixed 
marriages are illegal, and white women 
who are willing to accept black husbands 
belong to the class which has nothing to 
lose. The progress of time increases the 
peril of the situation and does nothing to 
bring about a solution of the problem. 

The government of the United States 
has before it the problem of the successful 
treatment of a question which concerns 
not only the republic, but the whole civyil- 
ized world.

A CHRISTMAS SERMON 


The New Pastor of the Presbyter’an Church 
Talks Plainly to His People.

Among friends and relatives who are al) 
in comfortable circumstance, and all the 
more emphatically when they are rich, the 
presents should be mere mementoes, of 
little intrinsic value ; while such people 
should all remember the poor and needy 
with substantial and wisely planned relief. 
True Christmas giving is Christ-like giv 
ing, which expects no recompense. See 
the Saviour’s teaching about the banquet 
Luke 14; 12:14. And all giving should be 
‘*in the name of the Lord Jesus.’’ This 
forbids the custom of giving to the children 
in the name of Santa Claus, itis robbing 
childhood of its sweetest story to substi- 
tute a myth for the beautiful history of the 
Babe of Bethlehem. Surround Christmas 
giving to children with all the pretty mys- 
tery at your command, so long as you keep 
tothe truth. But teach the little ones that 
the gifts come from or for the sake of the 
blessed Jesus, who loves them as he did 
when he bade them come to him, Thought- 
ful children when they are undeceived 
about Santa Claus, either feel hurt that 
their parents should have deceived them, 
or else believe that it is right to tell un- 
truths if no harm is meant; but nothing 
untrue can be told “in the name of the 
Lord Jesus,”

AN ILLUSTRATED LECTURE BY 


Disturbers In Hawaii Not Likely to 
Cause Serious Trouble. 


HILL OUT OF PRESIDENTIAL RACE. 


Positive Assertions That Car- 
lisle Intends to Resign. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 26.—No concern or 
alarm is felt at the Hawaiian legation 
here from the reports of fresh plotting by 
the Royalists to overthrow the provis- 
ional government and restore Queen 
Liliuokalani. 

Mr. Hastings, the charge d'affaires of the 
legation, received telegraphic reports vila 
San Francisco after the arrival of the 
Australia, about 10 days ago, and the 
Arawa a week later, which says that 
everything is quiet. Hastings says the 
natives are peaceable and willing to ac- 
cept the new governinent as it is, and have 
never been inflamed nor stirred up since 
its formation. 

He fears no danger from the band of 
men who are now reported as having de- 
signs against the government, and says 
that there is but one full native born in 
the list, and asserts that there is no fight- 
ing spirit in them, The result of any 
trouble they might precipitate would be 
needless bloodshed and then total defeat. 

The state department gives little cre- 
dence to the ramors. It is pointed out 
that the arrests of the conspirators were 
made six days before the steamer sailed 
that brought the news, A week or two 
weeks after a conspiracy had been dis- 
covered, and the leading conspirators ar- 
rested, is thought to be a poor time to be- 
gin a revolution, because the authorities 
would be on the alert and ready to nip 
anything of the kind in the bud 

It is further said that the leaders of the 
republic are resolute men, and they 
would never give up without a desperate 
fight, which the natives would be very un- 
willing to meet. The idea of British in- 
terference is scouted. 

Secretary Gresham said last night that 
he had not read the story of the alleged 
conspiracy. ‘We have no advices of such 
aconspiracy,”’ said he, ‘‘and none that 
would even tend to show the possibility of 
such a thing. I should be much surprised 
to hear of any successful conspiracy 
there.”’ 

The secretary’s manner left the impres- 
sion that he put absolutely no credence in 
the alleged dispatch. 

Not a Presidential Candidate. 

Senator David B. Hill is not likely to be 
a candidate for the presidency in 1896. He 
has stated this plainly to a most intimate 
friend and well-known Democrat in the 
east. 

Senator Hill since his gubernatorial 
race in New York has been keeping very 
quiet. He has been to Florida and _ re- 
cuperated. 

Now that he has returned to Washing- 
ton the politicians in both parties are 
keeping a sharp lookout for every move 
he makes. ‘The senator, according to one 
of the leading Democrats, proposes to 
allow other people to assume the ag- 
gressive. 

The senator from New York will insist 
upon immediate action upon the currency 
and other subjects, to carry out which he 
will urge the cloture. Senator Hill, a 
few days ago, told a well-known Demo- 
crat that the party must do something at 
this session to make good

MORAES IS POPULAR. 


Peace and Prosperity Now Settling 
Down Upon Brazil. 


iIANY REVOLUTIONISTS SET FREE. 


Reports of Cholera Epidemic 
Were Exaggerated. 


New York, Dee. 26.—Dr. J. A. Tonner, 
late surgeon of the Brazilian cruiser Nic- 
theroy, arrived home yesterday from Rio de 
Janeiro, per steamer Delcomyn. The doc- 
tor stated that he was present at the in- 
auguration of President Moraes and was 
@ guest at the reception given by the pres- 
ident the same evening. He describes him 
as beinga tall, spare man, of dignified 
and serious expression and of broad and 
liberal views. He has every reason to be- 
lieve that his administration will be 
peaceful and prosperous. 


PRESIDENT DE MORAES. 
There appears to be no indication of re- 


volt. The navy is in a great measure hos- 
tile tothe army and no insurrection can 
possibly succeed in Brazil without the 
concerted action of both the army and 
navy. The president is quite popular with 
the whole people; he has already granted 
amnesty to nearly all participants in the 
late rebellion, excepting Admirals de 
Mello and Da Gama. De Mello is still re 
ported to be at Montevedio, 

The editors of the principal Rio papers 
have been pardoned and have returned to 
the capital. 

No Serious Sickness. 

The sanitary condition of the city is ex- 
cellent, very few cases of yellow fever be- 
ing reported. The reported outbreak of 
cholera or cholerine took place at a small 
town about two hours ride by rail from 
Rio de Janeiro. The sanitary authorities 
took prompt measures to stop the spread 
of the disease. 

The town was quarantined and com- 
munication cut off with Sao Paulo and 
other adjacent towns. Some 20 cases of 
the disease were reported, of which three 
were fatal, all the rest recovered, includ- 
inga Chinese immigrant, who was sus- 
pected of having first brought the infec 
tion from the south. 

The ironclad Agquidaban, which had 
been temporarily repaired at Rio, had 
sailed for Bahia, where she was expecting 
orders to proceed to Toulon for repairs. 
The Nictheroy was laid up in the navy 
yard at Rio de Janeiro, 


Miserable Treatment of Immigrants, 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 26.—A special dis- 
patch to The North American from Chester 
says that the 365 steerage passengers of the 
steamer Southwark, which was recently 
detained off that city on account of the 
death of a passenger from smallpox, are 
confined at the quarantine station therein 
the most absolute filth and privation. In 
an interview one of the prisoners said that 
a@ petition complaining of the food was 
signed by 250 of them, but the officlals in 
charge suppressed it. 
Risky Business, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dee. 26.—Harry 
Meneer, an English bridge jumper, leaped 
from the top rail of the Poughkeepsie 
bridge with his parachute yesterday after 
noon. The parachute worked  success- 
fully, and Meneer struck the water in just 
eight seconds after he started. Meneer 
showed no apparent injury from his 
perilous leap. Poughkeepsie bridge is 212 
feet from the base of the rail to the water, 
which is about 60 feet deep. 

Ecuado’s President Criticised, 

LIMA, Dec. 26.—The extraordinary action 
of the government of Ecuador in permit- 
ting the Ecuadorian flag to be used in the 
transfer of the Chilian cruiser Esmeralda 
to Japan has excited the greatest indigna- 
tion in Ecuador and the adjacent repub- 
lics. The only explanation offered by 
President Cordero is that Ecuador will de- 
rive advantage from the transaction, 


Almost Totally Paralyzed, 

Lonpon, Dec. 26. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill is suffering from general pa 
ralysis. He lies in a semi-conscious and 
critical condition. The patient has not 
entirely lost the use of his lower limbs, 
but his weakness is extreme and his ap- 
petite is slight. 

Didn't Forget Himself, 

BERLIN, Dec. 26.—Emperor William has 
ordered that a medal be produced to com- 
memorate the restoration of the palace 
church at Wittemberg. The obverse of 
the medal will bear the emperor’s por- 
trait, and the reverse a representation of 
the church.

Lonpon, Dev. 26.—Lady Henry Gros- 
venor, wife of the second son of the Duke 
of Westminster, died Monday night at 
Chester. She gave birth to a boy last 
Sunday. Lady Grosvenor was married in 
1887.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A Terrible Tragedy Enacted at the Home 
of a Vermont Man. 

Berurerox, Vt., Dec. 27.—William H. 
Whitman of Winooski, a manufacturing 
suburb of this city, shot and killed his 
wife severely and probably fatally 
wounded histwo boys, aged 13 and 16, re- 
spectively, at 9 o’clock last night, and 
then going upstairs shot himself, dying 
instantly. 

Whitman is said to be of intemperate 
habits, on account of which his wife re- 
fused tolive with him, and recently ob- 
tained adivorce. When he called at the 
house last night, he expressed a desire to 
say good-by> to their children, of whom 
there were six. On being admitted for 
this purpose, he at once began to quarrel 
with his we. 

It seems that Whitman's mother, who 
is very wealthy, died recently, leaving all 
her property to others, the will going into 
effect yesterday, and it was over this mat- 
ter that he quarrelled with his wife. 
Words led to blows, and a scuffle ensued, 
during which the lamp was upset, and the 
house caught fire. Before much damage 
was done, the flames were extinguished, 
but the quarrel was resumed. 

To prevent their mother from further 
injury, the boys interfered, whereupon the 
enraged father drew a pistol which had 
been concealed, and fired first at one boy 
and then at the other, the shots taking ef- 
fectin the head of each. Then, before 
Mrs. Whitman could escape from the 
room, he shot her through the neck. 

The wounded woman rushed into the 
street. Neighbors, alarmed by the sound 
of the shots and by the shrieks, rushed to 
the scene, one of them being just in time 
to catch the woman as she fell. She ex- 
pired in his arms. 

At that instant two more shots rang 
out. The neighbors ran into the house 
and upstairs. In achamber they found 
that Whitman had completed his bloody 
work by firing two bullets into his-own 
head. He lay dead in a pool of blood. 

The boys were at once removed to a hos- 
pital, where it was discovered that the 
wounds of the elder would probably prove 
fatal, but that there was a possibility that 
the other would recover, and a council of 
physicians was called in the hope of sav- 
ing his life, if not that of the other.

VISITED THE VATICAN 


Yankee Blue Jackets Granted an 
Audience With the Pope. 


HIGH PRAISE FOR AMERICANS 


And Their Progress Among 
the Civilized Nations. 


RoE, Dec. 27.—The pope received the 
officers of the United States cruiser De- 
troit at the Vatican yesterday. The office *s 
present were Commander Newell, one 
lieutenant, six junior grade lieutenants, 
the surgeon and the paymaster of the ship 
Commander Newell, in a brief address, 
thanked the pope for granting an audience 
to himself and his fellow officers. No 
American visiting Europe, he said, 
thought his visit complete unless he had 
seen his holiness the pope. The pope re- 
plied, saying he was always particular to 
receive citizens of the great republic. 

The pope also proffered his thanks to 
the American government and to the 
president of the republic, and expressed 
his affection for and admiration of the 
people of the United States, for whom 
he wished happiness and prosperity. He 
then pronounced a solemn benediction 
upon the officers and their families. 

Commander Newell and his companions 
were presented individually to the pope by 
Mgr. O'Connell, rector of the American 
college in Rome. 

The Speech Which the Pope Made 
was delivered in a familiar, pleasant man- 
ner. He dispensed with all ceremony, 
and invited the officers to arrange them- 
selves in the form of a half circle in front 
of the throne. Then, speaking in Italian, 
which was translated by Mgr. O'Connell, 
the pope said: 

“I regret my inability to express in 
English how pleased Iam to receive you 
who were entrusted by the American gov- 
ernment to bring back the objects which I 
sent to Chicago. It isasource of great 
pleasure to me to recall that these reiics 
were received with honor and were given a 
place of distinction. I am also highly 
gratified to perceive the care which the 
American government took to assure their 
safe return. 

“I feel a lively satisfaction to see the 
progress which America makes daily 
among the civilized nations, which it out- 
strips, although younger. But while I am 
happy to see your nation advance in nu- 
merous branches of civilization, I am 
more particularly pleased to note her re- 
ligious progress. The Catholic church 
flourishes, and I des're to see it more 
flourishing stili. 

“At thesame time, though I express a 
special, paternal solicitude toward Amer- 
ican Catholics, yet it is with peculiar 
pleasure that I receive you because you 
are Americans. 

“T hope to publish in a few weeks an en- 
cyclical to the Episcopacy of the United 
States and Montreal, conveying the senti- 
ments of my especial affection for your 
country. In the meantime, I bless you all, 
and when you return to your fatherland 
tell your families that the pope blesses 
them with the paternal affection which 
will accompany you in the midst of the 
fatigues of the long voyage you are about 
to undertake.” 

The last words of the pope referred to 
the Detroit's approaching voyage to China. 
All the officers of the Detroit, although 
there was only one Catholic among them, 
received the papal benediction kneeling. 
The American officers visited the Raphael 
galleries and the Sistine chapel before 
leaving the Vatican. 

Entertained at Dinner. 

After the audience with the pope the 
officers were conducted to the college, 
where they were entertained at dinner by 
Mgr. O'Connell. ‘There were present Hon. 
Wayne MacVeagh, United States ambas- 
sador to Italy, the foreign consuls, the at- 
taches of the American embassy and the 
leading American residents of R me. 

After the dinner Mgr. O'Connell made 
a short speech, during the course of which 
ae said: “I see before me representatives 
of the American army and navy, but so 
also are they representatives of the senti- 
ments of religion and patriotism which 
are the safeguards of our country. It was 
patriotism which led us to love and de- 
vote ourselves to our country; it was the 
legion which gave life to and purified pa- 
triotism, conferring on her the crown of 
immortality.”’ 

Mr. MacVeagh replied, pointing out the 
superior force of religion as the inspirer of 
patriotism, because, he said: ‘Religion 
teaches that all men were created by God 
equal and invested with equal rights to 
enjoy liberty and partake of progress in 
civil life.” 

The United States ambassador then 
toasted the American navy, whereupon 
all thestudents of the American college, 
who were present, sung “Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean.” 

Vice Consul Wood then made a few re 
marks, saying that today marked the 
zenith of the glory of the American col- 
lege. Throughout the dinner the greatest 
enthusiasm and cordiality prevailed. 


War Reports, 

YOKOHAMA, Dec. 27.—General Catsure 
reports from Hai-Chang that the Chinese 
army under General Sung, after its defeat 
at Kogosai, fled back to New-Chwang and 
thence retreated to Denshodai, being 
joined by the mass of Chinese troops sta- 
tioned at New-Chwang, which town was 
completely evacuated. Scouts report that 
about 8000 Chinese are advancing from 
Cilco along the sea shore. 


In a Miserable Plight. 

Lonpon, Dec. 27.—Armenian refugees 
are arriving at Sarakmysch in a wretched 
condition. They declare that many of 
their compatriots have been obliged to 
adopt Islamism to save their lives and the 
honor of their wives and daughters.

Lonpon, Dec. 27. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill had brief intervals of conscious- 
hess yesterday.

OLD LAW UNEARTHED 


For the Purpose of Making Spain Toe the 
Mark on the Tariff Question. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 27.—Unless the Span- 
ish government within a very short time 


indicates its purpose to remove the re 
strictions now placed on American oom- 
merce with the Spanish West Indies by 
the imposition of the maximum tariff on 
American commodities, it is probable that 
the president will issue 4 proclamation 
imposing ‘discrimination flag duties 

upon Spanish, Cuban and Portuguese to 
the United States. 

The intimation of this purpose on the 
part of the president is distinctly con- 
veyed in a request received by the treasury 
department from the department of state 
to furnish it with detailed information 
as to the amount of such imports and « 
list of the vessels carrying the Spanish 
flag which trade with our ports. 

It was the original intention of the state 
department to have recourse to the power 
of prohibition of Spanish trade conveyed 
by the act of 1890. But, as this power has 
never yet been exercised, and as it prob- 
ably has been deemed best to follow in 
the Hine of precedent, it is quite clear that 
the department has fallen back upon sec- 
tion 4228 of the revised statutes. A para- 
graph of the old Morrill tariff act, which 
still stands on the statute books, im- 
poses a duty of 10 per cent in addition to

the United States in ships of foreign coun- 
tries, unless they are expressly relieved 
from the additional duty by treaty. 


CROOKED CARTER. 


Stole $30,000 From a Bank In Which He 
Had Worked Many Years. 

New YorKE, Dec. 27.—Edward R. Carter, 
transfer and coupon clerk of the the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon as a defaulter. Car- 
ter is charged with appropriating %30,000 
of the bank’s money. He is 44 years old, 
and lived with his wife and two children, 
a daughter, 22 years old, and a son, 12 
years old, at Brooklyn. For 29 years Car- 
ter had been in the employ of the bank. 

According to the story he told the police, 
he began his peculations 20 years ago, at 
first taking only small sums. He would 
say very little about himself to the police, 
and maintained silence as to what in- 
duced him to take the money and as to 
what he did with it. 

W. W. Sherman, president of the bank, 
said: “The loss, of course, is not a serious 
one for the bank, which has a capital of 
$5,000,000 and surplus and undivided 
profits of $3,500,000, but the defalcation is 
none the less distressing, as Carter had the 
confidence of all who came in contact with 
him.” 

Carter was taken to police headquarters, 
where he is now locked up. Car er lived 
modestly in Brooklyn, and was much re- 
spected by all who knew him. When his 
family were informed of his arrest, his 
daughter hurried to police headquarters, 
this city, tosee her father. She left the 
building in tears. 


_ A New York Broker's Opinion. 

NEW YorK, Dec. 27.—John G. Moore

Better Times Will Surely Come to He- 
brew Inhabitants of Russia. 


THE REFORM WILL BE GRADUAL. 


Already Begun by Changes at 
Warsaw and Kieff. 


Loxpon, Dec. 28. —The Jewish Chronicle 
publishes a letter from a correspondent 
who is acquainted with the views of 
official circles in Russia, in which the 
writer declares that if the Hebrews of 
western Europe displayed more patience 
and confidence in the good intentions of 
the Russian government they would find 
the czar’s advisers as anxious as them- 
selves to ameliorate the condition of the 
Hebrews. 

The indignation meeting in London, the 
correspondent adds, has injured the Jew- 
ish cause more than all the anti-Semiti: 
agitations. Orders were privately issued 
& year ago for the modification of the 
rigorous application of oppressive laws, 
and it is intended to make further con- 
cessions. 

But the problem isa gigantic one, and is 
complicated by regretable social condi- 
tions which a great degree of social rights 
would be guite ineffectual in curing. 
Therefore reform can only be gradual. The 
question of new appointments in the gov- 
ernment offices directly affecting the He- 
brews is already under discussion, to- 
gether with new legislation, but nothing 
has as yet been decided. 

In a leading article on the foregoing, 
The Jewish Chronicle notes that since the 
letter was written, its cautious optimism 
has been contirmed by the changes made 
in the governorships of Warsaw and Kieff. 


Francis Il Passes Away. 

VIENNA, Dec. 28.—Francis I, the last 
King of Naples. or the t®o Sicilies, died 
at Arco yesterday, aged 38 years. Francis 
Il, ex-King of Naples, was born Jan. 31, 
1836, and succeeded his father, Ferdinand 
I, better known by his sobriquet of 
“Bomba,” in 1858. In 1860 an insurrec- 
tion broke out in Sicily. An expedition, 
headed by Garibaldi, defeated the Neapoli- 
tan army in every encounter; Naples was 
soon after occupied, and the king and his 
family were compelled to take refuge in 
the fortress of Gaeta, which, after an ob- 
stinate seige of six months, capitulated to 
the Sardinian troops. 


Further Delay Ise Needless. 

Opessa, Dec. 28.—A south Russian 
paper declares that sufficient confirmation 
of the Armenian outrages has already 
been furnished to justify the powers in de- 
manding the disbandment and disarming 
of the Kurd regiments and the Hamidj 
cavalry Such a request, it is added, 
would only be tardy reparation for the 
negligence of the powers in ever per- 
mitting Turkey to mobilize these regi- 
ments of incorrigible brigands, which 
were intended solely to scourge Armenian 
malcontents 


Tonghaks Routed by Japs. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 28.—The Japanese, after 
four hours’ fighting with a force of 6000 
Tonghaks,: suppressed the rebellion at 
Lai-Ju, in the province of Haido, where 
the rebels had deposed the governor and 
installed one of their number in his place 
The Japanese have alsodispersed the Tong- 
haks who defeated the Corean garrison at 
Chulludo. 

Indian Tariff Changes. 

CatcuTtTa, Dec. 28. — The legislative 
councils committee adopted recommenda- 
tions that no change be made at present 
in the limit of exemption for cotton yarns 
and the admission free of duty of all ves 
sels intended for use in inland waters. 


On Good Terms. 

Rome, Dec. 28.—The officers of the 
United ‘tates cruiser Detroit yesterday 
paid a visit to the minister of marine, Ad- 
miral Morrin, who received them in the 
most cordial manner. Admiral Morrin 
afterward returned the visit. 


Fighting In India. 
‘ALCUTTA, Dec. 28.—A detachment of 
600 British troops had a sharp skirmish 
with the Waziris near Karam. Several of 
the British force were wounded. The 
British troops blew up the tuwers and vil- 
lage of Karam. 


Sympathy For Crispi. 
Rome, Dec. 28—The Austrian and Ger- 
man governments have telegraphed mes- 
sages of sympathy to Prime Minister 
Crispi, in which they express the desire to 
see him surmount the present crisis and 
retain power. 


Preparing For Trouble. 
TREBIZOND, Dec. 28.—The Turkish gar- 
risons in Armenia are being re-enforced. 


Made Laborers Pay Fees. 

New HAVEN, Dec. 28 —Daniel Long, for 
several years employed as a section boss 
onthe New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford jrailroad, was discharged yesterday 
after a careful investigation, which re- 
vealed that he had long been engaged in 
compelling Italian laborers to pay from 
#10 to $25 each before ‘he would give them 
employment. 


Blood Vessel Burst. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 28.—Simon Coy, the 
most picturesque political character in the 
history of Indiana, died yesterday after- 
noon. He has been suffering from dla- 
betes for many months, but the bursting 
of a blood vessel and the consequent 
hemorrhage were the immediate causes of 
death.

MUST ACT AT ONCE. 
—~— 
Cuit.d States Won't Allow Spain to Dally 
With the Tariff Question. 


W AsHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The government 
of Spain, in an earnest desire to avert the 
threatened tariff warfare between Cuba 
and the United States, has under serious 
and favorable consideration the cession to 
Cuba of the privilege of arranging her own 
revenue budget, ineluding tariffs with the 
United States. This Cuban budget is to 
be subject to the approval of Spain. 

The negotiations now ing at 
Madrid are partly on these lines, but the 
state department authorities are proceed- 
ing nevertheless with their retaliatory 
plans, as they do not believe Spain’s con- 
cessions to Cuba can be carried out and 
made beneficial to us for some months to 
come. The significance of the matter in 
its commercial and political aspects is 
fully realized. 

It is said that Spain will be careful not 
to relinquish her sovereignty over the 
island, nor to permit this to become the 
first step toward Cuban independence. 
For that reason, the contemplated privi- 
lege will not include full “home rule.” 
There will be no Cuban parliament, with 
independent authority to make laws, sim- 
ilar to Canada’s colonial system under 
Great Britain. 

On the contrary, the general purpose is 
to give Cuba advisory powers. The local 
officials would take up the economic neces- 
sities of the island, estimate the needed 
revenue from tariff duties and advise the 
Spanish government of duties that should 
be levied and of other measures which 
ought to be done in order to secure the 
best results for the island) While Spain 
would thus retain complete sovereignty 
over Cuba, both commercial and political, 
it is suggested that the home government 
would, asarule, approve Cuba’s revenue 
budget with the United States. 

In the present tension between Spain 
and the United States, the Cubans are so- 
licitous of retaining their American mar- 
ket on sugar, and it is urged that for this 
reason the local officials undoubtedly 
would advise a lowering of tariff duties 
against the United States, and it is be- 
lieved Spain’s approval would almost cer- 
tainly follow. 


Treasury Stopped Its Progress. 
New York, Dec. 28.—The banking firm 
in charge of the government bond syndi- 
cate sent out the following notice yester- 
day: ‘“‘The action of the United States 
treasury on currency questions having 
stopped progress in the sale of bonds for 
the account of the 5 per cent bond syndi- 
cate, and the period of 30 days mentioned 
in the notice of Noy. 2 having expired, the 
syndicate is dissolved.”” The agitation 
about currency reform has weakened the 
market for government bonds generally, 
and the price for the new fives has been 

depressed below the syndicate figure. 


Preierred Conviction to Flight. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 28.—Eva M. 
Young, who said she was the wife of C. 
H. Young of Brooklyn, surrendered her- 
self to the Springfield police last night, 
stating that she was wanted in Brooklyn 
for extorcing $500 from Frank C. Joslyn of 
Brooklyn under 4 threat that her husband 
would shoot Joslyn if he did not pay the 
money, because he had learned of their re- 
lations, which had existed for six years. 
She was on the way to Canada, but con- 
cludec that she would prefer conviction to 
flight. 

To Talk Arbitration. 

Boston, Dec. 28.—The state board of ar- 
bitration and conciliation visited Haver- 
hill a few days ago to investigate the 
cause of the big shoe strike and bring 
about a peaceable settlement if possible.

LAWYER GOFF'S WORK 


Brings to Mind Many Little Things 
“* against tnspector Williams. 


COMSTOCK’S NAME BROUGHT OUT. 


The Reformer Has Something 
to Say About Goff. 


New YorK, Dec. 28.—When the Lexow 
sommittee resumed its investigations yes- 
terday at noon, there was avery large 
crowd in the courtroom. After a short 
conference with the senators, Mr. Goff 
called the names of Captains Meakim, 
Washburn and Westervelt. None of 
them replied, but Inspector Williams told 
the inquisitor that all three were sick. 

This made Mr. Goff very angry, and 
when the inspector resumed the witness 
chair his questioner had fire in his eye, 
which boded evil for the “King of Clubs.” 
Mr. Goff first asked about the location of 
Williams’ Japanese lots. “They « 2 in 
Hakodate, in the northern part of the em- 
pire,” was the reply. Mr. Goff and the 
witness had a long argument as to 
whether foreigners could hold property at 
that time, but Williams insisted that 
Hakodate was a treaty port in 1855, and 
Mr. ‘Goff switched off to the early 70’s, 
when Williams had charge of the Eighth 
precinct. 


The witness said there were about 83 
houses of ill-fame in the precinct when he 
went there, and they were there when he 
left. He said they were fashionable then. 
Mr. Goff then looked up the charges made 
against Williams in the department, anJ 
asked the witness about some of which 
there were-no record in the department 
books. He said that Williams had been 
accused of taking everything from a 
needle to an anchor, and read a charge of 
his having taken several articles to the 
yalue of $100 from Louisa Smith, a dis- 
orderly house keeper. 

Williams denied this, but said after- 
ward that he did not remember the 
charge. Speaking of the Eighth precinct, 
Williams acknowledged that it was im- 
possible to suppress the houses there, and 
although he claimed to have worked hard 
to do so, he could not mention one which 
he closed. He indignantly denied that he 
received protection money, or that there 
were any pane! houses in the precinct. 

After recess the inspector said that he 
remembered one panel house, but ac- 
knowledged that there might have been 
more. They were very difficult to dis- 
cover, he said. Mr. Goff quoted the testi- 
mony of Sergeant Grew, who testified be- 
fore the board of education, 20 years ago, 
about panel houses and others of ill-re- 
pute in the precinct at that time, but 
Williams persisted that Grew was a liar. 
The witness then took occasion to deny 
some statements made about him by wit- 
nesses before the present commission. 


Anthony Comstock In the Swim. 


A most sensational witness next came 
on the stand. He was Louis 8S. Streep, 
who once kept a printing house in Boek- 
man street. He was indicted in June, 
1889, for printing and sending out “green 
goods” circulars, but declared that he was 
innocent, as the guilty man was Edward 
Bechtal, who hired a room from him. 

Mr. Goff produced two indictments 
which had been dismissed, and then came 
the sensation. ‘I swear solemnly before 
God and man that I paid $1000 to Anthony 
Comstock to. have these indictments dis- 
missed, and I had to borrow $300 from my 
brother, who saw me pay the money to 
Comstock.”’ The indictments were recom- 
mended by the district attorney for dis- 
missal, and signed by Recorder Smyth. 

The man then told a rambling stary of 
being re-arrested on the same charge in 
the United States court, and that he had 
paid $1000 to United States District At- 
torney Mott to have the indictments dis- 
missed. There wasa buzz of suppressed 
excitement in the room when the man 
had finished. His brother, Robert, corrob- 
orated him as to the payment of the 
money to Comstock, and then Mr. Golf 
asked for an adjournment until today. 

It is understood that the committee 
will not sit after today, so that a great 
deal of work will have to be crowded into 
the day, and a night session may be ha’. 
Superintendent Brynes, Inspectors Mc- 
Laughlin and McAvoy and several cap- 
tains have yet to be examined, so that to- 
day’s session may be one of the most im- 
portant of this committee. 

Comstock Is Angry. 


Anthony Comstock, when seen last even- 
ing, said of Streep’s testimony: ‘The 
statement he made is preposterous and un- 
worthy of notice, Streep never directly 
er indirectly gave me the value of 1 cent, 
hot even a postage stamp, and never in 
all of his trials, even asa witness, was it 
‘ntimated that he gave me a penny.” 

Mr. Comstock then turned his attention 
to the Lexow committee and Mr. Goff and 
said: ‘‘Now if this reckless and indis- 
erimate assault on individual characters 
isto be tolerated by Mr. Goff and the 
Lexow committee, the quicker they retire 
srom before the public the better for Mr 
Goff. 

“By the way, in speaking of Goff, I'd 
like to know what the little secret was, 
when he was an assistant district attor- 
ney, that Olin D. Gray was not prose- 
cuted, I found in this man Gray's posses- 
sion $1,500,000 worth of Louisiana lottery 
tickets, and, notwithstanding such strong 
evidence, this man was not prosecuted. 
Mr. Goff may, perhaps, tell us why. 

“On the whole, it is the most infamous 
plot to traduce my character I ever heard. 
I will appear before the Lexow committee 
and will demand to be heard. I will be 
heard. It is my right; it cannot be denied; 
it cannot be; it must not be.”

Labine Receives Sentence. 

Nasava, N. H., Deo. 28—The case of 
Joseph Labine was finished in the su- 
preme court yesterday, Clerk Willoughby 
of the police court produced the records, 
showing that. many of those who signed 
the iron-clad agreement in 1888, under the 
nuisance act, agreeing not to sell liquor, 
had since appeared in court personally, 
and pleaded guilty to the charge of selling 
spirituous liquors and paid their fines. 
Labine was s2ntenced to six months in 
jail and to pay the costs of prosecution. 
The court suggested that others 
who had violated the agreement not 
to sell liquor should be prosecuted. 
The decision has created intense excite- 
ment. There is considerable discussion as 
to what action the Law and Order league 
will take, now that Labine’s case is set- 
tled. 

Two Steamers Missing. 

San FRAnNcIscO, Dec. 28.—It is now 20 
days since the steam colliers Montserrat 
and Kewanewaw sailed for San Francisco 
from neighboring ports on Vancouver 
island and British Columbia. Nearly all 
the shipowners believe the vesseis and their 
crews, numbering nearly 60 men, were 
lost in the gale which broke on thenight 
that the colliers put tosea. The United 
States gunboat Bennington went to sea 
yesterday under instructions to makea 
thorough search for the missing vessels. 
The revenue cutter Grant, which was dis- 
patched on a similar errand several days 
ago, is still at sea. 


Putnam Found Guilty. 

ConcorD, N. H., Dec. 28.—Ex-President

embezzling $10,000 from the bank and ab- 
stracting from it $20,000 in Leavenworth 
Electric railway bonds, but not guilty of 
one other charge, according to the jury's 
verdict returned in the United States 
court last night. Seven of the 10 counts 
in the indictment had been ruled out by 
Judge Aldrich. Putnam received the ver- 
dict apparently very coolly, and gave no 
indication of his feelings at the result.

Inspector Williams Still 
That He 


MARTIN MAKES A GOOD SHOWING 


Maintains 
Is Honest. 


His Frank Answers Leave an 
Impression of Truth. 


New Yor, Dec. 29.—When the Lexow 
committee began operations yesterday 
there seemed to be alullin the interest 
manifested by the public during the pre- 
vious sittings of the commission, but be- 
fore Mr. Goff had got well under way 
the courtroom rapidly filled, and there 
wus the usual throng of speetators. 
Williams again faced Mr. 
Goff and resumed his hard, dry denials of 
ever having received any money or bribes 
of any description. He said that he never 
got a dollar from illegitimate sources out- 
side of his salary while in charge of the 
“tenderloin” or any other precinct, 

He told a peculiar story, of a magnani- 
mous brokerage firm from which he got 
some 95000 or $6000 made on speculations 
for which he was not required to put up a 
dollar. The firm was Fliess & Hoy, 417 
Broadway, and Fliess has been connected 
for along time with the famous~ Holly- 
wood Whisky company. Inspector Will- 
jams claimed to have only about $6000 in 
the banks, and he stated that he did not 
know how much his wife has at the pres- 
ent time, 

He got very angry when questioned 
about his wife’s diamonds, particulurly a 
diamond cross, which Mr. Goff said came 
from a woman of ill-repute. “I never saw 
such a thing, and Il brand the statement 
as a lie,”’ he said 

Mr. Goff kept probing him about pres 
ents, and spoke of the grand jury of 1585 
that made a presentment to the effect that 
Williams was manifestly unfitted for the 
police department. His ignorance of the 
gambling houses and their operations in 
the tenderloin was marvelous, but he hac 
evidently made up his mind to deny every 
thing and did so unflinchingly. 

He claimed not to be worth more than 
$40,000 outside of his residence. Once, 
when he was hard pressed by Mr. Goff, the 
latter said: “You are losing your temper.” 
Williams replied: ‘No, Iam sitting ona 
cake of ice,”’ but he 

Did Not Look Very Cool, 

His whole examination was a series of 
denials, and he insisted that any ant 
everybody who accused him of wrongdo 
ing lied. He faced the music bravely un- 
til the moment when Mr. Goff said: 
“That's all.” 

Captains Delaney and Ryan when put 
on the stand were so badly rattled that 
the committee and spectators alike were 
relieved when both men were excused. 

One of the most clear and reserved wit 
nesses who has yet testified turned up i: 
the person of Police Commissioner James 
J. Martin. He answered every questidn 
put to him so frankly as to leave the im- 
pression of the truthof his s@tements 
Unlike Commissioner Sheehan, he replied 
to all questions without the slightest hesi 
tation, and very much unlike his bro he 
commissioner, he produced his bank 
books, checks and check books, and handed 
them to Mr. G.ff 

He explained how difficult it was for the 
commissioners to find out men who ac- 
cepted bribes, and said that they had te 
depend upon Superintendent Byrnes to 
ferret out the metaibers of the foree who 
accepted blacknail He claimed that he 
never procured sibstantial information, 
but did not 
would interfere with his subordinate 
Byrnes. He disclaimed all knowledge of 
any inan paying for an appointment on 
the force, or for promotion, and declared 
that by no ect of his hat he contributed to 
the state of dffairs now in existence in this 
department 

He told Senator Lexow and the other 
commissioners that, in his opinion, the 
police department could not be run by a 
single head, as there would be vastly too 
much for one man to attend to 

Today will be Mr. Goff’s last day as ex 
aminer for the Lexow committee, but it is 
thought that the senators will come back 
again to renew their attacks on corruption 
before the new year is many weeks old

Which Must Be Carried Out 
to the Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The regulations 
for the return to the United States of 
Chinese laborers, as provided for by the 
recent treaty between this country and 
China, have been completed by the secre- 
tary of the treasury. Under the regula- 
tions, a Chinese laborer who has resided 
and registered in the United States and 
departed therefrom, and who may have a 
lawful wife, child or parent in this country, 
or property therein of the value of $100, or 
debts of like amount due him, will be per- 
mitted to return, provided that before de- 
parting he deposits with the collector of 
customs of the district in which he resides, 
or with the nearest customs officer, a cer- 
tificate of registration from the internal 
revenue collector, and a full description of 
his family, property or aebts. 

The papers must be accompanied by 
three photographs of the laborer, and the 
statement submitted by him, if found to 
be correct, will be certified by the col- 
lector of customs. The papers, with the 
photographs, are to be transmitted to the 
collector of customs of the port from 
which the Chinese person is to depart, 
and who is to return to the country 

Via the Port of Departure. 

The certified description of the China- 
man will be filed in the office of the collec- 
tor at the port of exit as a means of iden- 
tifleation. 

The return to the United States must be 
within one year from the date of depart- 
ure, unless sickness or other disability 
prevents, in which event the facts are re- 
quired to be identified by the Chinese con- 
sul at the port from which the Chinese 
person may depart for the United States. 

A certificate will be issued to the laborer 
on his departure which will not contain a 
description of the person to whom issued, 
but which will refer to the identification 
papers by number. This will obviate the 
sale or exchange of certificates and render 
the identification of the returning Chinese 
certain. 

Collectors at ports of exit will be re- 
quired to transmit to the treasury depart- 
ment weekly reports of Chinese leaving 
their respective ports, giving the name, 
local residence and occupation of such per- 
suns. The collectors will also be required 
to cancel all certificates of returning Chi- 
nese and to forward the same to the treas- 
ury, where records are to be kept on forms 
specially provided for the purpose. 

The certificates to be issued will be es- 
pecially numbered and issued by the de- 
partment to collectors on requisition 
therefor, an account being kept in each 
instance, and collectors will be required to 
exercise unusual care in all matters per- 
taining to it. 


Scare Spreads to Manchester. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec. 29.—The sen- 
tence of Joseph Labine, the Nashua sa 
loon keeper, for violation of an injunction 
granted under the nuisance act, created 
consternation in this city, where some 
liquor dealers, among them some of the 
most prominent saloon keepers, have 
signed agreements similar to that signed 
by Labine, and who are, consequently, in 
the same legal status. 


Frightened by State Troops. 

AvcGusta, Ga. Dec. 26—The agitation 
over the death of Detective Murray, which 
threatened to find expression in violence, 
has quieted down. The state troops were 
called out to protect the jail where the 
negro murderer, Jabez Wiggins, is con- 
fined, and the display of military force had 
the effect of deterring the would-be lynch- 
ers from putting in an appearanee. 


Arbitrators’ Decision Doesn't Count, 

MASSILLON, O., Dec. 29.—The Massillon 
miners have refused to abide by the deci- 
sion of the board of arbitration fixing the 
rate for mining at 60 centsa ton. The 
settlement was denounced 4s an outrage 
upon the miners. A joint meeting of op- 
erators and miners was favored, the mines 
to remain closed until after such a meet- 
ing is held.

CONSUMING DEMAND FOR COTTON 


Has Fallen Below the Produc- 
tion and Expectations. 


New York, Deo, 29.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: Commerciai 
failures in 1894 already reported to R. G. 
Dun & Co. number 14,292, against 15,24¢ 
last year, with liabilities of $163,238,404, 
against $346,779,889 last year. 

Next week the final report of 1894 will 
probably include about 400 more failures, 
with liabilities of about $4,000,000. From 
these accounts, banks, bankers, financial 
and transportation companies are ex- 
cluded, 

Wages actually paid in November are 
compared today with working hours in es- 
tablishments throughout the country, and 
in about 50 branches of industry the aver- 
age being 230.4 hours per hand this year, 
218.4 last year and 243.2 in 1892. 

The wages paid per hour were 1.2 per 
cent less than last year, and 8.59 per cent 
less than in 1892. The hands employed in 
establishments reporting were 8.53 per 
cent more than last year, but 12.02 per cent 
less than in 1892. The total wages paid 
in these establishments in November were 
16.33 per cent more than in November, 
1893, but 21.77 per cent less than in No- 
vember, 1892. 

Thus the decrease in purchasing power 
of the working force is found to be due 
mainly to decrease in number of hands 
and hours of work, rather than to reduc- 
tion of wages paid per hour. 

Holiday trade has scarcely met expecta- 
tions. -Purchases have been numerous, 
but smaller than’ usual in amount and 
more confined to needful articles. 

Wheat and Corn. 

Wheat has declined 44 cent, though 
western receipts have been only 1,712,90§ 
bushels, against 3,109,832 for the same 
week last year, but since Aug. 1 receipts 
have been a little larger than last year, 
and the visible supply is the largest ever 
known. Exports in December from both 
coasts have been @ little larger than last 
year, but for the crop year about 20,000,00C 
bushels smaller. 

The western estimate, usually regarded 
with most confidence, is that the crop will 
reach 615,000,000 bushels, which will leave 
for export, with stocks brought over, more 
th an 200,000,000 bushels, of which only 75,- 
000,000 bushels have gone abroad. Corn 
has decl:ned % cent, with good receipts. 

Cotton and Wool. 

The price of cotton has not changed, but 
the fact that receipts from plantations 
this month have been greater than in 1891, 
while stocks in sight here and abroad are 
larger than at the same date that year, is 
an obstacle to any rise. Revision of prices 
for cotton goods has been the controlling 
feature since the great auction, and wide 
sheetings have been marked down about 
10 per cent, while changes all along the 
line are expected. It is no longer dis- 
puted that the consuming demand has 
fallen below expectations and below the 
production which was kept up in the 
hope of increased consumption. 

Very little has been done in woolen 
goods, all waiting for developments after 
Jan. 1, when new duties take effect. Low 
grade overcoats already opened show little 
change, and in dress goods one or two 
cases of slight advance are noted. Sales 
of wool this month have been 17,896,800 
pounds, against 13,049,197 last year, and 
21,302,300 in 1892, and Ohio XX has sold at 
17 cents. 

The market for iron and steel is waiting, 
but the reduction in wages at the Edgar 
Thompson works, averaging 15 per cent, 
plainly indicates the same difficulty which 
is seen in other quarters, that the demand 
in consumption does not answer increase 
in production of pig iron. 

Failures for the week have been 350 in 
the United States, against 511 last year, 
and 41 in Canada, against 41 last year. 

Over the Border, 

Bradstreet’s today says: Toronto jobbers 
say trade is very quiet and travelers from 
that city are not hurrying their departure, 
although at Montreal preparations are 
making in several lines to send out trayel- 
ers. 

At Quebec city shoe manufacturers re- 
port trade brisk. At Halifax the volume 
of business is moderate, and wholesale 
trade is dull. Collections throughout 
Nova Scotia are slow. 

In Newfoundland the business situation 
remains unchanged, or as previously de- 
scribed, somewhat chaotic. Bank clear- 
ings at Winnipeg, Hamilton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax aggregate $15,412,- 
000 this week, against $21,171,000 last 
week, and $16,351,000 in the week last 
year. Canadian business failures during 
1894. as reported to Bradstreet’s, aggre- 
gate 1851, against 1766 last year; total lia- 
bilities amounting to $17,724,000 this year, 
and $14,762,000 last year, with customary 
ratios of assets. 

There is a moderate increase in the num- 
ber of failures in the province of Ontario, 
buta falling off in total liabilities; a greater 
relative increase in the number of failures 
in the province of Quebec, with a sharp 
gain in volume of liabilities. New Bruns- 
wick reports a moderate increase in the 
number of failures, with nearly double 
the amount of liabilities in 1893, and Nova 
Scotia a moderate decrease and a heavy 
decline in volume of liabilities, the like 
being true with reference to Prince Kd- 
ward Island. 

In Manitoba there is one less failura 
than the year before, though with a 
slightly increased volume of liabilities. 
Failures in the northwest territory dropped 
more than one-half this year, and liabili- 
ties still further. There is also a smaller 
number of failures reported from British 
Columbia, but liabilities have increased. 

There are 22 failures reported from New- 
foundland, against 15 the year before, 
with liabilities of $6,250,000 this year, 
against $927,000 last year. The situation 
in Newfoundland appears to be one of sus- 
pended animation rather than general 
commercial or financial failure, which 
will account for the comparatively few 
commercial deaths reported in spite of thu 
business crisis.

BYRNES RESIGNS. 
He Has Not «x V ry Viattering Opinion of 
GCothaim’s Police Departungnt. 

New Youk, Dec. 81.—At 8:5) Saturday 
night the Loxow committe: adjourned, 
subject to the call of the chair, thus clos- 
ing asession of investigition which was 
brimful of startling revelations. 

Just as he was through answering Mr. 
Goff’s probing questions, Superintendent 
Byrnes handed a letter to Chairman 
Lexow and said that it was a copy of one 
that he had sent to Mayor-elect Strong 
early this month. It was his resignation 
from the force, of which he has been a 
member for the last 32 years. The super- 
intendent said that on two occasions since 
he was appointed in Superintendent Mur- 
ray’s place he was on the point of resign- 
ing, owing to the continued conflict be- 
tween the commissioners and himself. 

The superintendent, he said, should 
have absolute charge of the discipline of 
the department, but that all his efforts in 
that direction were frustrated by the com- 
missioners. The department was honey- 
combed with rings, which had _ been 
growing for 30 years, and they could only 
be remedied by radical legislation. Local 
politicians, he claimed, were the curse of 
the department, and as long as politics 
was a factor in the force, such a state of 
things would exist. 

Although he had done his utmost to 
procire substa::tial information as to cor- 
ruption and bribery, he was unable to get 
it, and the whole department was impreg- 
nated with the belief that promotion had 
to be bought and merit was of no avail. 

He claimed to have done a good deal 
toward helping to bring abont the ex- 
posures. He paid atribute to Dr, Park- 
hurst, who he said, manufactured public 
sentiment, without which it would have 
been impossible for the committee to have 
aequired the information it did. 

His wealth, which he estimated at $350,- 
000, was made by speculation, he said, in 

Vall street, through the instrumentelity 
of Jay Gould and his sun, George Gould. 
His purchases of real estate were also very 
profitable, and he claimed not to have a 
bank account.

Editerial Comment. 


As THE LEDGER bas previously stated, 
nothing but granite from Quincy, the birth 
place of Hancock, will be appropriate for 
the Hancock monument to be erected in 
Boston. Our modern hammered and pol- 
ished stone might be out of place in the old 
burying’ground, but how would it be with a 
rock face or a seam face. The committee 
of the Governor’s Council has sent out an 
announcement that says : 


“The site of the grave of John Hancock 
is in the western part of the Granary burial 
ground and near the rear of Doll & Rich- 
ard’s shop. It is important that this loca- 
tion and distance from the sidewalk, etc, 
should be considered in the designs sub- 
mitted. 

“‘1t willfurther be observed that the 
council has no authority to expend a larger 
sum that the amount appropriated in the 
resolve, $3,000. This sum must, therefore, 
include the entire cost of the completed 
monument, the foundation, the stone or 
bronze work, the devigner’s commission, 
and, in fact, all charges of whatsover na- 
ae to the completion of the 
wor 


“Designs are invited from a limited 
number of -architects, artists and sculp- 
tors. It is expecred that the council 
will be aided in its decision by the ad- 
vice of some one preeminently fitted to 
judge of the relative merit of the de- 
signs, and it is hoped that Mr, C. F. 
McKim of New York may consent to 
render this public and unpaid service. 

“Rendered drawings in India ink are 

to be submitted anonymously (but with 
a sealed envelope, containing means of 
identification) to Edward F. Hamlin, 
executive clerk, state house, on or be- 
fore Feb. 1, 1895, drawn to a scale of 
two inches, and presenting plan, ele- 
vation and perspective ; and must be ac- 
companied by an estimate made by 
John Evans & Co., or some other con- 
tractor known to have equal skill to 
turn out artistic work, 
_ “To this estimate must be added, as 
indicated above, any and all other 
charges which the council may in any 
event be called upon to pay. ‘The draw- 
ings must also indicate the kind of 
material to be used, and the nature of 
the inscription.” 


REPUBLICANS WHO constitute three- 
fourths of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives have certainly been mag- 
nanimous to tolerate a Democratic clerk 
with two of his three assistants Democrats. 
There was a movement to secure a change 
of the head, but now it is agreed that he 
be reelected provided he appoints Republi- 
can assistants, Civil service which don’t 
apply to assistants who do the work, as 
well as the head who has the plum, 
amounts to little. Democrats could not 
reasonably raise much of a hue and cry if 
the clerkship was changed. It would be 
better to make the change than bind the 
clerk to appoint only Republicans.

The Congregational Society and 
Sunday School Happy 


AT COMPLETION OF CHAPEL. 


Prominent Members Take Part in the 
Exercises Last Evening, 


—_— 


The new $8,000 addition to the Congre- 
gationa! church was dedicated to the pur- 
pos s for which it was erected on Sunday 
evening. 

Long before the appointed hour people 
began to gather, and at 7o’clock every seat 
was taken and chairs were brought from 
other parts of the church, and even then 
many were obliged to stand. 

The only decoration was a cluster of 
flowers at the left of the pulpit. 

The exercises opened with an anthem by 
the choir followed by the reading of the 
Scripture by Rev. Eiward Norton, and the 
Ringing of hymn 341 by the audicnce, 
Then came the dedicatory prayer by the 
pastor with a response by the choir. 

Rev. Mr. Norton then gave a_ brief 
address on ‘‘ Oar Chapel a Memorial.’’ It 
was brief but interesting. He referred to 
Deacon Smalley who, he said, loved this 
church, and so far as his earthly all could 
do it, he built this chapel. His heart beat 
in the welfare of this church. He loved 
his church and it is his memorial tonight, 
and we should not soon forget that it is so. 

Mr. Norton also referred to the ladies of 
the church whose labors with those of 
Deacon Smalley built the chapel. He 
would like to give them all a memorial, but 
there were not windows enough. 

C. W. Carter of Auburndale, formerly 
superintendent of the Sunday School of 
the church, was the next speaker, and he 
took for his subject, ‘‘ Memories of earlier 
days.””’ Mr. Carter said his memory car- 
ried him back to 1865 when the church was 
located on the corner of Hancock and Ca- 
nal streets. He spoke of the narrow quar- 
ters there, the high singing gallery, the 
pulpit, the pews and the vestry. The only 
thing that remained today that connected 
the old church with this edifice was the old 
pulpit sofa. Mr. Carter also referred to 
those who had since passed away. When 
the present church was built, it seemed as 
though it was too large, but the cburch 
grew and the chapel became crowded. 
Now we have a new chapel. 

“Our Plant” was the topic to which 
Mr. Theophilus King responded. Mr. King 
said for the past quarter of a century his 
life had been associated with plants. A 
plant is a big tool to do effective work with. 
Here we have a plant, an enlarged plant; 
we have lived up to its usefulness and have 
had to enlarge it. Oue of the things we 
have had in this plant is our good brother 
Norton, who has reduced the friction 
which is very necessary in good ruuning 
machinery. There we want to keep i’, 
because we love it. The only plant for a 
man to stand up to isone of this kind. 
Here every one of us has a part, every one 
of us has an ownership. 

The last speaker of the evening was Mr. 
William H. Fay, who took for his subject 
“Our New Opportunities.’’ He spoke of 
the several rooms in the new addition and 
to what use they could be put. Life was 
made up of opportunities, This word is 
used very unfrequently in the Bible, but if 
we study the life of our teacher there will 
come to us an overwhelming lot of oppor- 
tunities, Our new opportunities is only 
the use of what we had before. Mr. Fay 
also spoke briefly of the deeper meaning of 
our new opportunities, 

Between the several addresses hymns 
were sung by the audience, 

Before prononcing the benediction Rev. 
Mr. Norton extended an invitation to all 
those present who were not affiliated with 
apy church to attend services there, 


History in Brief. 


The history of the present society dates 
back to 1832, when upon April5, those who 
believed in Congregationalism formed them- 
selves into a religious society and called 
Rev. T. Field to preach to them. He was 
followed by Rev. Stephen S. Smith. It 
was, however, upon August 4, 1834, that 
the society called its first pastor, Rev. Wil- 
liam M. Cornell, who was installed the 
20th of that month. 

After a pastorate of five years Rey. Mr. 
Cornell closed his connection with the 
parish July 8, 1839, and from that time 
until 1841 it was without a clergyman. In 
that year Rey. William Allen was installed 
and served about eight years, terminating 
his pastorate in 1849. The other pastors 
of the church have been : Rey. Nelson 
Clark, Rev. Edward P. Thwing, Rev. 
James E. Hall, and Rev. Edward Nor- 
ton. The present pastor was installed 
June 16, 1874. 

The first meeting house was erected on 
the corner of Hancock and Canal streets, 
and the present house of worship on the 
corner of Hancock and Chestnut street was 
erected in 1870, the cost of the building 
and land being about $36,000. 

Since the ministration of Rev. Mr. 
Norton, the church and society has con- 
tinued to grow and prosper and the need of 
more room to carry on the church work 
has loag been felt, but the society did not 
feel warranted in undertaking the extra 
burden until this year when legacies of 
two deceased members made it possible. 
Plans were procured, and work commenced 
the middle of August by Contractor Hig- 
gins, who has pushed the work along, un- 
til today the addition is practically com- 
pleted. 


WHO IS HAPPIEST! 


The Literary Society Try to Decide 
Whether It Is the Sage or the Fool. 
The Quincy Literary society held its 

regular weekly meeting in Doble’s building 

Dee. 28, Mr. A. A. Grassick presiding. 
The order of business was a debate upon 

the question. ‘‘ Has the sage or fool the 

greater happiness in life.” The affirmative 
was opened by Mr. William Traynor, and 
the negative by Mr. Alex. D. Smith. 

The sabject itself, presented no greater 
contrast than the manner of treatment 
adopted by the openers. The former was 
exhaustive, and minute, the latter con- 
densed and pointed. The one drew upon 
the whole domain of history for his argu- 
ments, the other confined. himself to 
modern conditions. The champion of the 
sage swept the wide realm of nature for his 
material, the foolish apologist contented 
himself with evidence lying around his im- 
mediate vicinity. An epitome of the con- 
tending sides follows: 

A fool isa person devoid of sense, said 
Mr, Traynor, and by no means to be con- 
founded with the court fools of history or 
the brilliant creations of Shakespeare. A 
sage on the other hand is one who is more 
intelligent, more discreet, prudent and dis- 
cerning than the average. The sage is the 
bighest type of humanity uature produces, 
the fool is the lowest, consequently the 
solution of our question is merely a com- 
parison between reasoning intelligence, 
and inherited instincts. 

Pleasures are as varied as humanity it- 
self, but their direct action on the mind is 
the all important consideration. To the sage 
the pleasures of the mind become the acme 
of human happiaess, The wonders of art 
and nature, the beautiful thoughts ex- 
pressed in verse, the influences that are 
received from contact with whatever is 
true and good are distinctively mental 
pleasures. Place the fool under the same 
influences and what is the result? There 
is no result. He sees only what his mind 
reflects and that is nothing. 

The truths of philosophy, the researches 
of svience, the fruits of knowledge, areall 
sealed books to the fool. Manheod brings 
to the sage a realization of all that is per- 
fect in life, a more active intelligence, a 
more conscious state of usefulvess. To 
the other it brings only coarse manual la- 
bor, or useless dependence. Even if it be 
claimed that the fool suff-rs less pain than 
the sage, because his mental capacity is 
more dense, yet it stands to reason that 
anything devoid of pain is also incapable 
of pleasure, and when the pleasure and 
pain of the world are weighed in the bal- 
ance, the weight is on the side of bappi- 


ness, 
The Art of Living, 


Said Mr. Smith io opening, is to get the 
most enjoyment with thé least possible 
exertion. A man need not be able to 
dissect Latin roots and verbs in order to 
enjoy life. Solomon says, ‘‘He that 
thinketh himself wise is a fool.” Daniel 
Webster was one of the best informed 
Statesman that this country has produced, 
yet disappointment and mortification of an 
ungrateful public +hastened his death. A 
fool is never worried about business, He 
does not care whether stocks go high or 
low. He never Jets tomorrow trouble him 
today. The more highly civilized nations 
work the hardest, and do not get more 
enjoyment than do the Aborigines of some 
Pacific Island, 

The general discussion on the subject 
was of an indefinite quality. The difficulty 
of deciding absolute rules for happiness 
was strongly realiz:d. What isone man’s 
nourishment, is another's poison. The 
governing principles of life, vary as widely 
as men themselves, and it was felt that 
individual taste and inclination were the 
only guides to the problem, 

After the debate _>4 been closed by 
the two openers, a discussion took place as 
to the advisability of continuing the meet- 
ings into another session, and it was finally 
decided to give them up for the present. 
A combination of circumstances seemed to 
make such a course necessary. It was 
with feelings of considerable regret that 
the decision was taken. Everyone felt 
that the meetings had been persunally 
beneficial, and usefully enjoyable. Asso- 
ciations had been formed of infinite value, 
mental capacities had been broadened, and 
juster estimates formed of the varied 
questions of the day. 

In closing my last report let me say, the 
thanks of the society are specially due to

ANTE TOXINE TRIED. | 


The Life of a Quincy Boy Probably Saved 
by Its Use. 

Anti-toxine, the new remedy for dipb- 
theria, was successful!y used in Quincy 
Saturday on the son of Timothy F. Ford, a 
member of the Board of Health. This is 
the first application of the new remedy in 
Quincye The attending pbysician fuar- 
nishes the following statement: 

The case was a severe one with an ex- 
tensive deposit on both tonsils and over 
the soft palate. The nostrils were also 
involved. The glands at the angles of the 
jaws were very much swollen, and there 
was a considerable quantity of albumen in 
the urine. 


The patient was first seen on December ; 


28 and the first ;ivjecition of anti-toxine, 
(fifteen cubic centimetus,) was made at 
335 P. M. ofthat day. A second injection 
of 10 cubic centimetus was made at 335 
A. M. Dec, 29, twelve hours later. 

Atnoo of Dec. 29, there was already 
an improvement, as shown by the dimen- 
tion of size in the glands of the neck and 
the deposit was already changing color. 
On the evening of the same day the 
deposit had become milky white in color 
and the odor had departed. 

On Dec. 30 the throat was nearly clear 
and the urine free from albumen. 

Today the improvement is maintained 
and the child appears strong and destined 
to recover fully. The throat is free. 

It is but just to say that local applica- 
tions of peroxide of hydrogen and the in- 
ternal administration of iron were kept up 
during the progress of the case, but it 
seems to me a fair inference that the rapid 
recovery of this child from what threat- 
ened to be a fatal case, is to be attributed 
to the anti-toxine treatment.

GLADSTONE’S POWER 


May Yet Cause Turkey to Regret the 
Course She Is Pursuing. 

Lonbox, Dec. 31.—In a leader The Times 
says: Mr. Giladstone’s retirement from 
public life is final, but it would be well 
for Turkey to reflect in her own interest 
thatin the Armenian matter Mr. Glad- 
stone, with little personal effort and no 
personal ambition whatever, might play 
the part of blind, old Dandalo. He has 
the whole British public opinion behind 
him, and if the porte defied European 
opinions his appeal would be capable of 
producing all, perhaps more than all, the 
effect he contemplates as merely contin- 
gent. 

The Times’ remarks were called forth 
by a speech made by Mr. Gladstone to a 
deputation from a meeting of the Anglo- 
Armenian association and other Armenian 
organizations, who waited on the ex-prime 
minister at Hawarden. 

After pointing out that it was not Sn- 
difference that had led him to do nothing 
in regard to the Armenian outrages, and 
that the powers could do nothing until 
Eee sliogatiene wefe proved, Mr. Gladstone 
Bai 

“Ifthe reports are established, it will 
more than ever stand before the world 
that there is no lesson, however severe, 
that can teach certain people the necessity 
of observing, to some degree, the laws of 
decency, humanity and justice, 

“Tf the allegations are true, it will stand 
asif written in letters of iron on the 
records of the world that a government 
which could countenance and cover the 
perpetration of those outrages is a disgrace 
to Mohammed, whom the Turks profess to 
follow,.a disgrace to civilization at large 
anda curse to mankind. This is strong 
language, and strong language ought to 
be used when the facts are strong. 

“However, we should keep our judg- 
ments in suspense until the truth is 
known, but as the evidence grows and the 
case darkens, my hopes have dwindled, 
and as long as I have a voice I hope it will 
be raised upon such occasions in behalf of 
humanity.”

KLAMATH FALLs, Or., Dee. 31.—A 
stage just arrived from Lakeview brought 
additional particulars of the catastrophe 
which occurred at Silver Lake Christmas 
eve. The latest intelligence places the 
number of dead at 41 and the scriously 
wounded at five. 

Christman Bros.’ store, where the acc 
dent occurred, is a two-story frame build- 
ing, 24x50 feet, and adjoining the building 
was ashed used as a store room. In the 
front of the whole upper part of the build- 
ing there were but two windows, afford- 
ing light fer the second story hali. ‘here 
were two windows and a glass door also 
in front, which afforded light and en- 
trance to the first floor, which was used as 
& merchandise room and postoftice. 

The hall had only one exit, a stairway 
leading to the second story, which was on 
the outside, and the rear window, 15 feet 
from the ground. The building was 
crowded, there being probably 125 people 
present. In the hall there was only one 
narrow passage between the seats, which 
was blocked by the burning oil on the 
floor. It was therefore necessary for the 
people to clamber over the seats and one 
another before the door could be reached. 

The lamp which caused the disaster 
Was an extra large one, holding about two 
gallons of oil. West of the building wasa 
small powder and cil house, which were 
also destroyed,

British Bark Went Down With Twenty- 
Four Men on Board. 


SHIP RENT IN TWAIN ON ROCKS. 


Sturdy Efforts of Life Savers 
Were of No Avail. 


Lonpon, Dec. 81.—Severe weather has 
prevailed throughout Great Britain since 
Saturday, the heavy gale being accom- 
panie@ by hail and snow, rendering navi- 
gation along the coasts both difficult and 
dangerous. All vessels that could do so, 
made for havens of refuge. Some, how- 
ever, did not succeed in reaching port, but 
were wrecked when almost in sight of 
safety. 

This was the case of the British bark 
Osseo, which sailed from Talcal in August 
for Ardrossan. She made the voyage 
safely until yesterday morning, when she 
was wrecked on the Holyhead breakwater, 
and every soul on board of her, 24in all, 
were drowned. The Osseo was caught in 
the gale in the Irish sea, and the captain 
evidently thought that he would run into 
Holyhead and wait for the storm to abate. 

Shortly before 3:30 yesterday morning 
the keeper of the lighthouse at the sea- 
ward end of the long breakwater saw a 
bark come out of the gloom, with her 
lights burning brightly and under close 
storm canvas. The wind was blowing a 
living gale, and a terrific sea was running 
before it. The bark, however, was making 
as good weather of it as was possible, and 
was apparently being handled in a most 
careful manuer. 

How the accident occurred is not exactly 
known, but itis surmised that an extraor- 
dinary high sea lifted her €@en she was 
quite close to the breakwater and dashed 
her upon it. She struck amidships and 
immediately began to break up, the sea 
pounding at her furiously the moment she 
became stationary. 

The lighthouse keeper, as soon as he 
realized what had occurred, tired a rocket 
to call the coastguardsmen and lifeboat 
men. 

Crew Crushed by Falling Masts. 

In the meantime the bark hau broken 
into halves, the mainmast going by the 
board. In its fall it struck several of the 
crew who were on the deck, killing them 
instantly. Others of the crew had clam- 
bered into the fore and mizzen rigging to 
escape being washed overboard by the 
huge combers that were making a clean 
breach over the wreck. 

The coastguardsmen were the first to 
reach the scene of the disaster, and were 
followed soon after by the lifeboat men. 
Above the howling of the gale could be 
heard the cries of the men on the bark for 
assistance. The coastguards got a line 
aboard the wreck, and it was caught by 
one of the crew. Before he could make 
it fast, the fore and mizzen masts were 
whipped off close to the deck, and every- 
body in their rigging ‘ell with them into 
the sea and were drowned. ‘The sailor who 
had caught the line was crushed to death 
under one of the falling masts. 

After the masts had gone by the board 
all was silence on the wreck, and those on 
the breakwater knew that all bands on 
the bark had perished. In a short time 
nothing was visible seaward but broken 
spars andarafile of rigging attached to 
them. 

During the day nine bodies were recoy- 
ered. The identity of the bark was learned 
from some of her papers that were washed 
ashore. 

The Osseo was commanded by R 
Boggs. She was a steel vessel of 139 
tons and was built at Londonderry, from 
which port she hailed. 

Other Disasters. . 

The Norwegian ship Frey, from Darien, 
while riding at anchor off Troon, was dis- 
masted. Her crew were taken off in a life- 
boat. ‘The boat capsized and one man was 
drowned. The other 15 reached shore 
safely. The Frey afterward dragged her 
anchor and went ashore at Devil’s Dyke, 
four miles from Ayr. 

The British bark Bonita, from Galves- 
ton, was run into off Falmouth and dam- 
ged by the schooner Carrie Harvey. 

A Gspatch from Londonderry says that 
nothing has been heard of the steamer 
Sarnia, which lost her rudder at sea, and 
which, after being taken in tow by the 
steamer Anchoria, was dropped about 130 
miles west of Yory island, owing to heavy 
weather, which made towing dangerous, 

The storm inland has done some dam- 
age. ‘Trains have been blocked by heayy 
snow drifts, and in many places in Scot- 
land the telegraph wires are down. 

A dispatch to The Standard from 
lin says that gales, accompanied 
snow, prevailin northern Germany. An 
unusually high tide in the river Elbe 
flooded the low-lying parts of Cuxhayen 
and Hamburg. Two bodies have been 
washed ashore in the lower Elbe.  Enor- 
mous damage has been done along the 
North sea coasts. Many vessels, badly 
damaged, have been towed into Bremer- 
haven. 
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Prince Got a Present. 

RoE, Dec. 31.—The pope yesterday gave 
an audience t» Prince Lobanoff, who 
formally announced the accession of Czar 
Nicholas to the throne of Russia. Sub- 
sequently Cardinal Rampolla, in behalf 
of the pope, conferred on the prince the 
grand cross of the Order of Christ, set 
with brilliants. 


Another French Scandal. 

Pakis, Dec. 31.—A judicial inquiry into 
the conduct of the old directors of the 
French Southern Railway company has 
revealed another financial scandal. War- 
rants have been issued for the arrest of a 
number of contractors, bankers and poli- 
ticlans. 


French Bark Sunk. 
GIBRALTAR, Dec. 81.—British steamer 
Yoxford, from Palermo for New York, has 
arrived here with some of her plates dam- 
aged. She was in collision with the Frenzh 
bark Marie Louise. The bark was so badiy 
damaged that she sank. Five of her crew 
were drowned.

Fall Hiver Mills Met With Adversities 
During the Past Year. 

Fait RIvER, Mass., Dec. 81.—G. NM. 
Haffards & Co , stock brokers, have issued 
their annual report of the yearly earnings 
of the mills. There is shown in the list to 
have been a decided falling off in the divi- 
dends for the last six months of the year. 
The depression in business was felt in the 
third quarter, and the depression and 
strike combined caused the quarter just 
ended to show a shrinkage, even over the 
third quarter. The total amount re 
paid in dividends was 61,114,650. This is 
on a total invested capital of $22,758,000. 

In this capital stock is — the cap- 
ital of the Durfee mills aud Fall River 
Iron Works company, both private cor- 
porations that make no public statement 
of their earnings. 

The average yearly dividend on the tetal 
capital stock was slightly over 4.85 per 
cent. Thisis a low average for recent 
years. It would have been much lower if 
a good number of corporations bad not 
drawn upon their surplusses to keep up 
their dividends. 

Nine corporations are reported to have 
passed dividends for the whole year, all of 
these, except the Barnaby Manufacturing 
company, which makes fine ginghams and 
has had a hard year, and the Kerr Thread 
company, are comparatively small, and 
old mills that are not up to times for low 
prices. 

The Bourne mill has kept up its high 
rate of dividends of 1 percent monthly, 
and leads forthe year with 12 per cent. 
This excepts the Troy, which is worth 
three times its capital stock of $300,000, 
and paid 17 per cent. The Union, another 
plant greatly exceeding its capital in 
value, paid 10 percent. Of the mills that 
paid dividends the third quarter, the Amer- 
ican Linen, Granite, Narragansett and 
Richard Borden passed dividends the last 
quarter. In no case did the dividend paid 
the last quarter exceed that of the third 
quarter, and frequently there was a de-
